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Students,  staff  and  faculty  “walk  the 
talk”  towards  campus  beautification

Every  day  students  walk  in  a 
quickened  pace  across  the  bridge. 
Some  may  glance  out  at  the 
scenery  while  others  check  their 
hair  in  the  reflection. 

Imagine  for  a moment  rushing 
across  the  bridge  gazing  out  into  a 
treeless,  lifeless  area. 

In  their  hurried  lives  students 
may  overlook  the  assets  that  our 
campus  possesses.  They  have 
grown  accustomed  to  these  assets 
and  may  take  them  for  granted. 
Many  students  are  unaware  of  the 
diversity  of  life  our  campus  con- 
tains. 

Andrew  Neill,  who  is  an  eco- 
logical conservation  instructor, 
has  been  working  with  the  project 
since  1993. 

The  variety  of  species  are 
impressive  with  22  mammal 
species,  52  lichen  species,  at  least 
nine  fish  species  and  over  250 
plant  species,  some  of  which  are 
rare  to  the  Chicagoland  area.  The 


preservation  of  these  species,  and 
in  larger  part,  our  campus,  is 
accredited  to  the  staff,  faculty,  and 
student  volunteers  who  donate 
their  time  to  The  Ecological 
Restoration  Project,  which  dates

back  to  1973.  Since  February  of 
1993,  a documented  404  volun- 
teers have  generously  contributed 
1,272.5  hours  to  the  conservation 
and  beautification  of  the  campus 
natural  areas. 


The  focus  of  the  Ecological 
Restoration  Project  is  to  "re-estab- 
lish native  plant  communities  on 
the  college’s  designated  natural 
areas  until  they  become  self-sus- 
taining high-quality  natural  com- 
munities." 

Possibly  more  important  than 
what  the  project  physically 
accomplishes  is  what  it  attempts  to 
instill  in  its  volunteers.  Neill  says 
that  the  volunteers  take  with  them 
" a sense  of  urgency  and  concern 
for  our  vanishing  resources." 

The  Ecological  Restoration 
Project  is  a hands-on  way  of 
putting  into  action  their  concern 
for  the  maintenance  of  our  natural 
resources.  Or,  as  Neill  effectively 
put  it.  an  opportunity  to  "Walk  The 
Talk."

Project  Achieve:  The  best  kept  secret  on  campus

Among  the  many  clubs,  orga- 
nizations, and  programs  that  exist 
on  the  Joliet  Junior  College  cam- 
pus, there  is  one  that  seems  to  be 
hidden  in  the  shadows.  This  pro- 
gram is  called  Project  Achieve,  a 
federal  grant-funded  support  ser- 
vice established  in  1983.

Project 
Achieve  is  a support  service  that 
specializes  in  helping  first-genera- 
tion college  students,  students 
from  low-income  families,  and 
students  with  documented  disabil- 
ities, though  it  is  open  to  any  inter- 
ested students. 

Among  the  many  services  that 
the  program  offers  is  professional 
tutoring  to  assist  students  enrolled 
in  English,  Math  and  Computer 
Science  classes.  The  program  even 
helps  students  who  have  anxieties 
about  taking  tests  and  exams.

Centennial  Drive  provides

You  noticed  the  ground  being 
ripped  apart,  the  heavy  machinery 
moving  around,  and  the  loud 
sounds  coming  from  the  once  bar- 
ren land.  When  you  returned  from 
winter  break  you  finally  under- 
stood- a new  street  was  being- 
bom. 

Centennial  Drive  is  open,  and 
access  from  Olympic  Boulevard 
to  parking  lots  three  and  four  has 
never  been  easier.  According  to 
Campus  Police  Chief  Steven 
Bennett,  the  planning  for 
Centennial  Drive  dates  back  three 
or  four  years. 

The  major  catalyst  for  con- 
struction, Bennett  said,  seems  to 
be  the  new  dorms,  which  are  being 
built  adjacent  to  the  road.  The 
addition  of  the  dorms  will  add 
traffic  entering  and  exiting  cam- 
pus at  that  location. 

A stoplight  is  being  set  up  on 


Olympic  Boulevard,  but  until  that 
is  functioning,  it  is  a somewhat 
risky  intersection. 

Students  must  also  be  aware, 
that  during  the  morning  rush,  right 
turns  from  Centennial  Drive  onto 
the  main  road  will  be  restricted. 
Bennett  said  that  his  officers  have 
been  physically  n uoring  the 
volume  of  traffic  on  Centennial 
Drive  to  decide  whether  or  not  a 
three-way  stop  will  be  necessary. 
He  expects  that  once  the  stop  light 
on  Olympic  Boulevard  is  operat- 
ing, the  volume  of  traffic  will 
increase. 

The  addition  of  Centennial 
Drive  is  a good  sign  for  those 
involved  with  Joliet  Junior 
College.  It  suggests  that  the  cam- 
pus is  expanding  in  anticipation  of 
a growing  student  body.  There 
will  be  a grand  opening  ceremony 
on  Feb.  20  at  3 p.m. 


vices  that  Project  Achieve  offers 
students  is  assistance  in  their 
future  endeavors.  Career  explo- 
ration and  transferring  to  four-year 
institutions  are  specialties  in  the 
program.  The  tutors  and  advisors 
work  closely  with  their  students  to 
ensure  that  they  meet  their  educa- 
tional and  personal  goals. 
Throughout  the  year.  Project 
Achieve  even  takes  its  students  on 
field  trips  to  various  four-year  col- 
leges around  Illinois. 

"There  are  many  reasons  why 
students  join  our  program,"  Lopez 
said.  “Some  come  for  the  tutor- 
ing, some  come  for  the  field  trips. 


and  others  come  because  the 
atmosphere  is  very  open,  conve- 
nient, and  accepting." 

With  an  average  of  250-350 
students,  Project  Achieve  is  a sup- 
port program  that  offers  students 
assistance  with  their  educational 
and  personal  goals.  Many  students 
are  unaware  of  the  opportunities 
that  this  program  offers,  anybody 
who  is  interested  is  encouraged  to 
join.

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Campus  security 
and  police: 

Who  are 
these  people 
and  what 
do  they  do?

You  see  them  every  day, 
walking  around  campus  in  gray 
slacks  and  white  shirts,  eyes  shift- 
. ing  from  left  to  right,  never  keep- 
ing eye  contact  with  any  one  stu- 
dent for  too  long.  If  you’re  a 
smoker,  you’ve  felt  their  wrath. 
They  are  JJC  security,  keeping 
students  safe  and  sedated. 

With  the  presence  of  the  cam- 
pus police  department,  some  stu- 
. dents  may  wonder  what  responsi- 
bilities the  security  officers  actu- 
ally have.  1 decided  to  find  out. 

I assumed  that  there  would  be 
a security  office  somewhere  on 
campus,  but  wasn’t  sure  where  it 
was.  To  solve  this  minor  set  back 
I decided  to  go  to  the  campus 
police  and  ask  them.  I desperate- 
ly needed  answers  and  hoped  that 
I could  find  some  there. 

I was  told  that  the  answers  I 
sought  could  be  found  by  speak- 
ing with  Chief  Bennett.  He  is  in 
charge  of  both  the  campus  police 
and  the  campus  security. 
Although  they  belong  to  the  same 
department,  they  have  very  differ- 
ent responsibilities. 

"Security  officers  are  com- 
mitted to  assisting  sworn 
staff.. .but  have  no  arrest  power,’’ 
Bennett  said.  Their  primary  func- 
tions are  to  observe  and  report, 
lock  and  unlock  doors  on  campus, 
locate  safety  hazards,  and  periodi- 
cally check  fire  alarms  and  extin- 
guishers. 

I’ve  heard  rumors  that  people 
have  received  tickets  for  smoking 
in  unauthorized  areas.  Apparently 
these  rumors  are  both  true  and 
false.  Bennett  said  that  currently 
tickets  issued  to  students  for 
smoking  too  close  to  entrance 
ways  are  not  monetary,  but  are 
code  of  conduct  referrals.  The 
seriousness  of  these  offenses  is 
then  up  to  the  dean  or  vice-presi- 
dent to  decide. 

My  advice  to  you  is  if  you 
smoke,  walk  the  extra  10  feet  to 
avoid  the  hassle. 

Another  issue  students  need 
to  be  aware  of  is  that  although 
campus  security  officers  don’t 
have  arrest  power,  the  campus 
police  do.  Joliet  Junior  College  is 
in  its  own  law  enforcement  juris- 
diction. These  police  officers  are 
the  real  deal.  If  you  get  pulled 
over  for  a minor  traffic  violation 
and  a warrant  from  another  police 
department  pops  up,  you  are  in 
trouble  and  you  will  be  detained. 

When  you’re  on  campus,  cut 
these  guys  some  slack.  They’re 
doing  their  job  and  they'll  be  there 
for  you  when  you  need  them. 
They’ve  got  enough  to  deal  with, 
without  having  to  put  up  with 
your  ignorance.

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TTY  phones  installed  on  all  campuses  Tor  hearing  impaired  students  and  guests

In  order  for  JJC  to  be  compli- 
ant with  the  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act,  the  school  admin- 
stration  initiated  the  installation  of 
TTY  phones  for  the  hearing 
impaired.  You  may  have  walked 
right  by  and  not  even  notice  the 
small  metal  boxes  attached  to 
some  of  the  payphones.  The 
boxes  contain  a keyboard  which  is 
activated  when  the  caller  places  a 
TTY  call. 

“The  beauty  of  this  system  is 
you  just  add  a piece  of  equipment 
and  the  phone  is  usable  by  stu- 
dents, hearing  impaired  students, 
and  hearing  impaired  guests,”  said 


Dr.  Alan  G Hardersen,  Vice 
President  for  Student  Services 

To  use  the  Public  TTY  is  very 
simple,  “It  TiasTlIrectiohs  written 
on  the  box.  First,  place  the  hand- 
set on  ithe  shelf  or  holder.  Then 
choose  how  you  will  pay  for  the 
call-  cash  or  credit.  Dial  the  num- 
ber. Watch  the  signal  light  on  the 
TTY  drawer  to  see  if  the  other 
phone  is  ringing  or  busy.  Then  to 
use  the  TTY  Voice  Announcer 
press  * (pound)  three  times. 

When  the  other  person  types, 
the  TTY  drawer  will  open.  Type 
your  conversation.  Hang  up  the 
handset  and  the  TTY  drawer  will 
close  by  itself. 


“With  the  increased  number 
of  students  and  guests  who  are 
hearing  impaired,  the  TTY  phones 
make  a lot  of  sense,”  Hardersen 
added. 

There  are  signs  indicating 
where  the  TTY  phones  are  located. 
There  are  TTYs  located  in  the  fol- 
lowing places:  J-  building  ground 
floor  behind  stair  case,  D mall 
entrance  by  elevator,  T building 
entrance  near  conference  center, 
North  Campus,  and  City  Center. 

The  North  Campus  phone  is 
installed  but  not  operational  yet. 
The  City  Center  is'1  partially 
installed.  Both  of  these  should  be 
in  operation  soon.

Earn and  Learn  Program

One  of  the  options  to 
help  pay  for  college 
expenses  while  in  school  is 
the  United  Parcel  Service’s 
program  called  "Earn  and 
Learn."  They  offer  a con- 
venient way  to  attend  col- 
lege without  it  conflicting 
with  your  work  schedule. 
The  program  includes 
cost  of  tuition, 
approved  mandatory  fees 
and  the  cost  of  books 
regardless  if  you're  a full 
or  part-time  employee.  On 
average  UPS  gives  SI, 500 
per  semester  or  $3,000  per 
calendar  year. 

Matt  Kelly,  UPS 
iployee  and  student  at 


JJC  found  out  about  UPS 
through  an  advertisement. 
“Once  I was  hired  they 
told  me  about  it  (earn  and 
leam  program)  in  my  ori 
entation,"  Kelly  said. 

Kelly  said  that  col 
leges  like  Moraine  Valley 
and  DePaul  University 
hold  class  sessions  in  the 
UPS  facility.  This  allows 
students  to  attend  the  col- 
lege of  their  choice  with- 
out leaving  work. 

“It  works  well  for 
adults  who  would  feel  out 
of  place  attending  a col- 
lege with  young  students," 
Kelly  said.  “The  UPS 
Leam  and  Earn  program  is 
flexible  for  the  adult  stu- 
dent who  have  to  work. 


tion  of  careers  that  might  interest 
them.  There  are  some  computer 
programs  that  are  counselor- 
assisted,  in  which  the  student  and 
counselor  can  discuss  one  on  one 
with  each  other  the  possible  steps 
needed  to  achieve  this  career. 


Computers  aside,  the  Career 
Services  Center  also  has  many 
other  printed  resources.  If  stu- 
dents have  a question 
about  what  kind  of 
money  they  would 
make  in  a particular 
field,  and  what  types 
of  duties  they  would 
be  responsible  for  or 
what  qualifications 
they  would  need,  the 
materials  are  there  for 
student  use  at  no  cost. 

Students  seeking 
counselor  assistance 
in  finding  a job  should 
bring  in  an  overview 
of  previous  employ- 
ers, classes  they’ve 
had  that  might  aid  in  a 
particular  job,  and 
anything  else  that  may 
be  useful.  Then  the 
counselors  will  be 
able  to  find  jobs  that 
the  student  is  qualified 
for,  and  help  them  pre- 
pare a resume.

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Dyson  rivets  audience  at  MLK  Convocation

Martin  Luther  King 
Convocation  was  Friday  Jan. 
11th.  Student  Services  and  the 
African  American  Task  Force 
organized  the  Martin  Luther 
King  Jr.  Convocation  here  in 
the  JJC  cafeteria. 

This  annual  event's 
objective  for  2002  was  to  con- 
nect the  hip  hop  generation 
with  King’s  ideas.  This  year's 
speaker  was  Dr.  Michael 
Dyson,  professor  of  religious 
studies  at  DePaul  University 
and  author  of  several  books. 

Two  of  his  books,  / May 
Not  Get  There  With  You:  The 
True  Martin  Luther  King  and 
Hollar  If  You  Hear  Me : The 
Search  for  Tupac  Shakur,  were 
both  being  sold  at  the  convo- 


cation where  Dr.  Dyson  was 
also  having  a book  signing. 

According  to  Anissa 
Jones,  the  main  coordinator  of 
the  event,  Dyson  spoke  about 
bridging  the  gap  between  the 
struggles  in  the  1960s  the 
struggles  many  of  us  face 
today. 

Dyson  related  Tupac  to 
Malcolm  X and  also  said  that 
current  rappers’  messages  can, 
at  times,  be  compared  to 
King's  message.  The  discrim- 
ination some  rappers  today 
address  is  the  same  discrimi- 
nation King  faced  in  his  time. 

“(Dyson’s)  words  were 
riveting  and  he  connected  so 
well  with  the  students,’’  said 
Jones.  She  also  said  students 
were  surprised  and  impressed 
that  this  intellectual  man  knew 


the  words  to  their  favorite  rap 
songs.  He  went  to  the  stu- 
dents level. 

- An  estimated  300-400 
people  were  in  attendance  at 
the  MLK  convocation.  After 
all  the  seats  were  Filled,  even 
the  hall  looking  down  on  the 
cafeteria  was  crowded  with 
people. 

The  majority  of  the  peo- 
ple there  were  students.  Jones 
believes  everyone  came  away 
with  a lot;  she  has  gotten  noth- 
ing but  positive  feedback. 

Bridging  the  gap  between 
the  Civil  Rights  Movement 
and  the  struggles  we  see  today 
is  important  to  many  students. 
During  the  question  and 
answer  session,  students  asked 
Dyson  what  they  could  do  to 
help.  Dyson  simply  said  if 


you  have  something  to  say, 
step  up  to  the  plate.  Do 
just  talk  the  talk,  you  need 
walk  the  walk. 

When  Jones  was 
how  to  celebrate  King’s 
day,  she  said,  “Something 
simple  as  community  service 
would  be  great.”  Use  the

Competitor  looking  for  ideas 

Recent  grad  to  compete  in  ‘BattleBots’ 


You  can  get  on  the  fast  track 
at  the  JJC  North  Campus

Recent  Joliet  Junior  College 
graduate,  Joseph  Beno,  has  always 
been  interested  in  machines,  so  it 
comes  as  no  surprise  that  he 
brought  one  of  his  own  creations 
when  he  visited  the  school  last 
semester. 

“I  have  always  been  fascinat- 
ed with  machines  and  how  they 
work.  I finally  attained  the  chance 
to  enrich  this  interest  with  the  aid 
of  the  Fine  people  in  the  EEAS 
department  at  JJC,"  says  Beno. 

On  Nov.  21,  Beno  displayed  a 
robot  that  he  built  to  be  on  the 
popular  television  show, 
“BattleBots.’’  He  came  to  the 
school  so  he  could  get  ideas  for 
weaponry  from  current  students 
attending  JJC. 

Students  gave  him  ideas,  such 
as  having  a high-speed,  sloped 
conveyor  at  the  forward  front  of 
the  machine.  This  would  cause 
the  BattleBot  opponent  to  be  flung 
up  and  flip  over.  Another  idea  that 
he  received  from  students  was  to 


have  an  arm  that  is  capable  of  flip- 
ping the  BattleBot  onto  its  right 
side  in  case  it  gets  flipped  over  by 
the  opponent. 

“I  have  already  made  and  test- 
ed a prototype  of  a spike  driver,” 
says  Beno,  when  referring  to  a 
double-acting  cylinder  that  is 
capable  of  driving  a seven-inch 
spike  at  a speed  of  Mach  III 
through  1/8  of  an  inch  of  stainless 
steel  with  the  aid  of  a 2500  psi 


scuba  tank. 

The  machine  weighs  130 
pounds,  which  leaves  80  pounds 
for  weapons  and  armaments. 
Beno  hopes  to  have  the  robot  com- 
pleted by  summer,  so  it  can  com- 
pete in  the  fall.  Since  the 
BattleBot  is  not  yet  Finished,  Beno 
wants  input  from  anyone  who  has 
ideas  to  improve  his  machine.  He 
can  be  contacted  at  his  email 
address,  joebeno2@yahoo.com.

Starting  this  semester,  Joliet 
Junior  College  students  will  have 
the  opportunity  to  complete  a 
degree  in  a relatively  short  period 
of  time.  The  north  campus  will  be 
offering  a fast-track  series  for  any 
student  who  is  majoring  in  busi- 

Each  course  meets  for  Five 
weekends,  Fridays  and  Saturdays, 
during  which  students  can  com- 
plete 30  credit  hours  and  receive  a 
business  management  certificate 
of  achievement.  Students  can 
complete  the  certificate  in  only 
12-18  months  and  can  then  trans- 
fer it  into  an  associate’s  degree. 

Dr.  Michael  Townsend,  asso- 
ciate dean  of  the  north  campus  and 
community  services,  said  the 
north  campus  continues  to  grow  at 
a steady  pace  each  semester. 

“We  hope  to  draw  more  stu- 
dents to  the  north  campus  when 
the  fast-track  program  starts  in  the 
spring,"  Townsend  said. 

The  three  courses  offered  in 
the  fast-track  program  are  intro- 
duction to  business,  principles  of 
business  communications  and 
marketing. 

The  first  course,  introduction 
to  business,  started  Jan.  11  and 
will  run  until  Feb.  9. 

The  class  meets  Fridays  6 - 
9:30  p.m.  and  on  Saturdays  from  9 
a.m.  - 2 p.m.  The  objective  of  the 
course  is  to  survey  the  principles 
from  the  perspective  of  the  busi- 


ness manager  and  the  employee. 

The  second  course, 
ing,  will  start  Feb.  22  and 
March  23.  The  class  will 
the  same  time  on  Fridays 
Saturdays. 

The  main  objective  of 
course  is  to  define  and 
business  functions  that  direct 
flow  of  goods  and  services 
producers  to  consumers.

It’s  always  nice  when  artists 
decided  to  try  different  styles,  but 
not  when  they  try  to  combine  them 
all  on  to  one  CD.  It’s  fun,  upbeat 
music,  but  it  can  get  annoying  at 
times.  Rock  Steady  is  definitely 
one  of  those  CDs  you  should  listen 
to  a few  times  prior  to  purchasing 
it. 

The  focus  of  Rock  Steady 
seems  to  be  experimenting  with  all 
different  kinds  of  keyboard  noises: 
some  work,  some  don’t.  Gwen 
Stefani’s  voice  is  as  sexy  as  ever, 
but  it’s  lacking  sincerity. 

In  the  past  it  seemed  that 
Gwen  was  singing  about  herself  or 
her  experiences,  now  it  seems  like 
maybe  she  just  wants  to  sell  discs.

The  first  single.  Praise,  is  a 
catchy  tune  that  demonstrates  the 
bands  talent.  Clint  Lowery  plays 
guitar  and  screams  backing 
vocals.  His  style  is- unique  and 
makes  the  music  more  interesting. 
T.O.A.B,  shows  that  Sevendust  is 
still  a metal  band  and  can  bash 
heads  with  the  rest  of  them. 

Angel’s  Son  is  a beautiful 
song  about  losing  someone  you 
love.

Trent  Reznor  is  known  for  his 
meticulous  studio  work  and  I think 
that’s  what  makes  this  disc  so 
refreshing.  All  That  Could  Have 
Been  hosts  1 6 live  tracks  built  on 
raw  emotion,  sweat,  and  a little 
insanity. 

Every  second  of  this  disc 
gives  you  something  to  listen  to, 
there  are  no  lead-ins,  no  dead 
time.  When  you  listen,  you  can 
almost  picture  yourself  at  the 
show.  All  That  Could  Have  Been 
has  a nice  mix  of  older  releases 
and  songs  off  of  NINs  1999 
release.  The  Fragile.  Unless 
you’ve  gotten  your  hands  on  some 
bootlegs  or  been  to  a NIN  show, 
you’ve  never  heard  Trent  Reznor 
sound  this  good. 

Songs  like  Terrible  Lie  March 
of  the  Pigs,  Wish,  Closer  and 
Star****ers,  Inc.  will  get  you 
moving  down  the  highway  well 
above  the  posted  speed-limit. 
Others  like  The  Frail , The  Day  the 
World  Went  Away  and  Hurt  will 
have  you  turning  the  lights  on  in 
your  room  and  crying  for  your 
mother. 

So  many  bands  release  live 
CDs  that  sound  just  like  their  stu- 
dio albums,  but  that’s  where 
NIN’s  differs.  Out  of  the  studio, 
Reznor  is  allowed  to  breath,  but  at 
the  same  time  forced  to  throw  all 
that  he’s  got  into  every  inch  of  the 
song.  Reznor  is  one  of  the  few 
musical  geniuses  left,  his  mind 
drove  him  towards  a downward 
spiral,  but  his  insanity  pushed  him 
back  towards  his  visions. 

You  can  hear  the  passion  and 
desperation  in  Reznor’s  voice  and 
that’s  when  you  know  that  this 
guys  the  real  deal. 

All  That  Could  Have  Been  is 
also  available  on  DVD  and  VHS 
format  which  includes  live  concert 
footage  and  behind  the  scenes 
footage.  Trent  Reznor  is  in  the 
studio  working  on  something,  but 
it  will  probably  be  awhile  before 
“wtrcan  start  looking- for-any-new- 
studio  releases  or  world  tours  from 
Nine  Inch  Nails.

Significant  contribu- 
tions also  came  from  AnneMarie 
Dell'Aquila,  who  had  9 points  and 
9 rebounds,  and  Jamece  Price, 
who  also  had  9 points. 

On  Jan.  9,  the  Lady  Wolves 


hosted  College  of  Dupage,  who 
walked  in  ranked  in  the  top  spot 
nationally.  The  Wolves  put  forth  a 
great  effort,  but  fell  short  once 
again,  67-29.  Chris  Callagris  led 
the  team  with  8 points  while 
Dell'Aquila  and  Carrie  Pickering 
chalked  up  5 points  each. 
Lockport  native  Ashley  Fox 
pitched  ip  with  7 boards. 

On  Jan.  15  JJC's  ladies  trav- 
eled to  Rock  Valley  to  face  the 
Golden  Eagles.  Despite  Ashley 
Fox  turning  in  an  impressive  20- 
point  performance,  during  which 
she  was  4-7  from  behind  the  arc, 
the  Wolves  were  defeated,  72-42. 
Mumm  fell  short  of  a double  dou- 
ble with  9 points  and  8 rebounds. 
Shooting  only  28  percent  from  the 
floor  hurt  the  Lady  Wolves. 

A Jan.  22  game  versus  Triton 


College  provided  the  closest  game 
of  the  new  year  for  the  ladies. 
Triton  got  the  best  of  JJC  with  a 
final  score  of  56-43. 

Mumm  turned  in  another 
promising  performance  with  the 
double  double,  posting  10  points 
and  cleaning  up  on  the  glass  with 
14  rebounds.  Dell'Aquilla  shared 
high  scoring  honors,  also  con- 
tributing 10  points.  Pickering  had 
an  impressive  9 assists. 

This  freshman  dominated  ros- 
ter shows  definite  promise  for  next 
season,  and  perhaps  for  the  rest  of 
the  2002  campaign.

Complex  to  house  296 


Campus  housing  is  on  the  way

This  fall,  JJC  will  be  the  first 
junior  college  in  Illinois  to  offer 
housing  for  students.  JJC’s 
Centennial  Commons  will  be 
operated  by  the  Housing 
Foundation  Limited  Liability 
Company. 

The  housing  complexes  will 
especially  be  useful  for  out-of- 
area students  who  attend  JJC 
because  of  programs  like  culinary 
arts,  agriculture,  horticulture,  vet- 
erinary medicine  technology,  ath- 
letics and  more. 

There  will  be  12  complexes 
that  will  accommodate  296  stu- 
dents. Students  will  have  their 
own  bedrooms  and  will  share 
with  their  roommate  a living 
room,  kitchen  and  dining  facility. 
Outside  of  the  apartments  there 
will  be  a swimming  pool,  sand 
volleyball  courts,  a clubhouse 
with  recreation,  laundry  facilities 
and  group  meeting  spaces. 

The  housing  community  will 
be  located  on  15  acres  adjacent  to 
the  college’s  main  campus  across 
from  the  JJC  physical  plant  facil- 
ities, south  of  the  new  Centennial 
Drive. 

There  is  a replica  that  anyone 
can  visit  at  anytime  located  in  the 
T-building  near  the  T1000-T1008 
hallway. 

There  are  three  different  lay- 
outs for  the  housing  spaces — 
four-bedroom,  two-bedroom  and 
efficiency.  The  replica  in  T-build- 
ing  is  an  efficiency  model.  This 
model  shows  how  much  bedroom 
space  students  will  have,  which  is 
about  the  size  of  an  average  dorm 
room.  The  model  also  has  a bath- 
room, fully  equipped  with  a bath, 
sink  and  toilet.  It  also  features  a 
kitchen  that  contains  a lot  of  cup- 
board space,  two  drawers  and  a 
good-sized  counter.  Centennial 
Commons  seems  to  provide  a 
medium  between  actual  dorm  life 
and  apartment  living. 

Centennial  Commons  will  be 
a student  housing  community. 
This  means  that  while  the  housing 
is  set  up  like  apartments,  giving 
students  more  space,  they  will 
still  have  rules  to  follow.. 

“The  students  will  be 
required  to  follow  the  campus 
policies  as  well  as  those  outlined 
in  their  leases,”  explains 
Alexandra  Baker,  Housing 
Director. 

But,  although  there  will  be 
four  RA's  (resident  advisors)  and 
a Senior  RA,  students  won't  have 
to  check  in  at  a security  desk 
when  they  walk  in  the  building 
fete  at  night  like  they  would  at 
most  colleges  and  universities. 

Baker  says  that  although  she 
doesn't. -anticipate  problems  with 
the  students  living  in  housing  “the 
lease  agreement  that  the  students 
sign  does."  This  agreement 
includes  "Community  Policies," 
which  discusses  the  student's 


responsibilities  with  on-campus 
living. 

Some  students  questioned 
said  the  housing  is  a good  idea 
because  it'll  help  the  students 
who  have  long  commutes,  and 
others  said  it  was  a good  idea 
simply  because  they  “want  out  of 
their  own  house,  away  from  their 
parents,"  as  one  student  put  it. 
However,  Centennial  Commons 
will  not  be  an  opportunity  for  one 
big  party. 

The  estimated  age  rang 
according  tQ  Baker  is  18-21.  But, 
students  who  are  legal  to  drink 
will  not  be  allowed  to  drink  in 
their  room  or  anywhere  else  on 
the  Commons.  Those  caught 
drinking  will  be  sanctioned. 

Other  rules  include  no  smok- 
ing and  a quiet  hour  policy  so 
“individuals  can  sleep  and  study 
in  peace,”  says  Baker.

On  Dec.  11,  2001,  energy 
giant  Enron  Corp.  filed  for 
Chapter  1 1 bankruptcy,  the 
largest  filing  in  history. 

Enron  Chairman  Kenneth  L. 
Lay  apparently  encouraged  his 
employees  in  September  to  buy 
more  Enron  shares  and  reassured 
Vhem  that  the  company's  upcom- 
ing quarterly  financial  report  was 
“looking  great"  only  weeks 
before  the  energy  trader  disclosed 


the  worst  results  in  its  history. 

Employees  with  shares  of 
Enron's  stock,  which  peaked  at 
nearly  $90  per  share  in  August 
2000,  were  now  owners  of  stock 
worth  mere  pennies.  Top  Enron 
executives  had  time  to  sell  their 
shares  before  the  company  filed 
for  bankruptcy. 

The  company  was  able  to 
pull  this  off  with  the  help  of 
accountants  at  Anderson,  one  of 
the  top  five  accounting  firms  in 
the  nation. 

On  Jan.  25,  former  Enron 
executive  J.  Clifford  Baxter  com- 
mitted suicide,  leaving  behind  a 
note  expressing  his  feelings 
regarding  the  Enron  Corp.  situa- 
tion. 

Lives  lost,  families  destroyed 
and  companies  ruined,  .and  why 
did  this  all  happen?  There  was  a 
complete  lack  of  business  ethics. 
Top-dog  CEOs  put  the  dollar 
before  the  employee.  It’s  been 
happening,  it  is  happening,  and  it 
will  continue  to  happen  for  as 
long  as  they  are  able  to  get  away 
with  it.

I think  that 
having  a guy  sitting  on  each  side 
of  me  at  the  production  con- 
tributed to  my  embarrassment  due 
to  some  monologues  talking 
about  menstrual  cycles,  orgasms, 
rape,  sexuality  (both  straight  and 
gay)  and  female  problems  in  gen- 
eral. 

I feel  like  our  society  teaches 
us  to  be  “hushed"  about  these  top- 
ics. When  they  are  talked  about 
publicly,  most  people  automati- 
cally feel  embarrassed.  When  the 
production  was  over,  I didn’t  feel 
embarrassed  at  all.  I actually  feel 
that  more  guys  should  have 
attended  so  that  they  could  get  a 
feel  for  what  women  go  through 
in  life,  and  appreciate  women 
more  for  this. 

One  monologue  named  many 
slang  words  for  the  vagina. 
Although  people  may  feel 


uncomfortable  talking  about  the 
vagina,  these  monologues  were 
directed  at  making  people  more 
comfortable  with  female  anatomy 
and  to  hear  other  females  give 
their  opinion  and  life  experiences 
on  the  subject.  Most  of  the  dia- 
logues were  meant  to  inform  peo- 
ple, but  be  light  and  funny  at  the 
same  time. 

For  example,  did  you  know 
that  it  is  illegal  to  sell  vibraters  in 
Alabama,  Georgia  and  Texas  but 
it  is  legal  to  sell  guns  in  all  of 
these  states?  The  joke  was  made 
that  no  one  has  been  robbed  or 
killed  by  a vibrator,  so  why  are 
they  illegal?

This  experience,  1 feel, 
brought  every  woman  together 
who  saw  the  production  because 
we  could  relate  to  all  the  issues 
talked  about.  As  a woman,  I 
walked  away  from  this  experi- 
ence wanting  to  share  with  others 
the  facts  and  stories  of  other 
women  across  the  world.  By 
passing  along  the  stories  of  other 
women,  we  can  eradicate  female 
topics  being  taboo  in  our  society.

Harassment  on  main  campus  is  a serious  issue

Many  female  students  are 
hesitant  to  walk  past  one  particu- 
lar area  on  campus.  This  place  is 
the  TV  room  located  on  the 
bridge. 

Certain  individuals-  on  the 
bridge  yell  obscenities,  make  sex- 
ual comments  and  even  try  to  stop 
young  women  from  crossing  the 
bridge.  One  young  woman  I 
talked  to  was  walking  past  the  TV 


room  when  someone  yelled, 
“Hey,  you!"  She  ignored  this  per- 
son and  continued  walking. 
However,  the  person  resorted  to 
calling  her  names  such  as  “slut” 
and  “bitch". 

“Because  of  this  incident  I 
did  not  want  to  pass  the  bridge 
again,  so  I did  not  go  to  my  next 
class.  This  was  not  the  first  inci- 
dent like  this,  either,”  said  Feryal 
Khan,  a student  at  JJC. 

Some  people  may  wonder 


why  this  behavior  is  allowed  on 
campus.  The  majority  of  people 
see  this  happening  everyday 
while  they  are  at  school,  but  peo- 
ple are  afraid,  confused  or  not 
sure  where  to  report  these  inci- 
dents. Hopefully  this  article  will 
help  clear  up  the  issue  of  report- 
ing sexual  harassment  at  school. 

The  JJC  student  code  of  con- 
duct states,  “Sexual  harassment 
includes  any  unwelcome  sexual 
advances,  requests  for  sexual 


favors,  or  other  conduct  of  a sex- 
ual nature  when  the  student's 
scholastic'  program,  extracurricu- 
lar activities,  or  participation  in 
other  JJC  programs  are  or  will  be 
affected  by  the  student’s  decision 
to  accept  or  reject  the  sexual  con- 
duct.” 

Sexual  harassment  also 
occurs  when  “the  sexual  conduct 
creates  an  intimidating,  hostile,  or 
offensive  learning  environment.” 

You  should  also  write  down 
the  time  and  place  where  the  inci- 
dent occurred.  It  is  helpful  to  cre- 
ate a list  of  possible  witnesses  or 
friends  who  have  experienced  the 


same  sexual  advances  to  find  out 
if  they  would  help  you  to  get  the 
sextial  harassment  to  stop. 

While  it  may  be  helpful  to 
confront  the  alleged  harasser,  pre- 
pare a written  statement,  or  iden- 
tify witnesses,  it  is  not  required 
that  you  do  so  before  reporting 
the  harassment. 

If  students  feel  that  they  have 
been  sexually  harassed,  they  can 
report  the  incident  to  the  dean  of 
student  development  in  D-  1010 

JJC  is  a learning  institution, 
and  students  should  not  have  to 
deal  with  abuse  or  feel  as  though 
their  safety  is  being  threatened.

What  would  it  be  like  to  not 
be  able  to  read  the  board,  hear  the 
instructor  or  walk  across  the 
bridge  to  get  to  your  classes?  Of 
course  most  students  are  able  to 
do  these  simple  tasks;  imagine 
being  a student  who  cannot. 

Special  needs  students  with 
documented  disabilities  have  an 
office  they  can  turn  to  for  assis- 
tance. This  office  is  called  StAR 
(Student  Accommodations  and 
Resources). 

StAR  is  an  office  specializ- 
ing in  helping  fill  the  needs  of  stu- 
dents who  have  special-  accom- 
modation needs  on  campus. 

The  office  is  located  in 


J-2009.  In  this  room,  students 
who  have  documented  disabilities 
or  needs  will  find  the  help  they 
require, 

StAR  has  professional  tutors 
and  note  taker’s  as  well  as  com- 
puter software  designed  to  help 
those  with  physical  disabilities 
and  learning  disorders. 

Professional  tutors  have 
backgrounds  in  most  of  the 
required  math,  English,  psycholo- 
gy and  CIS  classes. 

There  are  a variety  of 
resources  available  through  the 
office  lor  students  to  utilize. 

They  include  study  rooms 
and  testing  accommodations  as 
well  as  referrals  to  other  offices 


that  may  fill  the  needs  of  the  par- 
ticular student. 

The  retention  rate  among  stu- 
dents is  high.  After  seeking  assis- 
tance through  StAR,  many  stu- 
dents see  an  improvement  in  their 
learning  skills  and  classroom 
assimilation. 

“Success  out  of  the  office  is 
phenomenal,"  Dennis  Haynes, 
dean  of  occupational  programs 
and  work  force  preparation  at 
JJC. 

Student  . Resources  and 
Accommodations  were  originally 
called  the  special  needs  office.  A 
little  over  a year  ago  the  office 
staff  adopted  the  acronym  StAR. 

The  office  supports  the  idea 


that  every  student  has  the  right  to 
an  education.  This  idea  is  in  com- 
pliance with  the  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act,  which  prohibits 
discrimination  on  the  basis  of  an 
individual’s  disability. 

The  office  has  seen  a steady 
increase  in  students,  according  to 
Haynes.  “I  have  seen  the  pro- 
gram grow  by  leaps  and  bounds," 
said  Haynes 

The  office  also  sponsors  a 
Transition  Fair  in  collaboration 
with  the  community,  high  schools 
and  businesses.  At  this  fair  stu- 


dents are  given  employment 
opportunities,  and  literature  from 
employment  agencies  in  an  effort 
to  help  them  transition  from  col- 
lege to  job. 

Resources  are  also  available 
at  the  North  Campus,  but  should 
be  made  by  appointment. 

Any  students  interested  in 
learning  more  about  StAR  or  get- 
ting involved  should  contact 
Carol  Smith,  StAR  coordinator. 
Literature  is  also  available  in 
pamphlets  in  many  of  the  campus 
magazine  racks.

The  prob- 
lem that  can  and  has  accorded 
with  students  is  that  by  the  time 
spring  comes  around,  students 
have  run  out  of  financial  aid 
money  and  then  have  to  pay  for 
their  classes  on  their  own. 

JJC  will  now  become  a 
“trailer"  school,  and  this  summer 


will  be  the  transition  period. 
Students  will  have  to  use  their 
aid  from  2001/2002  to  pay  for 
this  summer’s  courses.  Starting 
the  summer  of  2003,  your  fall 
classes  will  be  paid  for  first,  then 
spring  courses  and  lastly  the 
summer  courses.  This  is  hoped 
to  be  better  for  students  with 
financial  aid  because  most  stu- 
dents take  only  fall  and  spring 
courses  and  then  won’t  have  to 
worry  about  running  out  of 
money  in  the  summer.

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Ecstasy:  the  deadly  club  drug  craze

A new  craze  is  sweeping  the 
nation.  It  is  not  a boy  band,  real- 
ity television  or  even  the  latest 
fashion.  It  is  a deadly  drug  whose 
use  is  climbing  at  an  alarming 

MDMA,  or  “ecstasy,”  has 
continued  to  become  more  popu- 
lar*among  illegal  drug  users.  This 
stimulant  drug  has  taken  the  lives 
of  college  students  and  young 
adults  and  therefore  it  is  becom- 
ing more  important  than  ever  to 
leam  what  can  happen  when  tak- 
ing ecstasy. 

This  drug  can  produce  stimu- 
lant effects  such  as  an  enhanced 
sense  of  pleasure  and  self-confi- 
dence, and  increased  energy. 

“Amber"  a sophomore  at 
Joliet  Junior  College,  took  ecstasy 
for  the  first  time  when  she  was  21 
years  old  at  a dance  club.  1 


“I  took  die  drug  about  three 
times  due  to  peer  pressure.  It 
relaxed  me  and  made  me  feel 
euphoric.  I always  had  to  be 
moving  during  the  trip,  which 
lasted  about  three  hours  for  me,” 
said  Amber.  “During  my  personal 
experience,  there  wasn't  any 
depression  that  followed  after 
using  the  drug,  which  is  why  I 
feel  the  drug  is  popular  among 
young  adults." 

Keep  in  mind  diat  die  drug's 
rewarding  effects  vary  with  the 
individual  taking  it,  the  dosage 
and  purity,  and  the  environment 
in  which  it  is  taken.  For  many 
users  it  causes  strong  feelings  of 
comfort,  empathy  and  connection 
to  others.  These  effects  make  this 
drug  popular  amongst  those  who 
participate  in  all-night  dance  par- 
ties called  “raves.” 

Ecstasy  is  a fairly  new  drug 
that  only  hit  the  streets  in  the 


I980’s  and  didn’t  become  popular 
until  the  1990s.  Tliis  drug  is  also 
known  as  XTC,  clarity,  essence 
and  Adam. 


According  to  Pam  Davis, 
Clinical  Coordinator  of  Chemical 
dependency  Services  at  Silver 
Cross  Illinois,  club  drug  use  is  on 
the  rise.  In  1998,  only  5.9  percent 
of  the  drugs  being  used  by1 
teenagers  were  club  drugs.  That 
jumped  to  8 percent  in  2000. 
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This,  Davis  feels,  is  due  to  the 
increase  in  the  use  of  ecstasy. 

For  those  who  have  never 
seen  ecstasy,  it  is  a white  powder 
that  usually  comes  in  the  form  of 
a tablet  that  resembles  an  aspirin- 
These  tablets  are  usually 
embossed  with  pop-culture  icons 
such  as  the  Playboy  bunny  or  a 
smiley  face. 

Ecstasy’s  “high"  can  last 
approximately  three  to  four  hours 
when  taken  orally,  with  a possible 
period  of  two  to  six  hours  wherd  it 
is  difficult  to  go  to  sleep  and  the 
user  experiences  a noticeable  dif- 
ference from  everyday  reality. 
This  is  known  as  the  “crash," 
when  the  effects  are  wearing  off. 
The  primary  problem  associated 
with  crashing  is  that  some  users 
find  themselves  re-dosing  in 
order  to  save  their  high.  Ecstasy 
can  stay  in  the  user’s  system  for 
96  hours.  It  is  hard  to  tell  for  sure 
if  someone  is  using  ecstasy  unless 
you  know  the  person  very  well. 

“The  summer  after  I graduat- 
ed from  high  school  everyone  I 
knew  started  to  do  ecstasy,  said 
“Katie,”  a sophomore  at  JJC.  “My 
friends  looked  like  drug  addicts 
when  they  were  on  it.  I didn’t  do 
it  for  that  reason  and  because  I 
didn’t  want  to  be  out  of  control 
for  hours  at  a time.  I would  leave 
parties  because  I didn’t  like  to  be 
around  my  friends  when  they 
•were  pn  it.  Everything  about 


known  to  contain  speed,  caffeine, 
ephedrine  and  amphetamines,  and 
some  don’t  even  contain  MDMA, 
the  mam  ingredient  of  ecstasy. 

Users  do  have  the  opportuni- 
ty, if  they  refuse  to  quit  using  the 
drug,  to  order  a tCst  kit  from 
www.dancesafe.org  to  see  if  the 
pill  has  any  ecstasy  in  it,  but  the 
kit  won’t  tell  you  what  else  is  in 
it.  For  more  information  you  can

Of  course,  all  illegal  drugs 


side  effects  like  confusion, 
depression,  persistent  memory 
problems,  sleep  problems,  anxi- 
ety and  paranoia  during  and 
sometimes  weeks  after  taking  the 
drug. 


Physical  effects  can  include 
muscle  tension,  involuntary  teeth- 
clenching,  nausea,  blurred  vision, 
faintness  and  chills  or  sweating. 
Increase  in  heart  rate  and  blood 
pressure  are  a special  risk  for  peo- 
ple with  circulatory  or  heart  dis- 
ease. Ecstasy-related  fatalities 
caused  by  the  stimulant  effects  of 
the  drug  have  been  reported  at 
raves.  The  drug  enables  the  user 
to  dance  for  extended  periods, 
and  combined  with  the  hot, 
crowded  conditions  usually  found 
at  raves  it  can  lead  to  dehydration, 
hypothermia  and  heart  or  kidney 
failure. 

The  biggest  problem  in  tak- 
ing ecstasy,  or  any  drug,  is  that 
the  user  can  never  be  sure  exactly 
what  the  pill  contains.  Pills 
bought  as  ecstasy  have  been

Fellowship  receives  13  nods;  Ron  Howard  welcomed

March  is  a wonderful  time  of 
the  year.  St.  Patrick's  Day  is  the 
day  everybody  becomes  a wee  bit 
o’  Irish;  Wrestlemania,  the  pre- 


mier event  in  sports  entertain- 
ment. lays  the  smackdown  and 
the  NCAA  “March  Madness" 
begins.

The  Lord  of  the  Rings:  The 
Fellowship  of  the  Ring  more  than 
received  13  nominations,  the 
most  than  any  other  film.

tial second  straight  win. 
Moulin  Rogue . however, 
was  shut  out  of  the  Best 
Director  category  for  Baz 
Lunrmann. 

In  the  directing  category, 
along  with  Peter  Jackson,  Ron 
Howard  finally  received  a Best 
Director  nod  for  A Beautiful 
Mind.  Ridley  Scott,  whose  Black 
Hawk  Down  was  shut  out  of  the 
Best  Picture  category,  received  a 
directing  nod,  the  highest  nomi- 
nation his  filmed  received.  Also, 
famed  director  Robert  Altman 
received  his  seventh  Oscar  nod, 
his  sixth  for  directing,  for  his

Gosford  Park.  Also  to  note: 
Altman  won  directing  honors  at 
the  Golden  Globes  in  January. 
Gosford  Park  received  a total  of 
seven  nominations. 

Notable  African-American

Washington  ( Training  Day)  for 
Best  Actor,  and  Halle  Berry 
( Monsters  Ball)  for  Best  Actress.

No  one  can  refute  that  the 
world  we  live  in  is  far  less  than 
perfect.  We  don’t  have  to  extend 
our  sights  too  far  to  see  the  ail- 
ments that  our  fellow  man 
endures.  Negative  world  issues 
such  as  poverty,  racism  and 
exploitation  are  so  prevalent  that 
we  accept  them  as  a part  of  our 
reality.  While  we  feel  for  those  in 
compromising  situations  it  is 
often  difficult  for  us  to  remove 
ourselves  from  our  security  long 
enough  to  truly  understand  the 
severity  of  their  devastation. 

The  American  Freedom 
Organization  is  a group  on  cam- 
pus whose  establishment  was 
prompted  to  combat  the  commu- 
nal idea  of  “how  unfortunate."

Their  major  incentives  are  to  pro- 
mote change  and  to  educate  the 
society  of  the  corruption  that  we 
are  actually  contributing  to.  In 
respect  to  the  issues  of  hunger 
and  poverty,  A.F.O.  hosted  Rock 
Against  Hunger,  an  on-campus 
concert  this  past  December, 
requesting  the  entrance  fee  of  a 
non-perishable  food  item.  The 
food  collected  was  then  distrib- 
uted to  organizations  in  the  Joliet

lar concert  entitled  Rock  Against 
Injustice  has  been  set  for  this

A current  area  of  concern  for 
the  organization  to  focus  on  is  on 
is  the  use  of  sweatshop  labor  to 
manufacture  products  bearing  the 
phrase  “Made  in  the  U.S.A.” 
Have  we  become  so  trusting  that 
we  see  these  words  and  take  them 
at  face  value?  Do  we  even  check 
labels  before  we  purchase  or  is 
our  sole  focus  the  price  tag?  After 
WWII  the  United  States  gained 
control  of  the  Northern  Mariana's 
Islands,  which  manufactures

goods  through  the  use  of  sweat- 
shop labor,  particularly  on  the 
main  Island  of  Saipan.  So,  how  is 
it  that  their  labels  say  “Made  in 
the  U.S.A. ?"  Manipulative  corpo- 
rations can  get  away  with  this 
because  the  Northern  Mariana’s 
Islands  are  a United  States  territo- 
ry, yet  we  unsuspectingly  assume 
that  these  products  were  manu- 
factured in  America. 

The  clothing  produced  in 
these  heinous  sweatshop  condi- 
tions bear  the  names  of  some  of 
the  most  sought  after  name 
brands.  If  you  wear  clothes  from 
some  major  American  retailers, 
you  may  actually  be  supporting 
just  a small  portion  of  the  corpo- 
rations that  gain  profits  from 
sweatshops  like  the  one’s  in 
Saipan.  The  American  Freedom 
Organization  is  so  disturbed  by 
the  use  of  sweatshop  labor  and 
the  American  consumer  support  it 
generates,  they  are  determined  to 


' in  prder  to  bring  about  positive  chang 

educate  us  on  our  contribution  to 
such  social  ills.  Their  dedication 
to  advocacy  extends  beyond  cam- 
pus life.  Members  of  A.F.O.  have 
demonstrated  at  The  Gap  and  Old 
Navy  (in  both  Joliet  and  Orland) 
on  multiple  occasions  to  greet 
customers  at  the  entrance  with 
informational  leaflets,  according 
to  A.F.O.  Chairman  Patrick 
Hannigan. 

A.F.O.  members  express  a 
great  sense  of  satisfaction  when 
they  feel  customers  are  turned 
away  from  their  shopping  excur- 
sions after  being  enlightened- 
about  the  underhanded  abuses 
corporations  are  carrying  out. 

Members  of  the  organization 
have  also  visited  Banana 
Republic  seeking  answers  to 
questions;  instead  they  received 
an  escort  out  by  mall  security, 
Hannigan  said. 

According  to  the  Global 
Exchange,  “in  1999,  Gap  Inc.,  the 


owners  of  The  Gap,  Old  Navy, 
and  Banana  Republic  earned  Sl.l 
billion  in  profits  off  of  SI  1.6  bil- 
lion in  sales.  Gap  CEO  Millard 
Drexler  is  one  of  the  best  com- 
pensated executives  in  the  coun- 
try, receiving  $172.8  million  in 
salary,  bonuses  and  stock 
options." 

Members  of  the  American 
Freedom  Organization  look  upon 
such  matters  with  even  greater 
disgust  because  we  have  the 
option  to  stop  injustice,  particu- 
larly this  type  of  modem  day 
slavery. 

Members  find  that  people  are 
generally  apathetic  to  their  cause, 
particularly  on  campus.  American 
Freedom  Organization  vice-chair- 
man Mike  Gallo  responds  to  such 
arrogant  attitudes  with  the  quote, 
“ignorance  is  bliss." 

Members  contest  that  we  are 
far  too  comfortable  in  our  "capi- 
talistic" lives  to  concern  our-

The  best  way  to  fight  igno- 
rance is  to  open  our  eyes  to  world 
issues  around  us.  Education  and 
awareness  are  the  best  forms  of 
defense  against  those  who  pro- 
mote injustice  to  serve  their  own 
selfish  desires.

A JJC  student  has  been 
charged  with  assault  and  posses- 
sion of  marijuana  in  connection 
with  an  incident  that  took  place  in 
the  F Concourse  on  Wednesday, 
Feb.  20.  The  incident  left  a female 
student  injured  and  a glass  panel 
next  to  the  F Concourse  entrance 
shattered. 

Isaiah  Greenlaw  has  been 
charged  with  assault  and  drug 
possession,  according  to  JJC 
Police  Chief  Stephen  Bennett.  In 
addition  to  the  legal  charges,  he 
will  also  face  a college  hearing 
for  the  incident.  According  to 
Bennett,  the  drugs  were  found  on 
Greenlaw  when  he  was  checked 
for  weapons  after  the  arrest. 

The  other  student  involved, 
Dellanise  Wright,  received  five 
stitches  in  her  hand  after  going 
through  the  glass  panel  buttocks 
first. 

According  ' Bennett, 
.Greenlaw  and  Wright  gave  con- 
flicting stories  about  the  incident. 
Greenlaw  claimed  Wright  was 
messing  with  his  hair  or  head 
covering  and  he  threw  up  his  arm 
to  brush  her  away.  Greenlaw  said 
their  arms  entangled  and  Wright 
stumbled,  buttocks  first,  into  the 
glass  panel. 

Wright,  on  the  other  hand, 
said  Greenlaw  picked  her  up  by. 
her  shoulders  and  threw  her, 
resulting  in  her  crashing  through 
the  panel  and  cutting  her  hand. 

Bennett  said  officers  routine- 
ly check  suspects  for  weapons 
during  an  arrest,  for  their  own  and 
the  public’s  safety.  During  this 
search,  1 1 bags  6f  marijuana  were 
found  on  Greenlaw,  Bennett  said. 
As  a result,  Greenlaw  will  face  an 


in-school  judicial  review  board 
and  the  public  court  system. 

Bennett  said  that  at  JJC 
Greenlaw  could  face  anything 
from  community  service  to  expul- 
sion. In  court  he  may  face  fines  or 
possibly  even  jail  time  for  drug 
possession. 

As  the  glass  panel  shattered, 
a large  crowd  gathered  as  a result 
of  the  loud  noise.  The  first  officer 
to  hear  the  commotion  described 


the  breaking  of  the  glass  as  an 
explosion.  Since  it  happened  at 
11:10  a.m.,  there  were  many  peo- 
ple on  campus.  But,  although 
many  people  gathered  when  they 
heard  the  sound,  they  did  not 
actually  witness  the  incident.  The 
only  witness  was  a girlfriend  of 
Wright. 

On  Thursday,  Feb.  28,  anoth- 
er incident  occurred  outside  the 
Student  Services  offices,  causing 


a disruption  on  the  C and  D 
Concourses.  Two  male  students 
were  involved  in  a fight. 
Although  there  were  no  arrests 
made,  the  two  students  will  face  a 
review  board,  which  is  represen- 
tative of  their  teachers,  staff  and 
peers.  According  to  police,  it  is 
likely  the  two  male  students  will 
have  to  pay  for  repairs  to  a new 
copy  machine,  which  was  dam- 
aged during  the  fight. 

Bennett  acknowledged  that 
crime  has  increased  this  semester 
on  campus,  but  he  still  believes 
most  students  feel  comfortable  on 
campus. 

“The  average  student  feels 
safe,"  said  Bennett. 

So  far  this  semester,  16  peo- 
ple have  been  arrested  for  various 
crimes,  Bennett  said.  Most  of 
these  arrests  were  a result  of  theft, 
assault  or  traffic  violations. 

An  outside  agency,  LEMAP, 
is  currently  evaluating  campus 
security  and  the  campus  grounds 
(See  related  story  on  this  page). 
They  are  looking  at  a variety  of 
issues  such  as  lighting  on  campus 
and  in  the  parking  lots  and 
whether  or  not  campus  officers 
should  carry  weapons.  According 
to  Bennett,  equipping  police  with 
mace  or  pepper  spray  is  a definite 
possibility  right  now. 

Bennett  said  the  study  is  not 
related  to  specific  recent  inci- 
dents. Student  Services  is  also 
finalizing  a new  student  code  of 
conduct  which  is  in  the  process  of 
being  approved. 


LEMAP  safety  audit 
evaluates  campus  security

The  Joliet  Junior  College  board  of  trustees,  in 
support  of  the  president’s  cabinet,  agreed  to  conduct 
a campus-wide  safety  and  security  audit.  Under  the 
auspices  of  the  International  Association  of  Campus 
Law  Enforcement  Administrators  (IACLEA) 
Loaned  Executive  Management  Assistance  Program 
(LEMAP)  a review  was  conducted  on  Feb.  3,  2002, 
at  JJC  for  a total  of  four  hours. 

LEMAP  conducted  a site  visit  to  gather  knowl- 
edge for  an  in-depth  evaluation  of  the  department  of 
public  safety.  The  LEMAP  team  members  who 
assisted  in  the  audit  were  representatives  of 
Lakeland  Community  College,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  the 
San  Diego  Community  College  district,  and  the  Sin 
Clair  Community  College,  Dayton,  Ohio. 

The  LEMAP  team  researched  the  physical  lay- 
out of  Main,  City  Center,  and  North  campuses  and 
conducted  interviews  over  approximately  three  days 
with  people  involved  with  the  college.  In  addition, 
meetings  were  held  with  local  law  enforcement 
leadership. 

According  to  Dr.  Alan  Hardersen.vice  president 
for  student  services,  the  LEMAP  team  focused  on 


21  different  areas.  The  areas  included  the  follow- 
ing: communications  and  dispatching,  parking 
enforcement,  crime  prevention,  property  and  evi- 
dence, and  policing  the  college.  During  the  evalua- 
tion of  school  property  the  LEMAP  team  looked 
over  lighting,  floor  plans  and  hidden  areas  on  cam- 
pus grounds. 

The  LEMAP  team  took  into  consideration  the 
amount  of  training  and  experience  security  officers 
should  have.  The  teams  also  reviewed  whether  the 
department  should  keep  certain  responsibilities 
internal,  or  delegate  them  to  a second  party.  The 
team  also  addressed  if  officers  should  be  able  to 
carry  weapons.  The  weapons  could  range  from 
mace  to  stun  guns  to  firearms. 

A lengthy  formal  report  is  expected  within  the 
next  two  weeks  with  the  results  of  the  audit.  The 
College  of  DuPage’s  recent  audit  contained  over 
130  recommendations  for  school  improvement.  JJC 
anticipates  about  the  same  amount. 

“The  report  will  be  taken  to  the  board  of 
trustees  who  will  implement  any  recommendations 
that  arc  doable,"  Hardersen  said.  The  board  will 
draw  up  a team  to  help  the  school  progress  in 
achieving  the  changes  suggested  by  the  audit.

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JJC  expands  campus  location  offerings

Joliet  Junior  College  is  con- 
tinuing its  service  to  the  commu- 
* nity  by  expanding  to  one  more 
campus  location.  A new  Morris 
facility  was  opened  this  past 
semester  to  provide  students  with 
both  credit  and  non-credit  JJC 
courses. 

The  newly  added  Grundy 
County  Facility,  located  at  1715 
North  Division  Street  m Moms, 
in  the  Morris  Archway  Plaza, 
officially,  opened  for  classes  m 
August  2001.  The  campus,  a 
1.036  square-foot  facility,  houses 
a traditional  16-student  class- 
room. as  well  as  a state-of-the-art 
1 2-student  computer  lab. 

The  facility  currently  offers 
approximately  12  different  credit 
courses.  The  course  offerings  cur- 
rently include  classes  such  as 
math,  speech,  history  and  medical 
coding.  One-day,  noncredit  com- 
puter courses  in  Excel,  Word  and 
Access  are  also  being  offered  at 
the  facility. 


"The  classes  are  chosen 
based  upon  what  the  community 
wants,”  said  Ann  Parrish,  who  has 
the  responsibility  of  program- 
ming for  courses  at  the  facility 
and  is  the  advising  contract  train- 
ing manager  for  JJC.  Parrish  is 
also  working  with  local  business- 
es to  see  what  training  opportuni- 
ties they  would  like  to  see  provid- 
ed. 

The  facility  currently  has 
approximately  120  students 
enrolled  in  credit  courses.  The 
facility  relies  heavily  upon 
adjunct  faculty  members  to  teach 
the  classes. 

"Right  now.  it  is  difficult  to 
pluck  full-time  faculty  members 
to  teach  at  the  Moms  facility," 
said  Parrish. 

In  addition  to  the  two  class- 
rooms at  the  Grundy  County 
Facility,  there  is  a resource  room 
shared  with  Grundy  County 
Workforce  Services.  The  resource 
room,  open  to  all  community  res- 
idents, has  the  necessary  tools  to 
assist  anyone  interested  in-  a 
career  change  or  locating  employ- 


Resources  at  this  facility 
include  resume  software,  word 
processing  applications,  Internet 
access  for  job  seekers,  as  well  as 
JJC  financial  aid,  admission, 
degree  requirement  and  course 
offering  information,  according 
to  Parrish. 

The  campus  currently  caters 
to  an  expanded  market,  including 
adults  who  are  looking  at  chang- 
ing careers,  as  well  as  high  school 
students  who  wish  to  earn  college 
credit.  “The  hope  is  to  be  able  to 
provide  a wide  variety  of  general 
education  classes,”  said  Parrish. 

The  Grundy  County  Facility 
resource  room  hours  for  the 
Spring  2002  semester  are 
Mondays,  Tuesdays  and 
Wednesdays  ’from  8 a.m.  to  5 
p.m.;  Thursdays  from  8 a.m.  to  8 
p.m.;  and  Fridays  8 a.m.  to  5 p.m.

Paul  Valias  visits  JJC  on  campaign  trail

On  Tues.,  Feb.  26,  Paul 
Valias,  one  of  three  democratic 
candidates  for  governor  of 
Illinois,  came  to  speak  to  students 
and  the  public  at  JJC. 

Valias  gave  a brief  history  of 
his  past  education  and  job  experi- 
ences, talked  about  issues  he 
anted  to  tackle  if  he  becomes 
governor  and  answered  questions 
from  the  public. 

"If  elected,  the  first  thing  I 
ill  do  is  reprioritize  the  budget,” 
said  Valias. 

Valias  talked  about  the  four 
issues  that  he  is  focusing  on  for 
this  campaign  after  he  brings  the 
budget  under  control. 

His  first  concern  is  education 
and  how  schools  need  pre- 
dictability on  their  budgets  every 
year. 


He  also  wants  to  provide 
healthcare  for  the  elderly  and 
working  poor,  improve  public 
safety  and  spur  economic  devel- 
opment 

Valias  answered  questions 
from  the  public  on  issues  such  as 
prescription  drugs  for  seniors,  the 
death  penalty,  school  vouchers, 
Illinois  toll  roads  and  airport 
expansion. 

Vattas  is  being  opposed  by 
Democratic  candidates  Rod 
Blagojevich  and  Roland  Burris  in 
the  primary  election.  Running  in 
the  Republican  Primary  election 
are  Jim  Ryan,  Patrick  O’Malley 
and  Corinne  Wood.

Morgan,  along  with  Eddie 
Small,  who  contributed  10  points 
and  led  rebounders  with  10 
boards  in  the  championship 
game,  were  named  to  the  all-tour- 
nament team.

Keynote  speaker  Lauren 
Sugarman  and  panel  presenters 
discussed  the  topic  of  women  in 
non-traditional  jobs  on  Friday, 
March  15,  when  the  5th  annual 
Empowerment  Conference  was 
held  at  Joliet  Junior  College’s 
Main  Campus.- 

“I  can’t  think  of  a better  way 
for  women  to  gain  empowerment 
in  the  world  than  to  have  access 
to  high  wages,  high  sills  and  the 
tools  that  can  really  transform 
their  lives,  their  communities, 
their  housing,  their  shelter  and 
their  schools,"  said  Lauren 
Sugarman,  president  of  Chicago 
Women  in  Trades. 

Sugarman  talked  briefly 
about  her  experiences  in  the  work 
force  as  an  elevator  constructor 
for  Westinghouse  Elevator 
Company.  For  five  years,  she 
worked  construction,  repair  and 
maintenance  of  escalators  and 
elevators  at  the  Sears  Tower  and 
other  places  throughout  the 
Chicagoland  area. 

Sugarman  also  talked  exten- 
sively about  the  experiences  of 
other  women  in  non-traditional 
job  settings.  She  focused  on 
women  construction  workers  who 
built  their  own  homes  in  South 
America  and  South  Africa,  bring- 
ing to  light  a global  perspective 
on  the  topic. 

Sugarman  wanted  people  to 
know  of  the  benefit  women 
receive  from  working  in  construc- 
tion and  manufacturing  jobs. 
Women  leam  to  be  proud  of  their 
accomplishments,  gain  higher 
self-esteem  and  know  what  it’s 
like  to  own  something  they  have 
also  made. 

"When  something  breaks,  I 
can  fix  it.  I don’t  have  to  be 
dependent,  like  other  South 
African  women,  on  men  for  fix- 
ing things,  for  transportation  or  a 
house,"  said  Lindy,  an  electrician 
in  Duran  South  Africa. 

After  Sugarman  gave  her  lec- 
ture, there  was  a brief  intermis- 
sion. The  audience  then  heard 
from  a panel  of  six  people  of  var- 
ious jobs  and  backgrounds. 

First,  Dennis  Haynes,  the 
dean  of  Occupational  Programs 
and  Workforce  Preparation  at 
JJC,  spoke  about  the  lack  of 
women  in  non-traditional  jobs. 
He  also  talked  about  how  encour- 
aging women  to  participate  in 
non-traditional  jobs  was  not 
enough.  He  felt  that  people  need- 
ed to  provide  'the  tools  and  sup- 
port for  women  to  accomplish 
these  jobs. 

Next,  Geri  Harston,  member 
of  the  International  Brotherhood 


of  Electrical  Workers,  Local 
Union  134,  spoke  about  her  expe- 
riences as  an  electrician;  An  occu- 
pation where  men  outnumber 
women  by  nearly  20  to  one. 
Harston  explained  that  when  she 
was  going  to  school,  she  was 
encouraged  to  become  a nurse 
because  it  was  seen  to  be  a more 
practical  career  for  a woman. 
However,  in  1981,  she  applied  for 
the  electrical  apprenticeship  and 
was  accepted  into  the  program  in 
1985. 

Michael  McGreal,  chef  and 
department  chair  for  Culinary 
Arts  and  Hospitality  Management 
at  JJC,  spoke  after  Harston. 
McGreal  talked  about  the 
increase  of  female  chefs  entering 
the  culinary  arts  program  in 
recent  years.  He  also  talked  about 
the  fact  that  cooking  for  wages 
was  a predominately  male  occu- 
pation, even  though  women  were 
expected  to  cook  at  home  for  their 
families,  without  pay. 

Rhonda  Lorenz,  a litigation 
attorney  in  the  Chicago  area, 
talked  about  her  experiences  as  an 
attorney  and  running  her  own 
business.  Lorenz  started  her  own 
business  as  an  independent  con- 
tractor in  March  of  last  year.  She 
works  at  several  different  law 
firms,  hiring  herself  out  on  an 
hourly  basis  based  on  a schedule 
that  she  sets  herself. 

“Know  who  you  are,  which 
is  a big  journey,  and  to  go  and  not 
be  afraid  to  be  it,”  said  Lorenz  of 
the  most  empowering  thing  that 
she’s  learned  and  is  still  learning. 

After  Lorenz,  Michelle  Story, 


a full  time  instructor  in  the 
Business  Department  at  JJC, 
spoke  about  her  experiences  as 
Director  of  Parks  and  Planning 
for  the  Lockport  Township  Park 
District.  She  also  talked  about 
how  she  felt  women  had  to  often 
work  twice  as  hard  to  gain  the 
respect  that  men  do. 

Finally,  Mana  Anna  Rafac. 
professor  and  advisor  for  the  JJC 
Architecture,  Engineering  and 
Construction  Programs,  spoke 


about  her  non-traditional  upbring- 
ing. She  told  the  audience  how 
she  was  raised  to  believe  that  she 
could  do  anything.  When  she  was 
young  not  only  did  she  roof  with 
her  father,  but  she  also  learned 
how  to  knit  with  her  mother. 

“Respect  is  not  given,  it’s 
earned.  And  if  you  respect  who 
you  are,  people  cannot  help  but 
respect  who  you  are  as  well,”  said 
Rafac.

Letter  to  the  editor 


JJC  Spring  Break  schedule  was  created  with  good 
intentions ; Now  outdated  and  inconvenient. 


From  the  many  questions  and 
complaints  from  JJG  students 
about  the  late  spring  break,  the 
Blazer  decided  to  do  a little 
"investigative  reporting"  to  find 
out  why  our  spring  break  doesn't 
fall  during  the  middle  of  the 
semester  like  other  state  colleges, 
such  as  Illinois  State  University. 

Upon  visiting  the  administra- 
tive assistant  to  vice  president  for 
academic  services,  the  Blazer 
found  that,  in  the  past,  the  reason- 
ing behind  tire  late  spring  break 
was  that  the  parents  in  the  JJC 
district  area  wanted  the  break  to 
coincide  with  local  grade  schools 
so  a family  could  enjoy  spending 
their  break  together. 

The  Blazer  can  understand 
this  reasoning  and  agrees  with  it 
because  most  of  us  having 
younger  brothers  or  sisters  in  area 
grade  schools,  junior  highs  or 
high  schools.  Now  that  our  spring 
break  doesn’t  coincide  with  area 


schools,  we  at  the  i Blazer  feel  that 
the  break  should  occur  during  the 
middle  of  the  semester. 

The  last  time  spring  break 
actually  fell  during  the  middle  of 
the  semester  was  in  1998.  From 
talking  to  administrative  sources, 
we  found  that  the  plan  is  to  keep 
moving  it  closer  and  closer  to  the 
middle  of  the  semester  in  future 
years.  However,  a lot  of  other 
events  have  to  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration when  deciding  the  next 
academic  calendar. 

The  Blazer  did  obtain  infor- 
mation from  a May  1999  meet- 
ing, which  was  already  discussing 
the  2002  spring  calendar.  At  that 
meeting  in  '99,  it  was  decided 
that  “spring  recess  begins  the 
Friday  before  Easter  and  contin- 
ues though  the  following  week. 
When  there  are  less  than  three 
weeks  between  E)aster  and  the 
beginning  of  final  exams,  the 
spring  break  calendar  is  moved 


back  to  have  three  full  weeks  of 
instruction  between  spring  break 
and  the  beginning  of  final  exam 
week." 

In  1999,  there  was  documen- 
tation showing  a survey  that  had 
been  passed  around  to  the  faculty 
asking  when  they  would  prefer 
the  upcoming  spring  breaks  be 
taken,  but  there  was  no  documen- 
tation showing  that  the  students 
had  been  questioned  or  their  opin- 
ion taken  into  consideration. 
Students  are  the  ones  that  work 
hard  on  their  homework  every 
night,  trying  to  maintain  good 
grades,  but  at  the  same  time  lead- 
ing to  more  stress  in  our  lives. 

Administrators  and  others 
involved  in  the  decision  on  the 
academic  calendar  should  be  con- 
cerned with  making  sure  students 
are  surveyed.  They  should  make 
sure  that  we,  as  students,  feel  that 
our  opinion  counts  when  deciding 
the  upcoming  calendar  years.

1 read  your  article  regarding 
the  LEMAP  safety  audit  with 
interest.  As  I read,  I noticed 
where  it  said  that  the  Board  of 
Trustees  is  considering  allowing 
our  police  department  to  carry 
weapons  "that  range  from  mace, 
to  stun  guns,  to  firearms."  I was 
a student  here  back  in  1979 
through  1981,  and  during  that 
time  the  decision  was  made  to 
prohibit  our  police  officers  from 
carrying  weapons.

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RAPE 

Anonymous  victim  tells  her  traumatic  story

There  are  many  ways  to  help 
avoid  being  a victim  of  rape,  but 
what  if  you  were  just  raped  by 
your  significant  other?  Maybe 
you  have  been  dating  this  person 
for  months  or  even  years.  Would 
you  have  the  courage  to  turn  this 
person  in  to  the  authorities?  If 
not,  would  you  know  where  to  go 
to  get  help? 

Nearly  six  out  of  10  rape  or 
sexual  assault  incidents,  which 
are  reported  by  the  victim,  have 
occurred  in  the  victim  s own  home 
or  at  the  hopie  of  a friend,  rela- 
tive, or  neighbor  (U.S. 
Department  of  Justice). 

Unfortunately,  this  true  story 
you  are  about  to  read  happened 
last  year  to  a Joliet  Junior 
College  female  in  her  own  home. 
Names  have  been  left  out  to  pro- 
tect those  pedple  involved. 

Editors  note:  Names  have 
been  left  out  to  protect  those 
people  involved.  The  victim  of 
the  rape  wrote  the  events  writ- 
ten below. 


Only  16  percent  of0 
rapes  are  ever 
reported  to  the  police. 


Her  Story:  There  are  certain 
dates  that  you  will  always 
remember  like  birthdays,  anniver- 
saries, holidays,  or  the  year  you 
graduated  high  school.  A date  I 
will  always  remember  is  St. 
Patrick's  Day.  On  that  day  1 was 
raped  by  my  boyfriend  of  over 
two  years. 

The  National  Victim 
Center  reports  that 
683,000  women  are 
raped  per  year,  and 
13.3  percent  of  college 
women  say  they  had 
been  forced  to  have 
sex  in  a dating 
situation. 


That  night  a friend  of  mine 
who  lived  nearby  was  having  a 
party  that  I met  my  boyfriend  at 
after  work.  Some  friends  were 
home  from  college,  everyone  was 
partying,  and  the  beer  was  col- 
ored green  in  the  spirit  of  the  hol- 
iday. so  I jumped  right  in  on  the 
fun. 

The  keg  went  dry  only  about 
an  hour  or  so  after  I got  there  so  I 
wanted  another  beer.  Stupidly,  I 
drank  the  last  one  that  was  left 
unclaimed  and  looking  back,  I 
wonder  if  there  was  something 
more  in  that  beer  than  green  food 
coloring.  I don’t  know  if  there 
was  anything  in  that  drink  or  not, 
but  I know  how  I felt  about  30 
minutes,  later. 

1 didn't  want  my  boyfriend  to 
drive  all  the  way  back  to  his 
house  drunk,  so  I told  him  he 


could  sleep  over  since  my  house 
was  so  close.  My  parent’s 
weren’t  big  on  the  idea  of  him 
staying  over  but  I knew  they’d 
rather  him  stay  oyer  than  drive 
home  drunk. 


The  National  Violence 
Against  Women 
Survey  found  that  of 
the  women  who 
reported  being  raped, 
54  percent  were  under 
the  age  of  18  at  the 
time  of  the  first  rape 
and  83  percent  were 
under  the  age  of  25. 

So,  when  we  got  to  my  house 
I went  upstairs  to  my  bedroom  to 
change.  All  of  a sudden  I felt 
really  sick  and  it  became  a strug- 
gle to  put  my  pajamas  onv  I’ve 
been  drunk  before  but  1 have 
never  felt  the  way  I did  that  night. 
All  I wanted  to  do  was  pass  out 
but  I made  my  way  downstairs  to 
where  my  boyfriend  was. 

After  stumbling  downstairs,  I 
found  him  waiting  fqr  me  with 
sex  on  his  mind.  1 however,  was 
in  no  condition  to  even  give  it  a 
second  thought  or  respond  to  the 
idea.  I fell  onto  the  blankets  and 
I felt  like  I was  going  to  die. 

My  boyfriend  watched  TV 
for  a few  more  minutes  and  then 
laid  down  next  to  me.  He  put  his 
arms  around  me  to  pull  me  closer 
and  I slurred  out  words  to  tell  him 
that  I was  really  drunk  and  didn't 
feel  good.  I could  actually  feel 
that  there  was  no  color  in  my 
face.  I also  had  been  having  hot 
flashes  that  left  me  in  cold  sweats 
and  I couldn’t  keep  my  eyes  open 
for  more  than  a few  seconds. 

He  didn’t  seem  to  understand 
me  though  because  then  he  start- 
ed trying  to  kiss  me.  I kept  telling 
him  to  stop  and  when  he  laid  on 
top  of  me  I told  him  that  I was 
going  to  throw  up.  Then,  instead 
of  helping  me  to  the  bathroom,  he 
just  repositioned  himself.  1 kept 
telling  him  every  time  he  tried  to 
kiss  me  or  touch  me  to  stop,  but 
he  was  very  persistent  and  1 was 
very  drunk  and  1 could  not  physi- 
cally make  him  stop.  In  fact,  by 
this  point  I could  barely  move  my 
lips  to  talk. 


Nearly  6 out  or  10 
rape  or  sexual  assault 
incidents  are  reported 
by  victims  to  have 
occurred  in  their  own 
home  or  at  the  home 
of  a friend,  relative , 
or  neighbor

Justice). 


Through  my  pleas  of  “no” 
and  “stop"  and  “I  don’t  feel 
good,"  he  had  removed  some  of 
my  clothes  without  me  being  able 
to  move  to  stop  him.  When  he 
started  to  rape  me  all  I wanted 
him  to  do  was  to  finish  so  that  it 
would  be  over.  He  wouldn’t  lis- 
ten to  me.  My  body  felt  paralyzed 
so  I couldn’t  push  him  off  of  me. 

I felt  myself  passing  out  and 
prayed  that  I would  so  I wouldn’t 
be  aware  of  what  was  happening 
to  me.  I have  never  thought  that  I 
would  ever  be,  in  a situation 
where  I could  be  raped,  especial- 
ly by  my  own  boyfriend. 

The  next  morning  when  I 
asked  him  what  went  through  his 
head  he  just  laughed  it  off  saying 
he  was  drunk.  I made  a few  more 
comments  and  then  we  both  had 
to  leave  because  I had  to  work. 
The  whole  day  I felt  so  dirty.  My 
boyfriend  had  made  me  feel  dirty. 

Sexual  assault  can  be 
verbal,  visual,  audio, 
or  any  other  form 
which  forces  a person 
to  participate  in 
unwanted  sexual 
contact  or  attention. 
All  forms  of  sexual 
assault  are  crimes 


Over  the  next  week,  I kept 
trying  to  push  the  issue  but  he  just 
didn’t  seem  to  have  any  remorse 
for  what  he  did.  He  thought 
because  he  was  drunk  that  night  it 
justified  what  happened,  but  it 
didn’t.  While  I should  have  been 
debating  about  whether  to  press 
charges  or  go  to  the  doctor,  I 
debated  on  whether  to  break  up 
with  him.  I wanted  to  stay  with 
‘him  because  I wanted  him  to 
make  me  feel  better  about  what 
happened.  I wanted  him  to  show 
me  that  he  was  sorry  and  to  make 
things  right.  I wanted  him  to  care. 
Instead,  he  broke  up  with  me, 
saying  thafT&ITVays  had  to  make 
such  a big  deal  out  of  things  and 
blow  everything  out  of  propor- 
tion. I was  devastated.  He  didn’t 
want  to  fix  things,  and  he  didn't 
care. 

We  got  back  together  shortly 
after  and  1 broke  up  with  him  very 
soon  after  that.  I wasn’t  comfort- 
able with  the  idea  of  having  sex 
with  him  and  I had  a lot  to  deal 
with.  He  didn’t  understand  that. 
Sex  was  too  important  to  him.  He 
made  me  feel  worse  when  I need- 
ed him  to  do  the  impossible  and 
make  things  better.  It  took  me  a 
while  to  realize  it.  but  now  I knew 
I couldn’t  ever  be  with  him  again. 

Then  came  the  recovery  peri- 
od. I began  experiencing  several 
different  emotions  that  I didn't 
know  how  to  handle.  One  minute 
I would  be  fine  and  the  next  I 
would  be  crying  or  angry  about 
anything.  I was  irritable  a lot.  I 


felt  all  .kinds  of  rage  and  anxiety. 
Any  emotion  I felt  was  intensified 
to  an  extreme. 

As  if  these  feelings  weren't 
enough,  1 felt  completely  alone.  I 
chose  not  to  tell  my  parents  and 
confided  in  only  a few  of  my 
friends.  But  I needed  the  support 
that  I never  fully  attained  from 
anyone.  I didn’t  get  it  from  my 
family  because  they  didn’t  know 
what  was  going  on.  My  friends 
were  there  for  me  but  not  as  much 
as  I needed  them  to  be  and  proba- 
bly only  because  they  didn't 
know  what  to  do.  Rape  is  an 
unfathomable  concept  that  is  only 
understood  if  you’ve  been 
through  it. 

So,  1 tried  to  just  ignore  my 
feelings,  but  no  matter  how  hard  I 
tried  I couldn't  stop  thinking 
about  what  happened.  I didn't 
know  how  to  get  over  being  raped 
by  my  boyfriend.  So,  in  a quest 
for  answers  such  as,  “Why  can’t  I 
get  over  this?  Why  do  I still  feel 
this  way?  How  could  my  own 
boyfriend  do  this  to  me?  And 
when  .will  I be  okay  again?”  I 
decided  to  leam  more  about  date 
rape.  I went  to  the  RAINN  (Rape, 
Abuse,  and  Incest  National 
Network)  website. 

Up  until  now  1 have  been 
involved  with  on-line  counseling 
that  1 found  on  a link  on  the 
RAINN  website.  This  complete- 
ly confidential  website  allows 
you  to  correspond  with  a coun- 
selor who  acts  as  a friend  answer- 
ing any  questions  and  guides  the 
victim  to  the  kind  of  help  she 
needs.  The  counselor  willhelp  the 
victim  find  professional  help  in 
then  area,  like  a rape  crisis  center 
if  requested  to  do  so  by  the  vic- 
tim. 

My  online  counselor  has 
helped  me  to  realize  that  the  over- 
whelming feelings  and  emotions  I 
experience  aren’t  going  to  just 
disappear!  I’ve  been  told  that  the 
longer  I just  cope  instead  of  deal 
with  being  raped,  the  harder  the 
recovery  process  will  continue  to 
be.  Although  it  has  taken  me 
about  a year,  I have  finally  built 
up  enough  courage  to  set  up  my 
first  appointment  for  one-on-one, 
in-person  counseling.  Now  I can 
begin  to  really  start  dealing  with 
what  being  a rape  victim  has  done 
to  me. 

According  to  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Justice, 
an  estimated  91 
percent  of  the  victims 
of  rape  and  sexual 
assault  are  female  and 
9 percent  are  male. 


I encourage  anyone  who  has 
been  raped  to  get  the  support  they 
need  by  confiding  in  friends  or 
family,  keeping  your  feelings  to 
yourself  will  only  make  a bad  sit- 
uation worse.  Also,  don’t  be 
afraid  to  get  counseling  that  is 


often  needed  to  deal  with  the 
rape.  No  one  teaches  us  how  to 
deal  with  being  raped,  and  it  isn't 
until  we  are  victimized  that  we 
realize  we  need  to  be  taught  how 
to  deal  with  it. 

From  one  rape  victim  s expe- 
rience. you  can  see  that  rape  can 
happen  to  anyone.  As  you  can  see, 
sometimes  the  offender  is  able  to 
take  advantage  of  the  victim 
because  the  victim  is  under  the 
influence  of  alcohol  or  drugs 
Even  if  you  were  drinking  alcohol 
or  taking  drugs  at  the  time  of  the 
attack,  sexual  assault  is  a crime 
You  can  help  someone  who  s been 
sexually  assaulted  by  believing 
her  or  him.  Show  your  support  by 
listening  and  offering  comfort.  Go 
with  her  or  him  to  the  police,  the 
hospital,  counseling  or  a support 
givup  to  help  them  sort  out  emo- 
tions. Reinforce  the  message  that 
she  or  he  is  not  at  fault,  and  that 
it  is  natural  to  feel  angry  and 
ashamed.  Also,  survivors  of  rape 
often  experience  changes  in  their 
overall  health.  If  you  or  someone 
you  know  has  been  a victim  of 
rape  you  can  call  these  numbers

As  part  of  its  curriculum,  the 
Veterinary  Medical  Technology 
Program  at  JJC  acquires  15  dogs 
and  15  cats  each  semester  from 
the  Joliet  Township  Animal 
Control. 


Ine  animal  control  takes  in 
numerous  stray  animals  from  all 
of  Will  County.  About  50  animals 
per  week  are  put  to  sleep  because 
homes  cannot  be  found  for  them. 
The  Vet  Tech  program  takes  in 
these  strays  to  use  in  the  program. 

Each  student  receives  an  ani- 


mal for  the  semester.  The  stu- 
dents learn  to  give  vaccinations, 
pull  samples  for  heartworm  test- 
ing and  blood  workups.  Some  of 
the  animals  are  neutered  if  there 
is  surgery  being  taught  in  class. 
The  spay  or  neuter  is  done  by  the 
veterinarian,  with  the  students 
learning  to  assist  and  monitor 
anesthesia. 

At  the  end  of  the  semester  the 
animals  are  then  up  for  adoption. 
The  adoption  process  in  done  in 
conjunction  with  animal  control. 
If  they  are  not  adopted,  they  go 
back  to  animal  control. 

"The  program  is  good 
because  it  provides  students  with 
hands  on  experience  and  saves 
animals,"  said  Ripper.  The  ani- 
mal control  receives  inadequate 
funds  for  all  of  the  animals  they 
take  care  of,  added  Ripper.  The 
students  held  a dog  wash  and  with 
the  proceeds  bought  animal  con- 
trol a washer  and  dryer.  The  first 
graduating  class  all  passed  their 
board  exams.  The  two-year  pro-

ter  on  May  3,  2002.  The  fee  for  a 
dog  that  has  not  been  neutered  is 
$80,  if  neutered  it  is  $15.  The  $80 
fee  includes  neutering  at  a veteri- 
narian that  accepts  the  animal 
control  coupon.  The  dogs  leave 
with  all  their  vaccinations  includ- 
ing distemper,  parvo,  and  rabies. 
They  are  heartworm  tested  and 
dewormed  as  needed.  The  dogs 
have  been  x-rayed,  and  worked 
up  and  treated  for  any  medical 
conditions.  They  are  also  micro- 
chipped  for  identification. 

Female  cats  are  $80  if  not 
spayed.  All  male  cats  are 
neutered  and  their  fee  is  $15.  The 
receive  all  their  vaccinations 
including  feline  distemper  and 
rabies.  They  are  also  leukemia 
tested  and  micro-chipped. 

The  animals  are  bathed  and 
handled  daily.  Many  of  the  stu- 
take  them  home  for  week- 
ends and  holidays.  The  animals 
are  also  assessed  on  temperament. 
The  students  then  know  if  they 
other  animals  and  kids. 

The  adoption  procedure  once 
an  animal  has  been  chosen 
includes  going  to  the  Joliet 
Animal  Township  Control,  2807 
McDonough  St.,  in  Joliet,  where 
the  adopters  will  register  and  pay 
the  fee.  The  animal  can  be  picked 
up  afterwards  at  the  Vet  Tech 
building. 

The  program  will  be  hosting 
an  open  house  April  13,  2002, 
with  representatives  from  compa- 
nies such  as  Purina.

Cafeteria  director  clears  up  inaccurate 
information  on  food  item  price  increases

In  response  to  a recent 
newsletter  by  a student  organiza- 
tion that  criticized  food  service 
prices  at  the  college,  the  director 
of  Food  Services  at  JJC  has  asked 
for  the  opportunity  to  “clear 
things  up.” 

A newsletter  printed  and  dis- 
tributed by  American  Freedom 
Organization  accused  the  food 
service  of  raising  prices  this  year 
“in  order  to  make  up  for  loss  of 
income  on  the  school’s  food  ser- 
vices.” But,  according  to  Food 
Service  Director  Brian  Hill,  while 
the  prices  were  raised  in 
February,  it  had  nothing  to  do 
with  the  food  service  losing 
money. 

In  a meeting  on  Wednesday, 
March  20,  with  the  AFO,  Hill 
addressed  the  newsletter  and  its 
contents  and  provided  the  Blazer 
with  what  he  said  was  accurate 
information  regarding  the  matter. 

"We  didn’t  raise  prices 
because  we  lost  money  last  year," 
said  Hill.  The  American  Freedom 
Organization  had  accused  the 
school  of  upping  prices  twice  dur- 
ing the  current  school  year  due  to 
lost  incomeT  According  to  Hill, 
the  prices  have  only  been  raised 
once,  in  February,  and  he  denies 
that  the  raise  came  because  of  lost 
cafeteria  income.

"In  actuality,  the  food  service 
made  SI, 500  last  year,"  said  Hill. 
Anyone  has  the  right  to  this  infor- 
mation by  visiting  the  library  and 
looking  at  the  board  reports  from 
June  30  of  last  fiscal  year.  This 
price  increase  in  February  was  the 
first  price  increase  in  four  years  at 
JJC  and  only  half  of  the  items  on 
the  cafeteria  menu  were  raised, 
according  to  Hill. 

Most  students  have  noticed 


the  25-cent  increase  in  soda. 

"We  did  change  the  price  of 
our  pop  beverages  in  the  vending 
machines,  and  I stay  consistent 
with  the  pop  vending  machine 
prices  on  the  request  of  Pepsi  . . . 

What  I'm  attempting 
to  do,  is  not  charge 
the  students  extra

so  as  not  to  create  competition 
between  the  vending  machines 
and  the  cafeteria.  This  way,  stu- 
dents have  the  option  of  buying 
pop  wherever  on  campus  and  it  is 
the  same  price  everywhere,"  said 
Hill 

Several  items  that  have  been 
increased  in  price  include  French 
fries,  chicken  sandwiches,  cook- 
ies, comdogs  and  brownies,  as 
well  as  a few  selected  beverages 
on  the  menu.  Also,  the  cafeteria 
has  started  charging  15-cents  for 
carryout  containers.  Hill  claims 
this  15-cent  rule  has  been  around 
since  1998,  but  he  hasn’t  enforced 
it  until  recently  when  students 
began  abusing  it  and  containers 
were  going  to  waste. 

“What  I’m  attempting  to  do," 
said  Hill,  “is  not  charge  the  stu- 
dents extra  money  but  to  encour- 
age the  students  not  to  use  paper 
products  when  it’s  not  necessary." 

Many  students  here  at  the 
college  did  not  agree  with  price 
increase  on  food.  Many  argued 
that  they  shouldn’t  have  to  pay  up 
to  six  dollars  to  eat  a hearty  lunch 
at  school  or  pay  S 1 .25  for  a bottle 
of  pop  between  classes.  But  are 
these  prices  too  steep  for  your 
average  college  student?  Hill  says 
that  the  cafeteria  facilities  here  at 
JJC  are  still  far  more  reasonable 


than  other  college  cafeterias  in 
the  state  of  Illinois  and  that  the 
cafeteria  does  its  best  to  keep 
prices  low  for  the  students. 

Hill  points  out  that  although 
a student  can’t  purchase  a 99-cent 
junior  bacon  cheeseburger  at 
JJC’s  cafeteria  like  you  can  at 
local  fast  food  chains,  the  student 
needs  to  consider  the  small 
amount  of  meat  on  one  of  those 
99-cenl  sandwiches  compared  to 
the  hearty  amount  of  meat  JJCs 
cafeteria  puls  on  its  hamburgers. 

The  main  argument  from  the 
American  Freedom  Organization, 
which  had  representatives  at  the 
meeting  with  Hill,  is  that  the  food 
service  raised  these  prices  with- 
out letting  the  students  know. 
They  felt  that  the  increase  should 
have  been  advertised  around 
school,  etc.,  so  that  the  consumers 
would  know  of  such  changes 
beforehand.

Hill  said  that  because  the 
cafeteria's  costs  are  constantly 
rising,  there  is  really  no  way  of 
getting  around  higher  cafeteria 
prices  in  the  future  because  the 
cafeteria  is  not  government  fund- 
ed. However.  Hill  said  the  food 
service  at  JJC  is  working  to  make 
prices  affordable  and  reasonable 
for  the  students  and  their  active 
lifestyle  by  trying  to  add  more  "to 
go"  items.  Such  the  new  soft, 
stuffed  pretzel  just  added  to  the 
menu. 

AFO  argued  that  a student 
could  drive  off  campus  and  buy  a 
lunch  cheaper  then  what  students 
are  paying  on  campus.  Hill  coun- 
tered that  by  the  time  a student 
adds  the  cost  of  gas  they  are  using 
and  the  time  it  takes  to  drive 
somewhere  off  campus,  the  stu- 
dent has  not  only  wasted  time,  but 
has  actually  spent  more  money. 
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Students  take  “credit”  for  debt  problems 

How  to  avoid  being  a victim  of  credit  card  mismanagement

Americans  today  are  gening 
a failing  grade  on  their  credit 
“report-card.'’  Average  consumer 
debt  today  stands  at  an  average  of 
S7000.  Last  year  alone  1.3  mil- 
lion Americans  filed  for  bank- 
ruptcy. 

One  of  the  hardest  hit  groups 
that  use  credit  cards  is  a college- 
age  student.  Not  only  do  many,  if 
not  most  college  students  get  car- 
ried away  with  their  first  credit 
cards,  but  many  have  balances  on 
several  cards  that  would  compare 
to  some  student  loans.  “I  have  no 
student  loans,  so  most  expenses 
go  on  my  credit  card,”  said 
Megan,  21.

The  average  college  student 
with  just  S3000  in  debt  would 
need  16  years  and  nine  months  to 
repay  just  one  card  and  incur  a 
total  of  about  S3000  in  finance 
charges.  Multiply  those  figures 
by  the  average  3 cards  per  student 
and  you  can  figure  that  the  aver- 
age col- 


According  to  an  article  from 
the  Feb.  9 issue  of  The  Herald 
News,  the  average  credit  card 
interest  rate  nationwide  stood  at 
14  41  percent  in  November,  down 
from  16.57  percent  at  the  start  of 
2001.  Despite  this  decline,  many 
people  are  still  drowning  in  the 
high  interest  rates  imposed  on 
them  from  the  credit  companies. 

Most  of  the  interest  rates  still 
stand  at  between  14  percent  and  1 
percent. 

Interest  rates  are  what  credit 
card  lenders  charge  you,  the  con- 
sumer, to  borrow  their  money. 
Rates  can  vary  from  card  to  card, 
and  unbelievably  most  store  or 
merchant  cards  can  charge  up  to 


and  more  shocking  as  the  bal- 
ances and  rates  go  up.  College' 
sn/Hents  are  particularly  vulnera- 
ble to  the  traps  of  credit  card  debt. 

There  are  many  places  a per- 


son can  go  to  for  help  with  debt 
management;  they  include  non- 
profit credit  counselors  to  debt 
consolidation  firms.  Some  non- 
profit credit  counseling  services 
are  the  National  Foundation  for 
Consumer  Credit.  They  can  be 
contacted  at  1-800-388-2227. 
Also,  Debt  Counselors  of 
America,  who  provides  similar 
services,  can  be  contacted  at  1- 
800-680-3328. 

Remember  the  next  time  you 
go  to  make  a purchase,  think  to 
yourself:  “How  much  is  this?  Do 
I really  need  this  item?  Can  I 
afford  this  item?  Most  important- 
ly, for.  how  many  years  do  I want 
to  pay  for  this  item?”  Become  an 
educated  and  credit-responsible 
consumer.  Don't  become  victim 
to  a life  of  credit  worry. 

Now  is  the  time  to  start 
thinking  about  your  future,  many 
financial  advisors  also  advise 
young  consumers  to  contribute  to 
retirement  funds  like  401k.

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Tennis  team  competes

A five-student  team  of  culi- 
nary art  students  participated  in  a 
competition  against  the  top  culi- 
nary schools  in  the  Midwest 
region.  The  team  finished  with  a 
silver  medal.  At  this  competi- 
tion in  Lake  Geneva,  the  students 
were  judged  on  their  preparation 
of  a hot,  four-course  meal,  and  on 
their  knife  skills. 

The  five-student  team  had 
been  practicing  together,  at  least 
once  a week,  since  September. 
Each  member  had  a very  specific 
part  of  the  meal.  The  team  cap- 
tain, Eric  Olsen,  oversaw  the 
preparation.  He  made  sure  every- 
thing was  running  smoothly  and 
helped  with  whatever  was  need- 
ed. Jon  Kemp  wass  in  charge  of 
the  salad  course.  The  fish  course 
was  prepared  by  Don  Kantowski. 
Brad  Elston  made  the  entree. 
Finally,  Tia  Willis  prepared  the 
desert.  The  JJC  team  was 
coached  by  Chef  Kyle 
Richardson. 

For  the  four-course  meal, 
they  were  judged  on  many  vari- 
ables including  time,  restrictions, 
preparation,  amount  of  waste, 
appearance,  taste,  quality  of 


ingredients,  cooking  methods  and 
professionalism.  Judges  typically 
included  Master  Chefs.  They  are 
very  tough  and,  at  times,  critical 
despite  the  students'  effort. 

For  the  Knife  Skill  competi- 
tion, the  students  were  judged  on 
speed  and  precision.  For  exam- 
ple, if  dicing  a piece  of  ham,  the 
cubes  would  be  measured  exactly, 
weighed,  and  compared  with  the 
rest  of  the  team.  Amount  of  waste 


is  also  considered. 

To  get  to  this  regional  com- 
petition the  JJC  culinary  team 
first  had  to  win  the  state  competi- 
tion. Being  the  Illinois  state 
champions  is  amazing,  explained 
Chef  McGreal.  Especially  when 
they  competed  against  private 
schools  including  Illinois  Art 
Institute,  CHIC,  and  Kendall 
College.  Those  culinary  students 
are  paying  $40,000  for  their 


degrees  while  JJC  students  pay 
$3,000. 

Two  JJC  culmary  instructors 
also  competed  in  Lake  Geneva. 
Chef  Michael  McGreal  is  com- 
peted for  the  Chef 
Professionalism  of  the  Year 
award  and  Chef  Albert  Imming 
competed  for  Chef  of  the  Year. 

The  JJC  culinary  team 
worked  extremely  hard  to  attend 
this  competition.

JJC  student  dies  in  car  accident

When  a promising  student  is  suddenly 
taken  from  this  life  at  such  a young  age,  it 
truly  is  a tragedy.  On  Friday,  March  29,  a 
vehicle  being  driven  by  1 8-year  old  JJC  stu- 
dent Ryan  McCarroll  struck  a tree  on  Weber 
road  in  Joliet.  The  accident  took  place  at 
approximately  5:30  a.m.,  and  took  the  life  of 
the  young  student. 

McCarroll  suffered  massive  trauma  to  his 


head  in  the  accident.  He  was  rushed  by  ambu- 
lance to  Provena  Saint  Joseph  Medical  Center 
immediately  following  the  accident,  but  was 
pronounced  dead  at  6:03  a.m. 

Ryan  McCarroll  was  bom  on  August  24, 
1983  in  Canton,  1L.  He  was  a Class  of  2001 
graduate  of  Joliet  Central  High  School,  where 
he  was  awarded  Male  Athlete  of  the  Year. 

McCarroll  actively  participated  in  the 
track  and  football  programs  at  Joliet 


Township. 

At  Joliet  Junior  College,  McCarroll  suf- 
fered a neck  injury  while  playing.  He  sat  out 
for  much  of  the  season,  but  had  plans  to 
resume  playing  his  sophomore  year. 

McCarroll's  funeral  service  was  held  on 
Tuesday,  April  2.  At  Joliet  Central,  McCarroll 
played  wearing  number  1 1 . When  he  was 
buried,  McCarroll  was  wearing  his  high 
school  number.

This  is  usually  the  part  wpere 
the  staff  would  reflect  upon  what 
we  have  learned  over  the  span  of 
the  last  two  semesters.

Two  major  events  over  the 
past  two  semesters  have  forever 
changed  the  way  we  think,  act 
and  work. 

The  terrorist  attacks  on  our 
nation  have  changed  many  of  our 
conceptions.  Some  have  changed 
for  the  better  and  will  force  us  to 
be  more  conscientious;  others 
will  undoubtedly  prove  to  be 
detrimental  to  our  society.  This 
might  include  prejudices  and  gen- 
eralizations many  misinformed 
citizens  have  conceived  based 


upon  the  racial  backgrounds  of 
those  responsible  for  the  attacks. 

But  even  more  powerful  than 
just  how  we  feel  about  other  peo- 
ple is  how  other  nations  view  us. 
We  are  hated.  Very  few  of  us 
knew  it  Even  fewer  knew  why. 
How  does  our  government  guard 
our  country  against  individuals 
who  are  willing  to  sacrifice  their 
lives  in  the  name  of  hatred  for  our 
country? 

It  has  also  been  proven  that 
we  are  not  as  powerful  and 
knowledgeable  as  we  have  played 
ourselves  up  to  be.  We  have 
flaws.  Those  flaws  were  exploit- 
ed and  have  undoubtedly  taught 
our  leaders  a lesson.  How  much 
of  a lesson  they  have  learned  can 
only  be  measured  as  time  passes 
on.  Will  our  security  continue  to 
increase,  or  will  it  eventually 
level  off  to  the  degree  it  was  prior 
to  Sept.  11? 

This  trauma  to  our  nation's 
economic  and  global  power  sta- 
tus, however,  was  not  the  only 
sort  of  attack  our  nation  suffered. 


In  Case  of  Emergency:  9 


It  was  some  years  ago  when 
I was  taught  about  the  miracle  of 
9-1-1.  Sure,  I was  taught  me  stop, 
drop  &.  tq\\.  The  most  important 
piece  of  advice  that  was  taught  to 
me  was  in  case  of  emergency  you 
were  to  call  the  universal  emer- 
gency number:  9-1-1,  whether  it 
was  a fire  in  your  house,  an  acci- 
dent at  your  friend’s  house  or  a 
stranger  at  your  door.  It  would  be 
your  safely,  your  protection  and 
your  life. 

Unfortunately,  in  recent 
months,  I have  grown  to  discover 
the  true  meaning  behind  9-1-1 
and  9/11.  When  we  need  help, 
what  should  we  think  of  first  9-1- 
1 ? However,  is  this  to  be  the  first 
thing  that  comes  to  mind  in  the 
event  of  an  emergency?  In  fact, 
we  are  close.  We  should  not  think 
of  9-1-1  in  an  emergency  but  of 
9/11 -the  worst  day  in  United 
States  history. 

On  Sept.  11,  2001,  a new  day 
of  infamy,  jealous,  ignorant,  and 
soulless  beings  that  call  them- 


selves humans  threw  away  the 
value  of  human  life  to  instigate  a 
self-proclaimed  “holy  war."  That 
day  will  no  doubt  live  with  all 
Americans  until  eternity  and 
beyond.  That  day  lit  a fire  in  my 
head.  That  day  presented  a new 
meaning  of  emergency  and 
tragedy. 

Ironically,  the  date  of  the  cat- 
astrophic events  is  9/11.  Many 
compared  and  expressed  curiosity 
into  the  coincidence  of  the 
numerals  involved.  I,  on  the  other 
hand,  philosophically  compared 
the  two.  Was  it  really  a coinci- 
dence? Probably,  but  the  underly- 
ing tones  of  death,  destruction 
and  tragedy  really  came  full  circle 
for  me  that  day.  The  tragic  events 
in  New  York  City  at  the  World 
Trade  Center  and  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  at  the  Pentagon  showed 
what  real  emergency  and  true 
tragedy  are.  I have  looked  at  the 
bumps  and  bruises  I have 
received  while  working  at  Jewel 
for  about  a year  and  a half.  These 


Our  nation  fell  victim  to  a second 
enormous  economic  blow  when 
corporate  giant,  Enron  Corp., 
filed  for  the  largest  bankruptcy  in 
history.  This  followed  a twisted 
web  of  accounting  deceit  with  the 
help  of  high-profile  accounting 
firm,  Anderson. 

Many  lives  were  ejestroyed, 
even  lost,  over  the  gfeed  that 
overcame  high-level  management 
at  Enron.  And  because  of  their 
mistakes,  the  way  businesses  are 
regulated  will  never  be  the  same. 

What  can  we  do  to  prevent 
further  damage  to  our  nation? 
Think.  It  sounds  trite,  but  knowl- 
edge truly  is  power.  Learn  what 
you  can  about  everything  you 
can;  both  positive  and  negative. 
The  more  informed  you  are,  the 
better  capable  you  will  be  to  han- 
dle difficult  situations  that  may 
arise.

“injuries”  include  a permanent 
scar  when  I cut  myself  with  a box 
cutter  and  discovered  that  my 
skin  has  a thickness.  So,  was  that 
a real  tragedy?  Were  precious 
lives  lost?  Sure,  I left  a quarter 
inch  gash  in  my  left  forearm,  but 
there  was  nothing  tragic  about 
that. 

Surely  you  must  be  thinking, 
"Why  the  hell  is  this  guy  compar- 
ing Sept.  11  to  a cut  he  got  at 
work?”  True,  they  both  seem  in 
different  leagues  apart  from  each 
other,  but  what  I thought  was  an 
emergency  turned  out  to  be  noth- 
ing, allowing  me  to  finish  my 
eight-hour  shift. 

Please  think  about  the  lives 
lost  on  Sept.  11.  Be  thankful  that 
a tragedy  like  that  didn’t  directly 
affect  you.  You  didn’t  lose  a 
friend  or  family  member. 
“Emergencies”  happen  every  day 
but  does  it  compare  to  the  emer- 
gency of  Sept.  11.

Since  this  issue  of  the  Joliet 
Junior  College  Blazer  will  be  4he 
last  of  the  2001  - 2002  academic 
year,  the  administration  was  pro- 
vided with  the  opportunity  to 
respond  to  another  letter  written 
by  Missy  student/student  worker 
inlcuded  in  this  issue.  We  appre- 
ciate this  chance  to  respond  now 
since  the  next  issue  will  not  be 
produced  until  September  2002. 

Missy  paid  the  officers 
employed  by  Joliet  Junior 
College  a great  compliment  by 
saying  that,  “They  always  give 
1 1 0 percent  to  make  the  college 
safe  even  when  they  are  tired.” 
These  officers  and  the  rest  of  the 
staff  that  make  up  the  Campus 
Police  Department  certainly 

enjoy  hearing  that  the  work  that 
they  do  is  appreciated. 

Last  semester  the  administra- 
tion sought  the  support  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  having  an 
outside  entity  review  public  safe- 
ty issues  and  the  entire  JJC 
Campus  Police  Department.  The 
purpose  of  this  request  was  to 
provide  the  administration  and 
the  Board  with  the  very  best  pro- 
fessinal  review  of  the  department 
possible.  The  International 
Association  of  Campus  Law 
Enforcement  Administrators 
(IACLEA)  dispatched  a Loaned 
Executive  Management 

Assessment  Program  (LEMAP) 
Team  to  the  College  for  the  pur- 
pos  of  conducting  an  exhaustive 
study.  This  LEMAP  Team 
arrived  on  campus  on  Feb.  3, 
2002v  and  spent  four  days  con- 
ducting the  fact-finding  portion 
of  their  study.  The  members  of 
this  team  interviewed  faculty,  stu- 


dents, staff,  members  of  the  com- 
munity, local  law  enforcement 
officials  and  others  while  con- 
ducting their  research.  The  team 
also  studied  college  budgets, 
departmental  and  Board  policies, 
and  numerous  other  documents  to 
further  understand  the  workings 
of  the  department. 

The  findings  of  the  LEMAP 
Team  were  provided  to  the 
administration  last  week.  A 
LEMAP  Task  Force  has  been 
developed  for  the  purpose  of 
reviewing  all  of  the  findings  and 
recommendations  of  this  study. 
The  task  force  will  meet  next 
week  to  begin  this  review. 
Membership  on  this  task  force 
includes  students,  faculy,  staff, 

representatives  from  all  JJC  col- 
lective bargaining  units,  and 
members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  The  task  force  will 
study  the  reports  22  specific  areas 
of  research  and  make  recommen- 
dations to  the  administration  and 
the  Board  for  their  consideration. 
The  task  force  will  recommend 
priorities  to  be  factored  into  the 
coming  budgets. 

With  the  help  of  this  study 
safety  concerns  can  be  looked  at 
in  total.  It  should  be  noted  that 
the  administration  began  this 
review  process  in  November 
2001.  The  safety  of  our  college 
community  is  very  important  to 
the  administration  and  the  Board 
of  Trustees.

Six  Feet  Under  HBO  series

Death  has  a new  face  thanks 
to  the  drama  series  on  HBO,  Six 
Feet  Under.  The  series  earned 
two  Golden  Globe  Awards  as  well 
as  many  nominations  in  it’s  criti- 
cally acclaimed  first  season. 

The  pilot  episode  took  view- 
ers into  the  lives  of  the  Fisher 
Family  of  Los  Angeles,  indepen- 
dent business  owners  whose  busi- 
ness is,  well,  death. 

The  ensemble  cast  of  award- 
winning  actors  and  actresses  tack- 
le daily  life  in  a funeral  home,  yet 
each  episode  gives  us  a glimpse 
into  the  lives  of  someone  who  has 
recently  passed  away.  Every 
episode  begins  with  the  death  of 
someone  unrelated  to  any  of  the 
characters,  yet  by  the  end,  the 
show  has  taken  you  on  a roller 
coaster  of  twists  and  turns  that 
intertwine  into  the  Fisher  family 
and  their  loved,  or  not  so  loved 
ones. 

The  writing  for  the  show 
pushes  the  limits  in  a way  that 
only  HBO  can.  In  the  first  season 
alone,  the  story  line  included 
plots  about  Nate,  the  elder  broth- 
er, and  his  emotionally  estranged 
girlfriend;  David,  the  middle 


brother  who  admitted  he  was  gay 
and  came  out  to  his  family, 
friends  and  church.  The  plot  sur- 
rounding David  has  caused  the 
most  stir  as  never  before  has 
homosexuality  been  portrayed 
like  it  is  on  this  show.  The  comic 
relief  comes  in  the  form  of  the 
women  of  the  Fisher  clan,  Claire 
and  her  mother  Ruth.  Claire 
opens  the  pilot  episode  doing 
crystal  meth  and  has  to  go  to  the 
hospital  high  to  grieve  with  her 
family.  She  is  cynical,  darkly 
funny  and  portrays  the  American 
teen  that  has  grown  up  in  a funer- 
al home  in  a sarcastic,  often 
humorous  way.  Ruth,  the  mother, 
had  spent  her  life  giving  to  her 
husband  and  family.  With  the 
recent  death  of  her  husband,  how- 
ever, she  begins  the  quest  to  find 
her  own  identity  among  all  the 
others. 

Nate’s  girlfriend,  Brenda 
Chenowith,  played  by  actress 
Rachel  Griffiths,  gives  us  the 
impression  that  she  is  seemingly 
normal,  but  her  world  is  rocked 
by  her  devotion  to  her  mentally 
unstable,  bi-polar  brother. 

Each  sibling  as  well  as  the

mother  still  have  a relationship 
with  their  father  through  their 
vivid  imaginations  where  the 
deceased  elder  Fisher  speaks  and 
interacts  with  each  character. 

Obstacles  changed  in  the 
senes  premiere  of  the  second  sea- 
son for  each  character.  The  show 
promises  to  take  you  into  the  lives 
of  this  family  like  never  before. 
Each  character  faces  challenges 
and  deals  with  the  decisions  that 
we  all  have  to  make  about  aspects 
of  our  lives. 

Six  Feet  Under  was  a break- 
out hit,  with  season  two  guaran- 
teed to  continue  to  push  limits 
and  boundaries  in  the  story  line.

however,  strategically  hidden. 
Often  the  key  words  that  these 
sites  are  hidden  under  are  so 
obscure  that  they  are  very  hard  to 

A number  of  dead-end 
searches  eventurally  led  me  to 
these  highly  criticized  pro 
anorexia/pro  bulimia  web  sites.  It 
was  immediately  apparent  what 
the  big  deal  was.  The  site  I 
researched  contained  haunting 
pictures  of  both  women  and  men 
with  protruding  hipbones  and 
clearly  defined  clavicles,  which 
are  meant  to  serve  as  a means  of 
"thinspiration.'’  This  sight  also 
had  tips  of  distraction  to  channel 
hunger  into  other  directions,  such 
as  cleaning  out  a toilet  bowl  to 
make  one  lose  their  appetite. 

A particular  line  of  the  Ana 
Creed  said,  "I  believe  that  I am 
the  most  vile,  worthless,  and  use- 
less person  ever  to  exist  on  this 
planet,  and  that  I am  totally 
unworthy  of  anyone’s  time  and 
attention.”  It  was  disturbing  to 
think  that  people  would  actually 
consider  themselves  to  be  dis- 
gusting and  worthless.  Perhaps 
even  more  upsetting  is  the  idea 
that  this  is  part  of  a universal 
creed  for  anorexics  and  bulimics, 
which  is  encouraged  to  be  recited 
in  times  of  weakness. 

Although  our  society  is 
becoming  more  conscious  of  the 
signs  and  symptoms  of  anorexia 
and  bulimia  and  are  growing  in 
concern  for  the  victims  of  these 
diseases,  those  who  live  with 
these  demons  continue  to  feel 
alone.  Pro  anorexia  and  bulimia 
web  sites  serve  as  a network  of 
support  for  people  who  share  the 
same  objective:  to  lose  weight  by 
any  means  necessary.  People  that 
struggle  with  these  diseases  alien- 
ate themselves  from  those  that  do 
not  support  their  habits. 

This  is  exemplified  in  the 
Ana  Creed:  ‘i  believe  that  other 
people  who  tell  me  differently 
must  be  idiots.  If  they  could  see; 
how  I really  am,  they  would  hate 
me  almost  as  much  as  1 do." 

The  results  of  all  the  affirma- 
tions, tips,  rules,  and  “thmspir- 
ing”  pictures  that  these  sites  pro- 
vide are  distortion,  and  detrimen- 
tal to  the  health  of  a human  being. 
The  personification  of  anorexia 
and  bulimia  by  those  who  suffer 
from  them  is  alarming.  A woman 
living  with  anorexia  wrote,  “It  is 
so  great  to  feel  lean  and  pure  and 
clean.  That’s  why  I’m  promoting 
Anorexia,  although  I don’t  think 
it  should  be  labeled  a ‘disease.’ 
It’s  not  like  that.  Ana  gives  con- 
trol, comfort,  beauty.  Everything 
that  a girl  could  ask  for.”  Another 
wrote,  “Now  I hate  Mia  and  want 
Ana  more  than  anything.” 

Such  references  give  anorex- 
ia and  bulimia  a very  real  and 
humanistic  quality,  further 
explaining  the  severity  of  the 
demons  that  suffering  men  and 
women  live  with.  These  diseases 


are  so  much  more  than  just  an  ill- 
ness. They  are  uncontrollable  fix- 
ations that  take  on  a lives  of  their 
own.  It  is  important  to  be  more 
conscious  of  the  symptoms  of 
anorexia  and  bulimia,  as  well  as 
sympathetic  to  those  who  are  con- 
sumed by  them.  While  it  is  near- 
ly impossible  for  someone  on  the 
outside  of  an  eating  disorder  to 
understand  the  capacity  and 
severity  of  the  disease,  it  is  not 
difficult  to  provide  support  and 
comfort  to  someone  who  feels 
entirely  alone.  As  a section  of  the 
Ana  Creed  states,  “I  believe  in 
Hell,  because  sometimes  I think 
that  I am  living  in  it."  This  pro- 
fession is  enough  to  prompt  one 
to  become  aware,  objective,  and 
supportive,  remembering  to  lend 
an  ear  and  not  pass  judgement.

Living  with  Ana  and  Mia, 
pro  eating  disorder  websites

"If  you  aren’t  thin  then  you 
aren't  attractive."  This  is  just  one 
of  the  AnaCommandments  (Ana 
is  a pro  anorexia  website  and  Mia 
is  a pro  bulimia  website),  and 
unfortunately  one  of  the  general- 
izations that  many  Americans 
believe.  It  seems  that  everywhere 
we  look,  we  see  advertisements 
containing  a thin  model  or  a new 
found  miracle  pill  to  shed 
unsightly  pounds.  It  is  difficult  to 
even  define  the  point  at  which 
dieting  turns  into  an  eating  disor- 
der. In  a predominately  look  and 
weight  conscious  society,  it  is  dif- 
ficult to  be  unaffected  by  the 
pressures  to  be  thin  and  beautiful, 
since  they  are  so  often  promoted 
as  a pair.  Under  such  societal 
pressure,  it  isn’t  hard  to  see  why 
the  disease  of  anorexia  and 
bulimia  plague  so  many  women 
and  men. 

Approximately  90-95  per- 
cent of  anorexia  nervosa  sufferers 
are  women  and  girls.  Since  eat- 
ing disorders  are  considered  to  be 
such  hush-hush  subject  matter, 
we  naturally  assume  that  those 
affected  are  people  we  don’t 
know,  or  people  exclusively  with 
mental  and  emotional  problems. 
In  reality,  anorexics  and  bulimics 
“tend  to  be  women  who  are  per- 
fectionists, goal  achieving.  They 
are  the  good  students,  the  good 
child,  the  good  mate  the  good 
friend",  according  to  Holly  Hoff 
director  of  programs  for  the 
Natural  Eating  Disorders 
Association.  Those  who  have 
eating  disorders  are  inclined  to 
successfully  hide  their  problem 
behind  the  persona/image  of  con- 
trol and  confidence.  Detections 
of  such  ailments  may  not  always 
be  as  obvious  as  one  might  think. 

Whether  we  would  like  to 
admit  it  or  not,  we  are  generally 
focused  on  our  weight  and  strive 
for  a “better  body."  In  fact,  “75 
percent  of  women  and  54  percent 
of  men  say  they  are  unhappy  with 
their  physical  appearance."  But 
at  what  point  does  this  unhappi- 
ness become  an  unhealthy  fixa- 
tion? That  is  something  we  may 
never  know.  People  that  suffer 
from  anorexia  and  bulimia  do  not 
believe  that  they  are  harming 
themselves,  but  that  they  are  actu- 
ally bettering  themselves  in  the 
long  run.  Victims  of  eating  disor- 
ders are  disillusioned  into  think- 
ing that  if  they  are  thin,  they  will 
be  loved,  more  successful,  and 
better  received. 

The  mass  media  has  done  its 
share  to  contribute  enough  to  the 
misconception  that  “thinner  is 
better."  Sadly  the  prevalence  of 
pro-ana  and  pro-mia  (pro  anorex- 
ia and  pro  bulimia)  web  sites  are 
just  another  source  of  inspiration 
for  a person  battling  an  eating  dis- 
order. The  success  of  these  sites 
lies  in  their  anonymity  and  its 
dependable  support  and  assis- 
tance in  bingeing,  purging  and 
starvation.  While  many  internet 
service  providers  (such  as  Yahoo)

In  response  to  recent  distur- 
bances at  the  JJC  main  campus 
the  campus  police  have  installed  a 
new  booth  in  the  main  concourse. 
The  booth,  which  is  open  from  10 
a.m.-2  p.m.  Monday  through 
Friday,  serves  as  both  a security 
booth  and  an  information  center. 

Before  the  booth  was 
installed,  there  were  up  to  two 
disturbances  a day.  The  distur- 
bances included  an  excess  of 
noise  and  just  plain  horseplay, 
said  Diane  Schook,  the  campus 
community  service  assistant. 
Now  that  the  campus  police  have 
made  their  presence  known,  the 
disturbances  have  greatly 
decreased,  said  Schook. 

The  campus  security  did, 


however,  close  an  area  of  the 
bridge  one  day  in  April  from  1 
p.m.  until  1:45  p.m.  The  campus 
security  had  responded  to  several 
complaints  from  other  depart- 
ments that  the  noise  was  exces- 
sive. Several  warnings  were 
issued,  but  the  noise  and  disrup- 
tions did  not  desist.  The  campus 
police  decided  to  close  the  area  to 
send  a message  to  students  and 
others  causing  the  disturbances 
that  they  were  serious  and  would 
not  tolerate  this  type  of  behavior. 

The  booth  does  not  just  serve 
a security  booth,  it  also  supplies 
information  about  the  school. 
Several  departments  helped  out 
by  supplying  the  booth  with 
information  and  brochures  about 
their  department.  Schook  said 
that  the  booth  has  a little  bit  of 


everything,  including  booklets 
that  provide  registration  informa- 
tion. These  help  students  as  well 
as  newcomers  who  are  not  famil- 
iar with  the  campus.  People  who 
enter  on  that  side  of  the  building 
can  receive  direction  and  infor- 


mation about  the  campus. 

“It  works  out  for  the  best," 
Schook  said.  She  said  that  since 
the  booth  has  been  installed  the 
noise  and  complaints  have  greatly 
decreased . 


Agriculture 
expands  program 
to  a new  location 
in  Joliet

Joliet  Junior  College’s 
Agriculture  program  is  not  only 
one  of  the  best  in  the  state,  but  it 
is  also  one  of  the  best  in  the 
nation.  The  National  Association 
of  Agriculture  (NAAE)  recently 
named  the  program  a Post- 
- Secondary  All-Star  Team. 

JJC  was  one  of  just  six  pro- 
grams in  the  nation  to  receive  this 
acclaim.  JJC  was  one  of  only 
two  community  colleges  to 
receive  this  honor. 

In  1954  JJC  originated 
Illinois’  first  post-secondary  agri- 
culture transfer  program,  and  10 
years  later,  the  first  occupational 
agriculture  program.  The  pro- 
gram is  one  of  the  largest  in  the 
state  with  full-time  faculty  and 
support  staff. 

Supporters  of  the  program 
have  formed  a committee  to 
make  the  program  even  better  by 
using  a new  piece  of  land  as  the 
site  of  an  Agricultural  Education 
and  Event  Complex.  The  com- 
plex will  be  built  on  the  college’s 
30-acre  property  on  Laraway 
Road. 

JJC  Foundation  Board  of 
Director  member  and  JJC  alum- 
nus, John  H.  Weitendorf,  Sr., 
recently  donated  the  property. 
The  facility  will  be  a 22,000 
square-foot,  climate-controlled 
laboratory  for  JJC’s  Agricultural 
and  Horticultural  Sciences 
Department. 

The  department’s  enrollment 
has  more  than  300  full-time  stu- 
dents and  200  part-time  students. 

According  to  the  JJC  com- 
munity relations  press  release, 
Agriculture  Associate  Professor 
Brad  Angus  Sr.  said,  “All  of  the 
animal  science  students  have  to 
travel  to  farms  sometimes  an 
hour  and  a half  away  in  a college 
van  or  rental  van.  Having  this 
facility  would  save  a consider- 
able amount  of  money  as  well  as 
time  for  the  instructors  and  stu- 
dents. It’s  very  difficult  to  work 
a teaching  class  schedule  around 
lab  schedules.  This  facility 
would  mean  a much  better  learn- 
ing experience.” 

The  complex  is  planned  as  a 
T-shaped  structure  consisting  of 
one  central  arena  and  two  adjoin- 
ing wings,  creating  28,500  square 
feet  of  space  under  one  roof.  The 
building  will  be  divided  into  four 
major  sections:  Classroom/Ofilce 
Area,  Arena,  Exhibition  Wing 
and  Animal  Education  Wing. 
The  complex  will  serve  as  live- 
stock facilities  for  the  animal  sci- 
ences, swine  confinement  and 
wet  tech  programs. 

The  committee  hopes  to 
raise  $ 1,800,000  and  has 
received  $797,466  in  gifts  and 
pledges.  Anyone  interested  in 
donating  to  the  campaign  should 
contact  Donna  Stankiewicz, 
executive  director  of  the  JJC 
Foundation,  at  (815)  280-2353  or 
dstankiewicz@jjc.cc. il.us.

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JJC  seeks  $251  million  to  upgrade  facilities 

November  referendum  could  provide  money  to  pay  for  college  expansion  and  maintenance

Last  month  the  JJC  board  of  trust- 
ees and  college  administration  decided 
to  put  a referendum  on  the  Nov.  5 bal- 
lot requesting  S25 1 million  to  improve 
the  existing  college  campuses  and  con- 
struct additional  facilities.  A second 
question  on  the  ballot  will  request  a 2 
cent  increase  in  the  tax  rate  for  the 
school’s  Operations  and  Maintenance 
Fund.  School  board  members  feel  that 
the  referendum  is  necessary  in  order 
to  better  serve  the  rapidly  growing  JJC 
community. 

“We  recognize  the  fact  that  our 
district  is  growing,  and  to  serve  the 
students  we  need  resources  for  today 
and  the  next  20  years,"  said  Dr.  Alan 
Harderscn,  Vice  President  for  Student 
Services. 

The  college  district  spans  1,442- 
squarc  miles,  which  includes  Will 
County  and  sections  of  six  other  sur- 
rounding counties. 

“The  college  has  experienced 
rapid  growth  in  the  past  two  years,” 
said  J.D.  Ross,  President  of  JJC. 

Ross  explained  that  enrollment 
has  increased  by  13  percent  from 
1990-2000.  However,  during  the  2001 
fall  semester,  JJC  grew  by  6.6  percent 
compared  to  the  Fall  2000  semester. 
Even  more  astounding  was  the  fact 
that  during  the  2002  spring  semester, 
enrollment  increased  by  over  12  per- 

High  tuition  costs  and  living  ex- 
penses of  four-year  colleges  may  be 
another  reason  as  to  why  enrollment 
is  increasing.  The  average  tuition  at 
public  Illinois  universities  is  almost 

54.000  a year,  and  the  cost  of  inde- 
pendent institutions  is  approximately 

5 1 2.000  a year. 

However,  tuition  at  JJC  is  sig- 
nificantly lower,  only  costing  students 
approximately  SI, 550  a year  and  Ac- 
cording to  the  Illinois  Community 
College  Board  statistics,  community 
colleges  account  for  60  percent  of  all 
undergraduate  students  enrolled  in  Il- 
linois public  higher  education. 

"The  college  provides  a reason- 
able training  and  educational  experi- 
ence that  helps  fuel  the  economy  and 
the  district,”  said  Harderscn. 

If  the  referendum  passes,  there 
will  be  many  changes  in  store  for  JJC. 


The  Master  Facility  Plan  out- 
lines the  improvements  and  addi- 
tions that  will  be  made  to  the  JJC 
campuses.  This  eight-year  plan  was 
created  to  provide  for  the  growth  of 
buildings  at  JJC. 

Additional  satellite  campuses 
would  be  built  in  different  areas  of 
the  college’s  district  to  accommodate 
growing  communities.  These  facili- 
ties would  include  a total  of  48  new 
classrooms,  three  new  science  labs 
and  three  new  computer  labs 

The  construction  of  new  build- 
ings will  provide  59  classrooms,  five 
computer  labs,  four  specialty  labs 
and  one  science  lab. 

The  remodeling  of  existing 
buildings  will  create  an  additional 
22  classrooms,  three  science  labs, 


two  computer  labs  and  six  specialty 
labs. 

Overall  there  arc  expected  to  be 
1 29  classrooms,  seven  new  science  labs, 
ten  new  computer  labs  and  ten  new 
specialty  labs. 

As  of  now,  the  college  has*S32 
million  of  deferred  maintenance 
projects  that  primarily  affect  the  main 
campus,  north  campus  and  city  center. 

Students  arc  concerned  about  ad- 
ditional tuition  hikes.  If  the  referendum 
passes,  it  will  not  prevent  a tuition  in- 
crease at  JJC.  The  S25I  million  Mas- 
ter Facility  Plan  and  the  2 cent  increase 
for  the  Operations  and  Maintenance 
Fund  arc  the  only  issues  addressed  on 
the  referendum.  The  college  plans  to 
have  no  tuition  increase  in  the  2003^ 
fiscal  year.  However,  a S2  per  credit 


hour  increase  in  the  2004  fiscal  year 
and  another  S2  per  credit  hour  increase 
in  the  2005  fiscal  year  arc  expected. 

If  the  referendum  passes,  the 
owner  of  a S 1 00.000  home  would  have 
a tax  increase  of  S40.33. 

Harderscn  wants  to  stress  the  fact 
that  this  referendum  wasn't  just  some- 
thing that  was  thrown  together  over- 
night. He  explained  that  the  school 
board  has  been  researching  this  project 
for  the  past  two  years.  And  if  the  ref- 
erendum is  passed,  it  will  still  be  an 
additional  two  years  before  the  first 
building  is  ready. 

Ross  emphasized  the  fact  that  this 
is  the  "first  time  in  25  years  JJC  has 
asked  for  a referendum." 


Scholarship  founded  in  honor  of  JJC  student 

Eric  Leeson’s  legacy  lives  on  through  culinary  arts  grant

The  sudden  death  of  19-ycar-old 
Culinary  Arts  student  Eric  Lccson  on 
July.26.  2001  was  a shock  to  all  who 
knew  him.  However,  the  prospective 
chefs  legacy  does  not  end  there.  Since 
his  death  last  year  both  his  colleagues 
in  the  Culinary  Arts  Department  and 
his  family  have  worked  to  keep  Eric's 
legacy  alive. 

At  the  start  of  the  2002  spring 
semester,  the  sophomore-level  stu- 
dents decided  to  start  a scholarship 
named  after  their  friend  Eric.  By  work- 
ing banquets  and  using  the  gratuities 
left  by  the  customers  from  the  newly 
opened  Chefs  Table,  the  students  col- 
lected over  SI 000  by  the  end  of  the 
semester. 


“I  feel  it  is  really  heart-warm- 
ing that  the  students  would  do  some- 
thing like  this,"  said  Keith  Von  Ffbff, 
instructor  in  the  Culinary  Arts  De- 
partment. 

When  Eric's  family  heard  that 
the  students  were  working  to  estab- 
lish a scholarship  in  the  name  of 
their  son.  they  decided  to  help  with 
the  fund-raising.  Scott  and  Nancy 
Lccson,  Eric's  parents,  reached  out 
to  the  local  community  and  the  food 
and  hospitality  industry  for  dona- 
tions. The  response  was  tremendous, 
and  by  April,  his  parents  announced 
at  the  Classical  100  Scholarship 
Dinner  that  they  had  raised  over 
S9000.  Combined  with  the  SI 000 
raised  by  the  students,  they  had  suc- 
cessfully earned  the  SI 0,000  used  to 


create  the  Eric  Leeson  Culinary  Arts 
Scholarship. 

'To  see  a small  idea  created  by  a 
group  of  college  students  turn  into  a 
lifetime  scholarship  truly  is  amazing," 
said  Mike  McGreal,  Chairman  of  the 
Culinary  Arts  Department. 

The  recipient  of  the  scholarship  is 
chosen  by  the  Culinary  Art  students. 
Leadership  skills  and  dedication  to  the 
study  of  cooking  and  hospitality  arc 
some  of  the  important  qualities  one 
must  possess  to  earn  the  honor.  Brad- 
ley Elston  was  chosen  unanimously  by 
his  peers  to  be  the  first  recipient  of  the 
scholarship. 

Right  before  his  death,  Eric  had 
achieved  one  of  his  dreams  when  he 
took  a school-sponsored  trip  to  Europe. 
According  to  McGreal.  he  had  always 


wanted  to  visit  France.  Eric  dreamed 
of  becoming  a pastry  chef  and  during 
the  trip  the  group  slopped  off  in  Paris, 
where  he  was  able  to  try  out  the  many 
deserts  and  delicacies  the  French  had 
to  offer. 

He  also  won  many  awards  for  his 
cooking  while  attending  Lincoln- Way 
High  School,  where  he  was  a member 
of  the  Vocational  Industrial  Clubs  of 
America. 

Yet  he  is  remembered  most  by 
those  who  knew  him  as  a mischievous 
practical  joker,  who  always  had  a smile 
on  his  face. 

Though  Eric  Lccson  may  be  gone, 
it  is  certain  that  because  of  the  devo- 
tion and  love  from  his  friends  and  fam- 
ily, his  name  and  legacy  will  live  for-

Bottom  line:  We  need 
money  to  expand 

As  lifelong  residents  of  the  Joliet 
area,  we  here  at  the  Blazer  arc  aston- 
ished with  the  rapid  development  of 
the  region  in  and  around  Will  County 
that  is  already  affecting  JJC 

According  to  the  JJC  Department 
of  Institution  Effectiveness,  the  pcad 
count  this  semester  is  up  7 percent 
from  the  previous  fall  term.  Also,  tred- 
its  enrolled  per  student  has  increase 
10  percent,  which  means  that  ot)  av- 
erage. each  student  is  taking  10  per- 
cent more  credit  hours  then  they  did 
the  following  year. 

Of  course  these  alarming  in- 
creases arc  unsurprising.  According  to 
the  US  Census  Bureau.  Will  County 
has  had  a 6.8  percent  increase  in  the 
population  from  April  1 , 2000,  to  July 
I,  2001.  Surrounding  counties  like 
Grundy,  Kane  and  Kendall  arc  also 
seeing  major  population  booms.  In 
fact,  Joliet  alone  is  the  third  fastest 
growing  city  in  the  state  of  Illinois. 

Rapid  growth  in  a relatively  sjnall 


area  can  be  both  good  and  bad.  Take 
Joliet  as  an  example  In  the  past  10 
years  two  riverboat  casinos  have  been 
built,  as  well  as  an  enormous  race- 
track. In  the  past  year,  a minor  league 
baseball  team  and  a new  water  park 
have  been  established  and  both  are 
now  calling  our  local  community 
home.  These  new  attractions  have 
brought  money,  jobs  and  national  pub- 
licity to  our  oncc-small  town.  How- 
ever, these  institutions  have  also 
brought  an  increase  in  traffic,  the  need 
for  resources  and,  of  course,  people. 

Every  year  we  witness  our  little 
town  grow  more  and  more  into  a big 
city,  and  every  year  the  college  follows 
suit.  In  addition,  the  skyrocketing  tu- 
ition at  most  four-year  Illinois  univer- 
sities is  also  adding  to  the  enrollment 
explosion  at  JJC. . 

We  here  at  JJC  arc  already  seeing 
the  effects  of  this  expansion.  Anybody 
who  was  here  during  the  first  few 
weeks  of  school  could  see  this  in  the 
parking  lots.  Unless  you  were  lucky 
enough  to  arrive  at  school  at  7am,  you 
probably  had  to  park  on  the  grass. 


There  were  900  cars  parked  in  the 
grass  on  the  first  day  alone 

For  these  reasons  and  more.  Joliet 
Junior  College  needs  money  to  ex- 
pand. The  referendum  on  the  Nov.  5 
ballot  that  is  designed  to  give  the 
school  S251  million  to  expand  is  cer- 
tainlyi  step  in  the  right  direction.  The 
issue  of  limited  parking  space  must 
also  be  addressed  because  if  enroll- 
ment continues  to  climb,  the  parking 
will  just  get  worse  and  worse  every 
semester.  The  construction  of  more 
parking  lots  or  a car-pool  program  arc 
some  of  the  possible  solutions  to  this 
problem. 

In  our  minds,  Joliet  Junior  Col- 
lege is  one  of  the  best  community  col- 
leges around.  The  school  offers  small 
class  sizes,  a superb  faculty  and  a qual- 
ity education.  Yet  to  continue  to  pro- 
vide these  excellent  qualities,  the  col- 
lege needs  money  to  expand  with  the 
rapidly  developing  community.  For 
that  reason,  we  here  at  the  Blazer  sup- 
port the  passage  of  the  S251  million 
referendum.

were  on  Sept.  11,  2001?  1 remember  that  horrible  day  has  come  and  gone. 


On  that  Tuesday  morning  I didn 't 
have  school,  so  I didn’t  have  to  wake 
up  early.  Yet  for  some  reason  I woke 
up  early  anyway.  My  mom  was  on  the 
phone  talking  to  my  sister  and  she 
seemed  upset.

Physics  professor  uses  grants 
to  advance  his  field  of  study 


Teacher  receives  $75,000 

grant  for  electrostatics

Joliet  Junior  College  instructor 
Dr,  Curtis  Hicggclke  has  devoted 
much  of Jus  career  improving  the  study 
of  physics.  So  far,  he  has  obtained  12 
grants  from  the  National  Science 
Foundation  (NSF),  many  of  which  are 
awarded  for  the  purpose  of  enhancing 
the  teaching  of  certain  complicated 
areas  of  physics. 

Working  off  his  latest  grant  of 
S75.000,  Hieggelke  and  his  colleagues 
Dr  Steven  Kanim  from  New  Mexico 
State  University  and  Dr.  David 
Maloney  from  Purdue  University  are 
each  creating  new  ways  to  teach  the 
difficult  and  complex  field  of  elcctro- 


Elcctrostatics  is  the  study  of  the 
fundamentals  of  the  interactions  of 
charged  particles.  Xeroxing,  televi- 
sions and  even  filters  that  clean  fac- 
tory smoke  stacks  arc  just  some  of  the 
many  gadgets  that  use  some  form  of 
electrostatics.  However,  electricity  it- 
self is  a very  difficult  and  complex 
field  of  study  and  many  times  students 
test  very  poorly  on  these  types  of  sub- 
jects. This  is  one  of  the  problems 
Hieggelke  and  his  associates  are  try- 
ing to  change. 

About  three  years  ago,  he  received 
a grant  to  enhance  the  study  and  teach- 
ing of  magnetism.  From  his  research, 
they  created  new  materials  and  study 
aids  for  the  students.  The  program  was 
a remarkable  success  because  students 
who  were  being  tested  showed  remark- 
able improvements. 


"We  do  better  than  most  schools 
that  take  these  standard  tests,”  he  said. 

To  create  new  student  study  aids 
for  electrostatics,  Hieggelke  will  be 
using  some  of  the  techniques  that 
worked  during  his  magnetism  re- 
search, which  include  ranking  exer- 
cises, the  use  of  computers  and  jeop- 
ardy problems  (where  students  are 
given  the  answer  and  arc  ask  to  come 
up  with  the  problem).  Rather  than  just 
listening  to  lectures  and  taking  notes, 
the  students  are  challenged  to  solve 
real-world  problems. 

Hieggelke’s  research  has  been 
taught  to  many  community  college 
professors  across  the  country  (through 
the  use  of  faculty  workshops).  When 
asked  what  his  most  important  goal 
was,  he  replied  “to  build  a very  strong 
level  of  understanding  in  the  field  of 
physics."

Student  Alliance  urges 
participation  in  election 


The  Student  Alliance  at  JJC  is 
sponsoring  a voter  registration  drive 
in  hopes  of  increasing  their  class- 
mates’ involvement  in  the  political 
process. 

“We  believe  that  exercising  your 
right  to  vote  is  an  important  part  of 
civic  responsibility,"  said  Levon  Pettis, 
Student  Trustee  of  JJC.  “College  stu- 
dents haven't  been  to  the  polls  in  large 
numbers  in  recent  years.  This  effort 
is  a simple  way  to  get  students  to  be- 
come more  involved  in  their  commu- 
nity." 

The  June  2002  issue  of 
Postsecondary  Education  Opportunity 
reports  that  only  55  percent  of  the  US 
adult  population  voted  in  the  Novem- 
ber 2000  election.  In  addition,  it  noted 
that  community  college  students  arc 
less  likely  to  vote  than  students  who 
are  pursuing  a bachelors  or  advanced 
degree. 

"Illinois  community  colleges 


serve  nearly  one  million  students  ev- 
ery year,”  added  Anissa  Jones,  OSA. 
"Holding  a voter  registration  drive  at 
JJC  will  reach  many  people  who  may 
not  otherwise  have  a voice  in  how  our 
government  works." 

Deputy  registrars  will  be  at  the 
Main  Campus  from  1.1  am- 1 pm  on 
Sept.  30-Oct.  4 in  the  cafeteria.  Indi- 
viduals interested  in  registering  to 
vote  in  the  Nov.  5 general  election 
must  bring  two  forms  of  identifica- 
tion, one  of  which  must  show  the 
person’s  current  address. 

Similar  campus-based  voter  reg- 
istration drives  are  taking  place  across 
the  state  under  the  leadership  of  the 
Illinois  Community  College  Board 
Student  Advisory  Committee  and  the 
Illinois  Community  College  Trustees 
Association.

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Arming  campus  police  still  a consideration  at  JJC 

Future  of  campus  police  and  security  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Trustees

Last  February  a study  was  con- 
ducted by  Loaned  Executive  Assis- 
tance Program,  LEMAP.  which  is  a 
team  of  national  safety  experts  who 
studied  JJC's  campus  police  depart- 
ment. Several  recommendations  were 
made,  one  of  which  was  to  arm  our 
campus  police. 

Frank  Alberico,  law  enforcement 
professor  and  LEMAP  task  force 
member  at  JJC.  feels  that  arming  cam- 
pus police  is  really  a smaller  part  of  a 
much  larger  issue. 

“We  feel  that  a full-fledged,  fully- 
opcrational  police  department  would 
give  us  the  best  shot  at  having  a safe 
community  here,"  said  Alberico 

Currently  there  are  only  six  full- 
time certified  officers  who  police  the 
main  campus,  the  city  center  and  the 
north  campus. 


ways  been  ruled  very  low  in  priority," 
said  Alberico,  “and  yet  we  expect  so 
much  of  them  ." 

JJC  is  open  to  a >vidc  variety  of 
students  from  different  backgrounds, 
of  different  ages  and  from  many  dif- 
ferent areas.  Alberico  feels  that  JJC 
is  not  being  fair  to  them  by  not  sup- 
plying a full-scale  police  department, 
and  that  the  college  is  “operating  on 
borrowed  time." 

Arming  the  six  officers  that  are 
currently  employed  at  JJC  is  not  re- 
ally the  issue.  Alberico  said,  “they 
(would)  need  additional  re-training, 
additional  conditioning  and  additional 
policy  that  (would)  help  them  and  the 
institution.  None  of  that  is  in  place 
right  now,"  said  Alberico. 

If  the  Board  of  Trustees  were  to 
approve  the  forming  of  a new  campus 
police  department,  it  would  take  time 


“ft’s  not  going  to  happen  over- 
night. To  build  a police  department 
could  take  three,  four,  five  years."  said 
Alberico.  "What  they  (trustees)  really 
need  to  be  doing  is  to  commit  to  do 
it.” 

One  of  the  perceived  problems 
with  a fully  upgraded  campus  police 
department  is  the  thought  of  adding 
guns  to  the  JJC  campus. 

"A  gun  is  a.symbol  of  violence, 
and  schools  arc  against  violence  com- 
pletely,’’ said  Halccm. 

Alberico  agrees  that  arming  cam- 
pus police  is  an  emotional  issue. 

“There's  a larger  picture  to  be 
looked  at.  That  is,  we  need  to  make 
this  campus  safe.  A safe  environment 
for  all  of  us.  The  best  way  for  that  to 
happen  is  to  operate  a full-blown  po- 
lice department.  That's  the  goal,  that 
all  of  us  are  safe  out  here."

A full-fledged  police  department 
would  include  doubling  or  tripling  the 
number  of  officers,  upgrading  to  bet- 
ter equipment  and  allowing  officers  to 
carry  firearms,  said  Alberico. 

Ali  Halccm,  a law  enforcement 
major  and  second  year  student  at  JJC, 
feels  more  manpower  is  needed  be- 
cause enrollment  keeps  increasing. 


"The  (JJC  Board  of)  trustees  are 
gambling.  They  say  they’re  concerned 
with  campus  safety,  but  when  it  comes 
to  action  they  won’t  back  it  up,"  said 
Haleem. 

The  situation  was  not  discussed 
at  the  trustees  September  board  meet- 
ing. 

“The  campus  police  here  have  al-

The  fall  semester  started  with  new 
beginnings  when  Joliet  Junior  College 
became  the  first  junior  college  in  Illi- 
nois to  offer  campus  housing  for  stu- 
dents. 

"Students  like  the  convenient  fac- 
tor of  living  here."  said  Zandy  Baker, 
Housing  Director.  “You  get  to  know 
how  to  live  in  a community  and  it 
helps  you  prepare  for  living  at  a four 
year  college." 

All  of  the  students  residing  at 
Centennial  Commons  have  their  own 
reasons  for  moving  there,  but  the  most 
common  answers  seem  to  be  conve- 
nience and  independence. 

"I  like  living  at  Centennial  Com- 
mons because  I am  finally  indepen- 
dent," said  David  Newman,  resident 
assistant.  "It  was  interesting  to  be  a 
part  of  the  process  of  opening  the  prop- 
erty." 

Parking  has  become  increasingly 
tight  this  semester  since  enrollment 
has  significantly  increased.  With 
housing  being  so  close  to  the  campus, 
students  can  walk  to  school  instead  of 
driving  or  taking  the  bus. 

“Before  I moved  here,  transpor- 
tation wasn’t  reliable  but  now  1 can

come  and  go  to  school  as  I please," 
said  Tia  Seaberg. 

Students  and  staff  alike  are  ea- 
gerly awaiting  the  completion  of  the 
clubhouse.  Baker  hopes  that  there  will 
be  a few  more  hot  days  left  this  year, 
so  students  will  be  able  to  swim  in  the 
clubhouse  pool.  She  also  anticipates 
that  the  rest  of  the  clubhouse  will  be 
completed  by  the  beginning  of  Octo- 
ber. A variety  of  events  such  as  Mon- 
day night  football  and  Tastes  Words 
Sounds  (featuring  food,  poetry  and 
music,  which  was  previously  held  on 
the  bridge)  will  take  place  inside  the 
clubhouse.  These  events  will  be  open 
to  all  students  enrolled  at  JJC. 

October  also  brings  barbecues  that 
arc  planned  to  take  place  at  the  pavil- 
ion located  next  to  the  clubhouse. 
These  cookouts  arc  also  open  to  all  JJC 
students,  and  not  just  those  who  re- 
side at  Centennial  Commons. 

Students  residing  at  Centennial 
Commons  were  able  to  choose  from 
three  different  housing  layouts  such  as 
four-bedroom,  two  bedroom  and  onc-

bedroom  efficiency.  Students  have 
their  own  bedrooms  and  never  have 
to  share  a bathroom  with  more  than 
two  people.  Kitchens  and  living 
rooms  arc  shared  with  roommates  if 
students  choose  to  live  in  a four  or  two- 
bedroom  apartment. 

There  are  12  complexes  that  ac- 
commodate a total  of  296  students. 
The  Housing  Foundation  Limited  Li- 
ability Company  operates  centennial 
Commons. 

While  the  rooms  have  a dorm-like 
atmosphere,  the  actual  housing  struc- 
turcs  arc  set  up  like  apartment  com- 
plexes. Students  are  able  to  come  and 
go  as  they  please,  unlike  most  other 
colleges  and  universities  where  stu- 
dents have  to  check  in  at  a security 
desk  if  they  enter  the  building  late  at 
night. 

Even  though  the  students  may 
have  more  freedom  to  roam,  there  are 
still  rules  that  they  have  to  follow.  The 
designated  quiet  hours  arc  set  at  10 
p.m.  on  weekdays  and  midnight  on 
weekends.  However,  this  rule  seems 
to  be  the  most  easily  broken. 

"The  only  complaint  that  I have 
is  all  of  the  noise,  and  people  being 
verbally  abusive,"  said  Seaberg. 

There  have  been  multiple  ac- 
counts of  people  being  vocally  disrup- 
tive and  verbally  aggressive. 

Other  rules  include  a no  smok- 
ing and  drinking  policy.  Even  if  stu- 
dentiarc  of  legal  drinking  age,  they 
must  refrain  from  doing  so  on  cam- 
pus property. 

However,  the  overall  consensus  of 
campus  housing  has  been  positive. 

"Living  here  has  taught  me  how 
to  be  independent.  The  apartments  arc 
affordable,  and  I like  the  convenience 
of  living  so  close  to  school,"  said 
Patrick  Dalton.

Anderson  is  working  on  his  third  year 
at  JJC  in  the  law  enforcement  field, 
and  Mason,  also  a third  year  student, 
intends  to  continue  work  in  history. 

“1  wish  I could  live  a rock  star 
lifestyle,  but  I’m  so  down  to  earth  that 
I don’t  care  if  anything  happens,  and 


I prefer  people  not  even  knowing  who 
I am,"  says  Anderson. 

Even  though  the  band  has  been 
playing  many  larger  venues  in  the 
Chicago  area  such  as  Riley’s 
Rockhouse,  Fireside  Bowl,  The  Bam, 
and  Oasis  160,  the  band  tends  to  get 
their  kicks  not  so  much  front  playing 
on  stage,  but  rather  messing  with  the 
audience. 

"We  like  to  go  up  and  start  con- 
versations with  people  in  the  audience, 
and  kind  of  play  with  them,  and  ask  if 
they  like  any  bands  before  we  even  go 
on.  Sometimes  they  totally  rip  on  us, 
not  knowing  who  we  arc,  and  then  we 
go  on,  and  watch  them  feel  bad  for 
dissing  us.  It’s  pretty  funny.” 

Witroy  has  two  performances 
coming  up.  First  on  Sunday  Oct.  20, 
from  8-IOpm,  they  will  do  an  on-air 
interview  and  acoustic  performance  on 
89.1  FM.  Then  on  Saturday  Oct.  26 
they  will  play  a live  show  at  Tower 
Records  in  Bloomingdalc  on  383  West 
Army  Trail  Rd.  at  2p.m.  You  can  also

Another  year,  another  Madden. 
Madden,  now  in  its  1 2lh  season,  is  back 
to  defend  its  crown  as  the  best  foot- 
ball game  on  the  market-  Although  you 
may  not  notice  it  right  away.  Madden 
has  made  small  improvements  over 
their  winning  formula  that  separates 
this  title  from  the  rest  in  the  market. 

The  biggest  change  this  year  is  the 
ability  to  play  Madden  online.  Two  to 
eight  players  can  bang  it  out  on  the 
gridiron  via  broadband  or  dial-up  con- 
nections. Nothing  is  needed  to  go 
online  except  the'Sony  Internet  adap- 
tor and  an  online  connection.  Play- 
ing online  is  great  with  virtually  no 
lag  even  with  a dial-up  connection. 
This  online  option  is  also  exclusive  to 
PS2  Madden  owners  (sorry  'Cube  and 
Xbox  owners). 

On  the  audio  front.  Madden  has 
now  ditched  slow  and  boring  Pat 
Summcrall  for  his  new  Monday  Night 
Football  buddy  Al  Michaels.  If  you 
play  Madden  from  year  to  year,  you’ll 
notice  how  much  more  lively  the  game 
is  with  Michaels  doing  the  play-by- 
play. 

Graphically,  Madden  hasn't 
changed  that  much  from  2002.  There 
arc  a lot  of  new  animations  and  some 
work  has  been  done  with  the  player’s 


faces  to  make  them  more  comparable 
to  their  real-life  counterparts.  The  new 
running  back  animations  help  the  run- 
ning game  drastically  and  the  new 
gang  tackle  animations  arc  terrific. 
Players  will  also  be  able  to  look  at  their 
defensive  reads  before  the  snap,  which 
is  helpful  in  analyzing  your  own  weak 
points.  The  pre-game  graphics  have 
also  been  re-worked  to  give  Madden 
a better  TV  style  presentation. 

The  numerous  options  in  Madden 
have  always  been  the  best,  and  this

year  is  no  different.  Back  are  season 
and  practice  modes,  as  well  as  the 
popular  franchise  mode.  Franchise 
mode  allows  players  to  guide  a team 
or  teams  through  up  to  30  seasons  of 
play.  Players  will  have  to  sign  and  re- 


sign players,  pick  up  free  agents,  and 
draft  players  out  of  college.  This  mode 
alone  is  why  I play  Madden  every  year. 
New  options  include  the  new  training 
camp  mode,  which  allows  you  to  travel 
to  each  teams  training  camp  to  prac- 
tice drills  to  earn  Madden  Cards.  The 
inclusion  of  a playbook  editor  tops  off 
the  already  impressive  list  of  modes 
to  explore. 

Things  that  could  be  improved 
include  the  big  plays  the  CPU  would 
pull  off  and  the  super  human  abilities 
of  the  running  backs  breaking  tack- 
les. I once  watched  the  Packers  Ahman 
Green  break  five  tackles  on  one  run, 
only  to  get  back  up  and  break  four 
more  on  his  way  to  a TD  on  the  next 
play.  These  complaints  are  the  only 
things  holding  Madden  back  from  a 
perfect  score. 

If  you  play  the  majority  of  your 
football  games  by  yourself  and  love  the 
simulation  aspects  of  the  game,  I can’t 
recommend  this  title  more  to  you. 
Even  if  you’ve  never  played  Madden 
before,  the  practice  modes  and  easier 
difficulty  settings  will  ease  you  in  with 
no  problem.  Madden  is  still  king,  for 
another  season.

JJC  Wolves  off  to  a great  start-  season  record  3-0

The  JJC  Wolves  football  team  has 
continued  its  winning  ways  from  last 
season.  Its  45-14  win  over  Illinois 
Wesleyan  JVs  on  Sunday  in 


This  was  preceded  by  wins  over  Will- 
iam Rainey  Harper  College,  30-7,  in 
the  season  opener  and  Rock  Valley 
College,  38-8,  the  following  week. 

The  three  wins  moved  the  Wolves 
winning  streak  up  to  13  games,  dat-

ing  back  to  last  season  when  the  team 
finished  the  season  10-1  (7-1  in  con- 
ference) and  secured  a N4C/Region  IV 
Conference  Championship,  as  well  as 
a state  championship. 

Against  Illinois  Wesleyan,  the 
Wolves  rang  up  420  yards  of  total  of- 
fense. They  led  38-0  at  halftime  and 
cruised  to  victory 

In  the  season  opener  on  Aug.  31, 
the  Wolves  defensive  front  dominated 
the  Hawks,  holding  them  to  just  23 
rushing  yards.  The  Wolves  had  big 
contributions  from  Derrick  Phillips 
and  Josh  Chrestman.  Phillips,  a 
sophomore  DB,  picked  off  two  passes 
while  Chrestman,  also  a sophomore, 
recorded  three  sacks. 

Offensively,  sophomore  split  end 
Kelvin  Hayden  put  on  a show  as  he 
caught  eight  passes  for  243  yards  and 
scored  two  touchdowns.  Sophomore 
Dujuan  Johnson  added  83  yards  on  23 
carries.  The  wolves  were  able  to  accu- 
mulate 429  total  yards  that  day. 

The  Wolves  would  dominate 
again,  this  time  in  their  second  game, 
destroying  the  Rock  Valley  College

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Trouble  on  the  home  front  at  Centennial  Commons 

Arson,  drugs  and  altercations  at  JJC’s  new  housing  complex  cause  concern

Since  Centennial  Commons 
opened  this  semester,  there  have  been 
a number  of  incidents  in  which  disci- 
plinary action  had  to  be  taken.  The 
latest  involves  20-year-old  student 
Daniel  Harridge.  who  was  arrested 
and  charged  for  aggravated  arson  in 
connection  with  a fire  that  destroyed 
an  apartment  at  Centennial  Commons 
on  Oct.  8,  according  to  the  Joliet  Po- 
lice Department  reports. 

The  fire  started  on  a couch  in  a 
ground-level  apartment  around  5 p.m. 
and  soon  engulfed  the  entire  room, 
causing  an  estimated  55,000  to 
SI 0,000  in  damages,  according  to 
Vice  President  of  Student  Services 
Alan  Harderscn.  Luckily,  the  sprin- 
kler system  was  activated  and  helped 
to  confine  the  fire  to  the  room  before 
the  Joliet  Fire  Department  arrived. 
Nobody  was  injured  in  the  blaze,  but 
it  did  leave  the  apartment  temporarily 
uninhabitable.  Harridge's  bond  has 
been  set  at  S500,000. 

Earlier  on  Sept.  8,  seven  to  eight 
males  entered  one  of  the  apartments 
and  engaged  in  a physical  altercation, 
according  to  campus  police  reports. 
No  charges  were  filed.  On  Sept.  23, 
there  was  an  altercation  involving  50- 
70  people  in  one  of  the  housing’s  park- 
ing lots.  One  person  was  taken  to  the 
hospital. 

According  to  campus  police  re- 
ports, there  have  also  been  a number 
of  cases  involving  drugs  and  alcohol. 
Centennial  Commons  has  a zero-tol- 
erancc  drug  policy,  which  means  that 


if  a resident  is  caught  with  alcohol  or 
drugs  on  the  property,  he  or  she  will 
be  immediately  evicted.  A handful  of 
students  have  decided  to  test  this 
policy,  including  two  individuals  who 
were  evicted  for  marijuana  possession 
during  the  first  week  of  school.  How- 
ever, since  the  apartment  complex  is 
owned  by  a private  company,  the  two 
students  were  not  expelled  from 
school.  Criminal  charges  were  filed, 
though. 

Zandy  Baker,  director  of  Centen- 
nial Commons,  declined  to  comment 
on  these  incidents. 

According  to  Hardersen,  many  of 
these  incidents  involved  non-resi- 
dents. 

Several  residents  who  did  not 


want  to  be  named  have  told  staff  mem- 
bers of  the  Blazer  that  they  feel  un- 
safe living  at  Centennial  Commons. 

“Of  course  there  are  going  to  be 
problems.  But  these  issues  of  safety  are 
going  to  be  hit  head-on,”  said 
Hardersen. 

Despite  these  incidents,  the  cam- 
pus police  and  college  administration 
remain  positive. 

“We  were  prepared  for  this,"  said 
Watch  Commander  Melvin  Cornelius. 
"Compared  to  the  other  community 
colleges  in  the  nation,  the  number  of 
incidents  is  relatively  low  " 

Hardersen  agreed.  “We  knew  that 
there  were  going  to  be  challenges. 
Anybody  who’s  visited  a college  or 
university’s  campus  housing  are  aware 


that  young  people  are  living  away  from 
home  for  the  first  time.  Part  of  their 
development  includes  learning  to  re- 
spect the  rights  and  space  of  others." 

Officials  hope  that  the  number  of 
incidents  at  Centennial  Commons  will 
decline  once  the  access  gate  and  club- 
house arc  finally  finished.  Also,  there 
is  a trespassing  ordinance  in  effect,  in 
which  non-residents  who  are  hanging 
around  the  apartments  will  be  ask  to 
show  identification.  If  they  do  not, 
they  will  be  asked  to  leave  immedi- 
ately. 

“V/c'rc  satisfied,  but  not  entirely 
satisfied.  There's  room  for  improve- 
ment ,"  said  Hardersen. 


Question  of 
the  Issue 
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Will  County  residents  rally  to  end  domestic  violence 


At  the  Will  Count y Take  Back  the  Night  rally  JJC  nursing  students  and faclulty 
demonstrate  that  domestic  violence  will  not  be  tolerated  in  the  community

Many  victims  of  domestic  vio- 
lence suffer  in  silence.  They  hide  their 
abuse  from  outsiders  who  could  help 
end  their  anguish.  They  do  this  as  a 
way  of  protecting  themselves  and 
sometimes  their  abusers.  Most  vic- 
tims express  the  feeling  that  nobody 
will  understand  them.  Therefore, 
many  victims  of  domestic  violence 
are  anonymous  sufferers. 

'Take  Back  the  Night"  was  cre- 
ated to  educate  the  public  of  the  hor- 
rors of  domestic  violencebecausc  it 
is  a crime  that  takes  place  behind 
closed  doors,  and  claims  many  inno- 
cent lives.  According  to  the  official 
Will  County  Take  Back  the  Night 
website,  only  one-seventh  of  all  do- 
mestic assaults  arc  reported  to  the 
police. 

The  rally  and  march  were  held 
on  Oct.  8 at  Joliet  Catholic  Academy 
from  6 p.m.  to  8 p.m.  Held  outside, 
the  event  demonstrated  the  unity  of 
Will  County  residents  coming  to- 
gether to  prevent  violence  against 
women. 

In  Germany  in  1973,  a flood  of 
murderous  crimes  were  being  com- 
mitted against  women.  Determined 
to  hinder  these  incidents,  the  coun- 
try took  action  and  created  Take  Back 
the  Night  rallies  as  a deterrent.  The 
rallies  gave  survivors  of  these  crimes 
the  opportunity  to  reclaim  their 
strength  and  to  regain  a feeling  of 
safety. 

Will  County  adopted  the  idea  in 


1997  and  it  soon  became  essential  to 
the  Joliet  area  for  providing  knowledge 
and  prevention  of  domestic  violence. 

"I  think  domestic  violence  is  a 
danger  to  our  society.  The  people  who 
have  been  recipients  of  domestic  vio- 
lence now  feel  more  comfortable  with 
coming  forward  and  filing  a complaint 
(police  report)  against  the  attackers," 
said  Sen.  Lawrence  Walsh  of  the  43"1 
district.  Walsh  has  been  involved  in  the 
Take  Back  the  Night  rallies  since  its 
inception. 

Walsh  feels  that  the  importance  of 
Will  County’s  Take  Back  the  Night 
rallies  holds  true  because,  as  he  sees 


it,  there  is  “no  room  for  violence,  pe- 
riod." A ceremonial  remembrance  to 
“empower  each  other"  and  an  an- 
nouncement that  listed  women  who 
had  lost  their  lives  through  domestic 
violence  served  as  the  focal  points  of 
this  year’s  sixth  annual  rally. 

Marching  to  the  beat  of  drum- 
ming by  participants,  the  family  mem- 
bers of  the  victims  were  led  on  to  the 
sidewalks  with  lit  candles.  Many  were 
wearing  the  names  of  perished  loved 

Approximately  200  to  250 
paricipants  marched  down  Larkin 
Avc.  and  Black  Rd.  while  chanting 


“take  back  the  night"  and  holding 
signs  echoing  their  compassion. 

This  year’s  Take  Back  the  Night 
rally  was  particularly  moving  for 
Marcelina  Arthur.  She  came  to  light  a 
candle  for  her  18-ycar-old  daughter 
Tyrancisha  Arthur,  who  was  killed  on 
June  1 6.  Tyraneisha  was  due  to  attend 
JJC  this  semester,  and  Marcelina  said, 
"I  sure  hate  that  she  didn't  get  to  go." 

Though  Arthur  was  feeling  ill, 
she  felt  compelled  to  let  the  public 
know  that  tolerating  violence  against 
women  should  end.  She  hopes  that  her 
attendance  at  the  rally  would  signify 
this. 

“It's  going  to  hurt  for  a while,  and 
it's  going  to  take  some  time,  but  it’s 
going  to  be  okay,"  said  Arthur  of  her 
daughter’s  death. 

Although  the  number  of  people 
in  attendance  at  this  year's  rally  at  first 
appeared  to  be  disappointing,  the 
crowd  grew  as  the  participants  moved 
farther  down  Larkin. 

"I  am  here  to  show  my  support  in 
the  fight  against  domestic  violence  and 
to  make  people  aware  that  this  is  a 
serious  issue  that  needs  to  be  stopped," 
said  Theresa  Lombardlc,  JJC  nursing 
student. 

JJC  nursing  instructors  Lora 
McGuire  and  Colleen  Kcstcl- 
Branchaw  stongly  encouraged  their 
students  to  participate  in  this  event. 

"Domestic  violence  is  really  a 
public  health  issue,  so  that  is  why  I 
think  it  is  important  for  nursing  stu- 
dents to  be  involved,"  said  McGuire. 
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Practice  your  right  for  democracy-vote  and  have  your  voice  heard 


Come  Tuesday,  Nov.  5,  citizens 
will  have  (he  chance  to  voice  their 
opinions  about  local  government  when 
they  go  to  the  voting  polls.  Political 
candidates  will  be  selected  to  repre- 
sent the  will  of  the  people  and  make 
decisions  on  issues  such  as  gun  con- 
trol. health  care,  abortion  and  human 
rights.  These  arc  strong  issues  that 
affect  all  U.S  citizens. 

According  to  the  2000  census,  the 
population  of  Will  County  consists  of 
502,266  residents,  Of  that  number, 
only  293,864  registered  voters  for  the 
March  primaries.  And  out  of  those 
registered  voters,  only  33  percent 
turned  out  to  vote  for  the  primary  elec- 
tion. 

With  low  voter  turnout,  some 
people  may  ask  why  they  should  even 
vote,  especially  in  nationwide  elec- 
tions where  some  feci  as  though  their 
votes  don't  count.  However,  others 
feel  that  voting  is  an  important  issue 
that  needs  to  be  addressed. 


"Voting  is  what  democracy  is  all 
about,  that's  why  we  live  here.  It's 
our  responsibility  to  vote,”  said  Don 
Billings,  a student  at  JJC. 

Not  only  should  students  vote,  but 
they  should  also  be  proud  that  they 
have  the  right  to  choose  the  candidates 
who  will  represent  them  in  the  years 
to  come.  For  example,  in  countries 
like  Iraq  and  Cuba,  people  are  stuck 
with  dictators  who  answer  only  to 
themselves,  not  the  general  public. 

However,  some  students  feel  that 
most  candidates  running  for  political 
offices  do  not  represent  the  will  of  the 
younger  voters.  Students  seem  to  care 
little  about  issues  such  as  Medicare 
and  retirement  plans  especially  when 
college  tuition  is  skyrocketing.  Often 
times,  students  also  feel  that  they  can- 
not relate  to  the  candidates  them- 
selves. The  age  gap  between  candi- 
dates and  students  may  be  just  one  of 
the  barriers  that  needs  to  be  crossed 
in  order  to  produce  higher  voter  turn- 


out among  students. 

During  Bill  Clinton’s  1992  presi- 
dential campaign,  he  made  an  effort 
to  relate  to  younger  voters.  For  ex- 
ample, he  appeared  on  the  Anscnio 
Hall  show  and  played  the  saxophone 
to  show  that  even  though  he  was  run- 
ning for  the  highest-ranking  political 
office  in  the  United  States,  he  could 
still  have  fun.  Clinton's  actions  to  ap- 
peal to  younger  voters  may  have  helped 
increase  voter  turn  out  in  1992. , 

According  to  USA  Today,  Voter 
turn  out  grew  by  eight  percent  in  j 992 
when  37  percent  of  registered  voters 
aged  1 8 to  29  cast  their  ballots,  com- 
pared to  29  percent  in  1988.  Some- 
thing candidates  must  learn  is  that  they 
need  to  work  harder  to  reach  a younger 
audience.  If  they  did,  then  students  will 
most  likely  become  more  involved  in 
the  voting  process. 

While  voting  should  be  important 
to  everyone,  it  often  is  not.  There  will 
probably  never  be  a candidate  who 


SPAM  is  more  than  just  a nuisance

Last  summer,  I went  to  Minne- 
sota for  a week  and  a half.  As  soon 
as  I returned,  I eagerly  checked  my 
e-mail  to  see  if  my  employer  had  sent 
me  some  valuable  information.  In- 
deed, his  letter  was  in  my  inbox,  ac- 
companied by  198  junk  e-mails.  Like 
most  other  Americans  logged  on  to 
the  World  Wide  Web,  I was  (and  still 
am)  a victim  of  Spam. 

Spam  is  computer  Vrngo  for  those 
irritating  messages  that  arc  sent  out 
in  bulk  to  unsuspecting  recipients.  In 
the  process,  it  clogs  up  e-mail  inboxes 
and  discussion  groups.  Most  of  these 
messages  are  commercial,  sent  out  by 
shady  Internet  corporations  to  hun- 
dreds and  thousands  of  individuals 
and  businesses. 

Most  people  just  shrug  off  these 
messages  as  just  harmless  and  annoy- 
ing nuisances.  However,  it  is  much 
more  than  that.  For  one  thing,  Spam 
is  probably  one  of  the  only  advertis- 
ing techniques  that  cost  the  consumer 
more  money  than  the  advertisers.  For 
example,  according  to 
spam.abusc.net.  Internet-server 
America  Online  was  receiving  over 
18  million  spams  per  day  from  a 
single  company.  Assuming  that  it 
takes  only  10  seconds  for  an  AOL 


user  to  delete  just  one  of  these  junk  c- 
mails.  that  adds  up  to  5,000  hours  per 
day  of  manpower  needed  to  delete  all 
of  these  messages! 

One  study  estimates  that  70  per- 
cent of  all  of  the  e-mail  that  is  cur- 
rently floating  around  the  Internet 
servers  is  junk  e-mail  alone.  Some- 
times the  servers  get  so  overloaded 
with  all  of  this  garbage  that  they  are 
forced  to  shut  down  temporarily 

Obviously,  spam  is  more  than  just 
harmless,  annoying  nuisances.  It  costs 
consumers  and  businesses  money  and 

Many  political  leaders  have  al- 
ready suggested  plans  to  deal  with 
spam.  But  in  my  opinion,  the  best  so- 
lution to  this  problem  is  an  extension 
of  an  existing  law  banningjunk  faxes. 
About  ten  years  ago,  legislators  ruled 
that  sending  junk  ads  through  fax 
machines  was  illegal  because  they 
clogged  up  the  recipient’s  systems  and 
cost  them  money,  while  the  sender  was 
charged  very  little. 

Rep.  Christopher  Smith  of  New 
Jersey  has  proposed  this  plan  to  ex- 
pand the  law  into  e-mails.  He  also  pro- 
poses that  people  can  file  civil  suits 
for  S500  per  message  against  the  send- 
ers. This  sounds  good  to  me! 

Of  course,  there  are  people  out 
there  who  are  fighting  against  spam 


regulation.  Obviously,  these  are 'the 
spammers  themselves,  who  argue  that 
regulation  is  a violation  of  their  right 
to  freedom  of  speech.  However,  the 
First  Amendment  only  guarantees  the 
right  to  speak  your  mind,  not  to1  be 
heard.  In  this  country,  we  all  have  the 
full  right  to  speak  our  minds  anyway 
we  feel,  but  that  doesn’t  give  us  the 
right  to  force  people  to  listen.  Though 
spammers  don’t  physically  force 

people  to  read  their  ads.  they  do  force 
people  to  listen  by  clogging  up  e-mail 
services  and  by  costing  people  and 
businesses  time  and  money. 

So  does  the  First  Amendment 
protect  spam  companies  from  govern- 
ment regulation?  In  my  opinion,  hell 
no! 

Of  course  you  could  always  get 
some  anti-spam  software  to  prevent 
it  from  even  entering  your  inbox. 
However,  most  are  ineffective  at  get- 
ting rid  of  all  of  the  junk  e-mail. 

For  these  reasons,  the  govern- 
ment needs  to  step  in  and  start  regu- 
lating spam.  If  somebody  doesn't  do 
something,  then  there  is  no  reason 
why  the  number  of  spams  circulat- 
ing around  won’t  increase.  Who 
knows,  next  summer  when  I get  back 
from  my  next  trip,  there  could  be  500 
or  even  1,000  junk  e-mails  sitting  in 
my  inbox

I 
took  the  information  I got  from  the 
article  and  set  part  of  the  story  in  the 
South  Pole,”  he  said. 

So  it  goes  to  show,  inspiration  is 
everywhere. 

Oliveri  has  some  valuable  advice 
for  other  writers:  “keep  writing,  learn 
to  take  critcism  and  be  patient.”  He 
also  added  that  when  you  finish  one 
project,  immediately  start  another  one. 
“Don’t  stop,  just  keep  writing.”

With  the  help  of  his  vast  collec- 
tion of  horror  novels  and  comic  books 
that  he  has  accumlated  since  child- 
hood, JJC  graduate  Mike  Oliveri  has 
definitely  learned  how  to  write  great 
horror  stories.  On  June  8 his  knowl- 
edge of  story-telling  was  recognized 
by  the  Horror  Writer’s  Association. 
On  that  night,  he  was  awarded  the 
Bram  Stoker  Award  for  Superior 
Achievement  for  a First  Novel  for  his 
book.  Deadliest  of  Species. 

Deadliest  of  Species  is  the  story 
about  a recently  divorced  man  who 
travels  west  and  encounters  a small 
city  called  Rapture,  which  is  com- 
pletely controlled  by  witches. 

Like  most  authors,  Oliveri  got 
his  start  as  a writer  when  he  was  a 
young  boy.  A huge  fan  of  role-play- 
ing games,  he  would  often  write  fan- 
tasy short  stories  with  his  closest 
friends  as  the  main  characters.  They 
were  portrayed  as  heroes  with  many 
epic  adventures,  somewhat  like  the 
X-Men. 

"It  was  the  1 980s,  and  it  was  the 
time  when  every  kid  wanted  to  be 
Rambo  or  Gl  Joe,"  he  said. 

Unlike  most  horror  novelists, 
Mike  tends  to  shy  away  from  using 


' supernatural  elements  to  drive  his  sto- 

"I  tend  to  concentrate  on  the  char- 
acters and  plot  more  than  the  special 
effects,"  he  said. 

His  two  most  favorite  writers  arc 
Richard  Layman  and  Jack  Ketchum. 
He  especially  enjoys  Ketchum’s  nov- 
els because  his  books  feature  “realis- 
tic horror",  which  means  that  the  au- 
thor draws  the  suspense  not  from  su- 
pernatural subplots  but  from  the  mo- 
tives and  minds  of  the  characters.  This 
is  how  Oliveri  writes  as  well. 

When  it  comes  to  his  career  as  a 
professional  writer,  Mike  would  like 
to  go  the  whole  nine  yards.  Currently, 
his  agent  is  working  to  sell  Deadliest 
of  Species  to  a major  publishing 
house.  His  next  novel,  entitled  Awak- 
ened, is  also  up  for  sale.  Mike  hopes 
that  he  can  get  his  novels  published 
in  cither  hardcover  or  as  a mass-mar- 
ket paperback. 

Originally  bom  near  Pittsburgh, 
Penn,  in  1975,  his  family  moved  to 
Lombard  when  he  was  still  a small 
child.  During  his  junior  year  in  high 
school  his  family  then  moved  again, 
this  time  to  Wilmington,  where  he  at- 
tended Reed-Custer  High  School.  He 
graduated  from  there  in  1993. 

After  working  as  a retail  manager 
at  Circuit  City,  he  attended  JJC,  where

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Say  cheese!  New  photo  IDs  required  for  Cyber  Cafe

This  semester,  after  several 
months  of  planning,  the  academic 
computing  department  has  added  an- 
other feature  to  the  lab,  a new  photo 
ID  pilot  program  designed  to  help  stu- 
dents and  increase  security. 

In  addition  to  being  funded  by  stu- 
dent technology  fees,  the  Cyber  Cafe 
is  the  only  lab  where  students  can  talk, 
eat.  play  computcr/video  games  and 
listen  to  music.  The  lab  was  created 
several  years  ago  and  was  continually 
improved  each  semester  with  things 
like  a pool  table,  vending  machines 
and  the  latest  gaming  software.  It  is 
located  in  the  D building. 

The  IDs  arc  part  of  a new  sign-in 
process  that  was  designed  to  make  the 
Cyber  Cafe  easier  to  use.  Last  semes- 
ter students  would  go  to  the  student 
service  center  or  library  to  print  out  a 


paper  ID  and  then  bring  it  to  the  lab 
where  it  was  placed  on  the  board  with 
plastic  holders  on  it  representing  an 
available  computer. 

This  caused  difficulties  because 
students  who  were  not  signed  in  were 
using  the  computers,  and  students 
would  frequently  forget  their  IDs. 
Also,  because  there  was  no  picture, 
anyone  could  show  up  with  someone 
else’s  ID. 

Now,  students  need  to  have  their 
picture  taken  and  have  their  name  and 
student  ID  number  filed  at  the  lab  and 
placed  on  their  ID.  If  they  lose  their 
ID,  they  must  pay  S5  to  have  a new 
one  made  or  pay  50  cents  if  they  leave 
it  in  the  lab.  When  students  arrive, 
they  present  their  photo  ID  to  the  lab 
attendant  and  arc  issued  either  a num- 
bered orange  card  for  regular  Internet 
use  or  a numbered  green  card  for  gam- 
ing computers.  Each  card  is  placed  on

the  upper  right  hand  of  the  computer 
monitor  where  the  student  is  stationed, 
indicating  that  they  are  legitimate  us- 
ers. This  allows  for  the  academic  com- 
puting staff  to  quickly  identify  any  stu- 
dent that  has  not  signed  in  or  does  not 
belong 

"I’ve  been  very  pleased.  We’ve 
had  very  few  complaints  about  it  from 
students,"  said  academic  computing 
supervisor  Betty  Zarske.  “A  lot  of 
people  are  enthusiastic  about  having 
a real  ID." 

Academic  computing  employee 
and  gaming  club  adviser  Rich  Bcrrill 
has  also  noticed  the  program's  effect 
on  the  lab. 

“I  would  say  the  biggest  benefit 
is  we  know  who  is  and  who  is  not  a 
student  in  the  lab.  It’s  easier  for  us  to 
manage  the  lab  from  that  point  of  view. 
It’s  easier  when  a student  comes  in. 
They  have  to  come  up  to  the  front  so 


we  know  that  they’re  a student  and  it’s 
easier  to  get  them  in  and  out  faster." 

But  does  the  new  process  work 
for  students? 

“It’s  a lot  easier.  Now  you  can  just 
look  in  the  room  and  sec  which  com- 
puters arc  open  rather  than  trying  to 
go  up  with  the  old  system,"  said  stu- 
dent Jim  Stapleton  “I  think  it’s  really 
good.  It’s  better  than  the  old  paper 
IDs  that  they  had  The  new  ones  are 
more  efficient  and  look  better." 

Student  Jeremy  Dew  agrees.  “The 
picture  IDs  arc  better.  I can’t  steal 
someone’s  ID  and  get  on  the 
computer  ..and  there’s  less  waiting 
around  for  computers." 

However,  he  wasn’t  so  happy 
about  paying  the  $5  fine  for  losing  his 
ID 

“No,  no.  I don’t  like  that.  It’s  a 
little  too  steep.” 

According  to  Zarske,  the  fine  is 


designed  to  cover  the  costs  for  mak- 
ing the  IDs  (around  S2  each)  and  act 
as  a deterrent  to  losing  or  mass-pro- 
ducing them.  Last  semester  one  stu- 
dent reportedly  printed  out  over  50 
paper  IDs  so  he  would  always  have 
one  on  hand.  Also,  students  were  fre- 
quently forgetting  their  IDs  in  the  lab, 
leaving  a stack  of  them  by  the  end  of 
each  semester. 

Zarske  anticipates  that  an  addi- 
tional 500  IDs  will  be  issued  before 
the  end  of  the  spring  semester.  She 
also  stated  that  the  IDs,  which  are 
valid  for  four  semesters,  will  be  issued 
until  something  better  can  better 
implemented.  But  for  now  the  current 
system  is  working  well  and  helping 
students  enjoy  their  experience  using 
the  Cyber  Cafe.  g— .

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Illinois  governor’s  race  heats  up  for  Ryan  and  Blagojevich

It’s  2002  and  once  again  Illinois 
voters  are  preparing  to  go  to  the  polls 
in  November  to  elect  the  next  gover- 
nor of  the  state.  The  two  candidates 
in  the  forefront  of  the  election  arc  Illi- 
nois Attorney  General  Jim  Ryan  (Re- 
publican, seen  below)  and  Congress- 
man Rod 
Blagojcvech 
(Demo- 
crat). Both 
of  these 

tive  Chica- 
goans and 
have  col- 
lege de- 
grees in  law.  Blagojevich  graduated 
from  Pepperdine  University  in  1983 
and  Ryan  graduated  from  Chicago- 
Kcnt  University  in  1971. 

These  two  candidates  have  their 
hands  full  with  important  issues  that 
the  citizens  across  Illinois  are  con- 
cerned with,  including  crime,  pre- 
scription drug  plans  for  senior  citizens 
and  the  quality  of  education  through- 
out the  state. 

Of  course  the  most  important  is- 
sue to  col  lege  students  concerns  finan- 
cial aid.  Blagoevich  has  proposed  a 
series  of  reforms  that  are  designed  to 
hold  the  line  on  increases  in  tuition 


at  state  colleges  and  universities.  He 
also  wants  to  "simplify  and  stream- 
line" the  filing  process  for  students 
who  apply  for  financial  aid. 

According  to  Jim  Ryan's  website, 
his  focus  on  education  is  mainly  for 
students  in  grade  school  through  high 
school.  He  supports  the  plan  to  hire 
more  teachers  for  grades  K through 
12. 

Another  big  issue  is  the  state's 
budget.  Ryan  believes  that  the  next 
governor  of  Illinois  must  bring  integ- 
rity to  state  government  and  return 
sanity  to  the  budgeting  process.  In  his 
plan  he  says  that  the  state  must  not 
spend  money  it  docs  not  have. 

Yet,  according  to  the  Chicago 
Sun-Times,  Ryan  went  to  bat  for  Gov. 
George  Ryan  on  steep  salary  increases 
for  the  governor’s  senior  aids.  Ryan 
crafted  a little-known  legal  opinion  in 
March  2001 . It  paved  the  way  for  more 
than  two  dozen  of  George  Ryan's  top 
staffers  receiving  pay  hikes  as  high  as 
16  percent. 

If  elected  governor,  Jim  Ryan  will 
appoint  a commission  to  review  all  the 
aspects  of  state  government.  Member- 
ship will  come  from  many  sectors  of 
society,  but  he  will  draw  heavily  from 
the  state’s  business  community. 

Blagojevich  said,  “The  state's  bal- 
looning budget  crisis  is  the  direct  re- 
sult of  years  of  misplaced  priorities,

public  to  be  able  to  see  what  their 
money  is  being  spent  on  and  having 
the  plan  for  the  public  to  see  before 
any  vote  is  taken. 

Both  candidates  have  had  expe- 
rience dealing  with  the  criminal  ele- 
ment of  Illinois.  Ryan  was  elected 
Dupage  County  States  Attorney  in 
1984  and  then  re-elected  in  '88  and 
'92.  His  office  started  a statewide  pro- 
gram that  recognized  the  symptoms 
of  domestic  abuse  in  hospital  emer- 
gency rooms.  He  also  developed  anti- 
gang initiates,  fought  for  legislation 
to  stop  child  abuse  and  domestic  vio- 
lence and  boosted  protection  for  se- 
nior citizens. 

As  a Cook  County  Assistant 
States  Attorney,  Blagoevich  pros- 
ecuted domestic  abuse  cases  and 
felony  weapons  charges. 

As  November  draws  near,  many 
people  arc  still  undecided  about  who 
they  will  support  for  governor.  Both 
candidates  have  been  spending  a lot 
of  money  on  TV  ads.  As  of  last  week, 
Blagojevich  was  still  leading  the  polls 
by  about  ten  points  although  Ryan  had 
closed  the  gap.

Student  reports  on 
hauntings  at  Bachelor’s 
Grove  Cemetery

On  a late  October  evening,  around 
12:15.  my  friend  Erica  and  I began 
our  journey.  Our  destination  was 
Bachelor’s  Grove  Cemetery  in  Tinley 
Park.  Our  reason  to  go  was  to  find  out 
what  the  big  deal  is.  Bachelor’s  Grove 
is  a supposedly  haunted  cemetery,  one 
of  the  many  in  Northern  Illinois.  The 
Grove,  as  it  is  referred  to  by  young 
adventurers  of  the  Tinley  area,  has 
been  abandoned  for  nearly  six  decades. 


An  obvious  clue  to  the 
possibility  of  haunted  spirits 
was  the  lack  of  sounds  in  the 
surrounding  wooded  area. 
There  were  no  sounds  of  any 
animals  or  insects.  It  was 
completely  silent. 


There  is  a range  of  headstones 
dating  back  as  early  as  1843  and  as 
late  as  1 950.  Some  of  them  are  so  old 
the  dates  and  names  no  longer  are  leg- 
ible. There  are  only  20  or  so  head- 
stones in  the  cemetery,  none  of  which 
have  been  exhumed. 

One  headstone  in  particular  does 
not  have  a name  or  year.  It  just  says 
“Infant  Child"  The  local  folklore  is 
that  every  visitor  to  this  site  is  to  leave 
a toy  by  the  child’s  grave  as  a gift  to 
its  unrested  spirit.  There  is  a large 


headstone  next  to  the  child's.  This 
stone  is  around  seven  feet  tall  and 
about  eight  and  a half  wide. 

Most  of  the  headstones  have  been 
knocked  over  by  disrespectful  hooli- 
gans. There  is  one  grave  on  the  north- 
ern side  of  the  site  that  always  gets 
picked  on.  It  has  been  dug  up  many 
times  over  the  years. 

As  Erica  and  I explored  the  pe- 
rimeter we  found  sleeping  bags,  blan- 
kets, pillows  and  flashlights  that  were 
left  behind  by  some  freaked-out  kids. 
An  obvious  clue  to  the  possibility  of 
haunted  spirits  was  the  lack  of  sounds 
in  the  surrounding  wooded  area.  There 
were  no  sounds  of  any  animals  or  in- 
sects. It  was  completely  silent. 

The  cemetery  itself  is  only  about 
half  an  acre  square  and  is  overgrown 
with  weeds,  but  the  woods  surround- 
ing it  is  about  10-11  acres.  There  are 
trails  that  run  in  all  different  direc- 
tions through  the  woods.  A small  lake 
(about  half  the  size  of  JJC’s  lake)  lies 
on  the  eastern  side  of  the  cemetery. 
Legend  has  it  that  the  infamous  A I 
Capone  would  have  the  bodies  of 
people  that  he  had  killed  dumped  into 
the  lake. 

The  best  time  to  go  to  Bachelor’s 
Grove  is  during  a full  moon.  The  paths 
are  illuminated  by  the  glow  of  the 
moon,  so  you  don’t  need  flashlights. 
Also,  because  it  is  private  property,  the 
cops  could  give  you  a hefty  fine.  How- 
ever, most  ofthetime  theyjust  tell  you 
to  go  home. 

Bachelor’s  Grove  is  an  intriguing 
place  to  visit  if  the  ghostly  realm  peeks 
your  interest.  However,  there  are  a few 
things  you  need  to  keep  in  mind  be- 


fore you  venture  out  to  Bachelor’s 
Grove.  First,  don’t  go  alone,  you  don’t 
what  or  who  could  be  in  there.  Sec- 
ond, you  should  carry  a cell  phone  in 
case  something  happens.  Third,  don’t 
expect  anything,  just  go  to  experience 
the  thrill  and  beauty  of  an  old  cem- 
etery. Finally,  you  should  bring  a 
flashlight,  toy  and  a note  to  leave. 


These  were  just  observations  of 
one  specific  night.  Wc  did  not  see  any 
mysterious  figures  or  orbs.  These 
words  arc  purely  to  ponder  and  peck 
the  interest  of  future  parapsychology 
enthusiasts. 

Again,  if  you  go  to  Bachelor’s 
Grove,  be  respectful.  It  may  be  haunted 
but  it’s  still  a cemetery.

Red  Dragon  breathes  horror

“A  census  taker  once  tried  to  test 
me.  I ate  his  liver  with  some  fava  beans 
and  a nice  chianti." 

It  is  perhaps  one  of  the  most  chill- 
ing lines  uttered  in  movie  history  and, 
quite  possibly,  the  most  terrifying 
phrase  of  the  90s.  Just  thinking  of  Sir 
Anthony  Hopkin’s  Hannibal  Lector 
leaning  against  the  side  of  his  cell  with 
his  eyes  focused  on  Jodie  Foster’s 
Clarice  Starling  uttering  those  words 
sends  chills  down  my  spine.  The  Si- 
lence of  the 
Lambs  is  quite 
possibly  one  of 
the  greatest 
films  of  all 
time.  Unfortu- 
nately, ten 
years  later, 

Thomas  Harris 
finally  wrote  a 
much-antici- 
pated sequel  to 
Silence  that 
was  called 
Hannibal , the 
most  ghastly, 
unappealing, 
despicably 
horrible  film  Sir  Anthony  Hopkins  a 

of  2001  (see 
Best  & Worst 

of  200 1 on  my  web  site).  On  the  other 
hand,  Red  Dragon , the  prequel  to  Si- 
lence, is  much,  much  better 

Director  Michael  Mann  has  al- 
ready adapted  Re d Dragon  into  1986’s 
under-seen,  low-key  Manhunter.  In 
fact,  in  Manhunter,  Hannibal  Lecter 
(played  by  Brian  Cox)  is  only  a low- 
profile  psycho  with  only  a few  min- 
utes of  on-screen  time.  In  Red  Dragon 
director  Brett  Ratner  (Rush  Hour)  ex- 
pands the  role  for  Hopkins’  full-circle 
portrayal  of  Lecter. 

The  film  starts  with  Lecter  as  the 
noted  psychiatrist  who  is  about  to  be 
captured  by  FBI  agent  Will  Graham 
(Edward  Norton).  Fast-forward  a few 
years.  Graham  is  in  early  retirement- 
enjoying  life  with  his  wife  (Mary 
Louise  Parker)  and  Lecter  is  behind 
bars.  However  a new  serial  killer 
named  Francis  Dollarhyde  (Ralph 
Fiennes),  nicknamed  the  “Tooth  Fairy" 
is  breaking  into  family  homes,  killing 
them,  breaking  every  mirror  in  the 


house  and  using  the  shards  to  imbed 
into  the  victims’  eyes.  Whoa! 

So,  FBI  honcho  Jack  Crawford 
(Harvey  Kietel)  makes  Graham  come 
out  of  retirement  to  help  hunt  the 
"Tooth  Fairy”  down  As  Graham  be- 
gins to  search  for  clues  and  leads,  the 
editor  to  the  tabloid  The  National  Tat- 
tler (Philip  Seymour  Hoffman),  who 
followed  Graham  when  he  captured 
Lecter,  begins  to  follow  him  again. 
Meanwhile.  Dollarhyde  falls  for  a 
blind  co-worker  (Emily  Watson)  but 
begins  to  go  crazy  because  of  his  ex- 
tremely screwed-up  childhood.

like  Clarice  Starling). 

But  what  makes  this  different 
from  other  films  is  the  suspense  fac- 
tor. Much  of  the  anticipation  is  as 
strong  and  pleasing  as  that  of  Silence. 
Fiennes  is  perhaps  at  his  finest.  He 
has  emerged  as  a talented  film  pres- 
ence since  his  brilliant  turn  as  a Nazi 
officer  in  Schindler's  List  He  is  both 
creepy  and  scary,  as  well  as  sincere 
and  almost  alluring  in  certain  scenes. 

Watson  and  Norton  arc  equally 
impressive.  Kietel,  Parker  and 
Hoffman  hold  their  own.  But  who 
could  forget  Hopkins?  The  alter  ego 
of  Hannibal  Lecter  is  as  magnificently 
brilliant  as  he  was  in  Silence.  Last 
but  not  least,  the  score  by  composer 
Danny  Elfman  ( Sleepy  Hollow , Spi- 
der-Man) is  appropriately  creepy, 
spooky  and  dark-it’s  definitely  an 
Oscar  contender.

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JJC  tastes  the  realities  of  alcoholism

Peers  Promoting  Wellness  spon- 
sored the  National  Collegiate  Alcohol 
Awareness  Week  from  Oct.  21  to  the 
24  It  was  a week  filled  with  stories, 
food  and  information  that  could 
change  anybody's  attitude  on  alcohol 
and  drunk  driving. 


On  Monday  Pam  Dilday,  Peers 
Promoting  Wellness  sponsor,  began 
the  week  by  saying  "if  you  feed  them

they  will  come,  and  they  will  leave 
with  something."  She  was  right. 
About  50  people  stopped  by  the  bridge 
on  Monday  to  hear  comedian  Wendi 
Fox  tell  her  story.  They  also  enjoyed 
complimentary  sandwiches  and  juice. 
Fox.  who  was  fighting  a touch  of  the 
flu,  talked  abut  her  alcoholic  family 
and  the  problems  she  faced  when  abus- 
ing alcohol.  Though  the  topic  matter 
was  somber,  she  retained  a sense  of 
humor  that  made  the  crowd  laugh. 

"The  presentation  was  good  and 


uplifting,"  said  Jon  Streich,  a student 
in  the  crowd.  “I  especially  liked  when 
she  said  we  should  act  a little  more 
like  children." 

On  Tuesday,  Joliet  police  officers 
Ed  Johnson  and  John  Hank  were  on 
the  bridge  demonstrating  a driving 
simulator  and  fatal  vision  goggles. 
The  goggles  were  designed  to  show 
the  user  how  an  intoxicated  individual 
secs  the  world.  Hence,  most  partici- 
pating students  stumbled,  shook  and 
even  fell  over. 

Participating  students  put  on  the 
goggles  and  were  asked  by  the  offic- 
ers to  walk  heel  to  toe  on  a straight 
line  and  then  count  their  the  steps.  At 
the  end  of  the  line  they  were  told  to 
pivot  and  repeat. 

“In  the  heel  to  toe  test  we  arc  look- 
ing for  the  length  of  time  it  takes  the 
person  to  walk,  balance,  the  skipping 
of  number,  and  how  well  directions  arc 
followed."  said  Johnson.  Another  test 
featured  an  officer  holding  a pen  about 
1 2 inches  away  from  the  person's  eyes. 
Then,  the  person  is  asked  to  look  to 
the  left  without  swaying  their  head  to 
the  right.  If  alcohol  has  been  con- 
sumed. the  pupils  will  bounce  back 
and  forth. 

“I  thought  I could  do  it  easily.  It 
makes  you  realize  the  cops  do  know 
what  they  are  doing,"  said  Adam 
Castillo,  a student  participating  in  the 
events. 

The  officers  also  posted  a chart 
showing  that  the  average  cost  of  a DUI 
without  a conviction  is  close  to 
SI  2,000. 

Wednesday  was  by  far  the  most 
emotional  day.  Mock  tails  were  served 
and  the  students  were  able  to  hear  first 
hand  about  the  pain  and  anguish  a 
drunk  driver  can  bring  to  a family 


from  Toni  Wilda.  About  10  years  ago, 
Wilda’s  youngest  son  David,  a 15- 
year-old  high  school  sophomore,  was 
walking  with  his  new  girlfriend  on  the 
corner  of  Jefferson  and  Wilcox  in 
Joliet.  Because  his  mother  taught  him 
to  always  be  a gentleman,  his  new  girl- 
friend was  on  his  right  side  holding 
his  hand. 

Then,  a car  going  80  miles  per 
hour  in  a 35  mile  per  hour  zone  hit 
David  from  behind,  instantly  killing 
him.  The  driver  was  20-ycars-old  and 
drunk,  on  his  way  to  pick  up  more  beer 
from  a local  liquor  store. 

Toni,  who  runs  the  local  chapter 
of  MAAD,  told  how  her  son's  killer 
only  spent  eight  days  in  jail  and  then 
fled  the  country. 

"f  would  not  wish  what  I have 
gone  through  in  the  past  nine  years 
on  my  worst  enemy,  the  man  that 
killed  my  son,  so  if  I can  change  one 
person's  view  by  sharing  my  story, 
than  I have  done  my  part,"  said  Wilda. 


Thursday  was  a much  lighter  day 
Students  and  faculty  participated  in  a 
game  of  JJC  Squares.  The  faculty 
members  were  asked  a question  about 
alcohol  and  the  students  picked  a fac- 
ulty member  who  they  thought  knew 
the  answer,  much  like  Hollywood 
Squares.  The  winning  students  were 
awarded  with  prizes. 

"It  was  a lot  of  fun  watching  the 
teachers  get  involved  with  everything. 
It  showed  they  cared."  said  Tricia 
Fournier,  a student  contestant. 

The  week  raised  a lot  of  aware- 
ness of  the  dangers  of  drinking  and 
driving  while  intoxicated  The  mam 
point  that  got  across  was  that  \f  you 
are  going  to  drink,  then  don’t  drive. 
unless  you're  willing  to  pay  the  con- 
sequences. Toni  Wilda  summed  up  the 
week. 

"An  accident  is  something  that 
can  be  prevented  simply  by  not  get- 
ting in  a car  after  you  have  been  drink- 
ing," she  said. 


BSU  forum  addresses  the  emotional  issue  of  chaos 


Chaos  in  the  black 
community,  in  movies 
and  from  within 
discussed  at  forum

On  Oct.  17,  the  Black  Student 
Union  presented  a highly  charged  fo- 
rum called  "Stop  the  Madness."  This 
meeting  was  designed  to  address  many 
issues  that  affect  the  African  American 
community  in  the  United  States. 

The  topics  discussed  included 
chaos  in  the  black  community,  chaos 
in  African  American  identity,  chaos  in 
the  movie  industry  and  chaos  between 
black  men  and  women.  According  to 
the  BSU.  chaos  applies  to  negative  and 
generalized  problems. 

"It  is  a necessity  to  educate  our- 
selves before  promoting  awareness  to 
others."  said  Chris  Parker.  Public  Re- 
lations Director  for  the  BSU 

Many  prominent  African  Ameri- 
cans from  JJC  and  around  the  commu- 
nity spoke  at  the  forum,  which  included 
Maurice  Fears,  the  director  of  Activi- 
ties at  the  local  YMCA.  Terrance  Will- 
iams. JJC's  star  football  player  and 
l-avon  Pettis.  JJC's  student  trustee  The 
moderator  was  Joshua  Edmon.  BSU 
education  chairperson. 


Fears  spoke  passionately  about 
the  chaos  in  many  black  families.  He 
stated  that  from  his  experience  as  the 
Director  of  YMCA  Activities,  he  has 
learned  that  chaos  begins  early  in  a 
child's  home  life,  including  the  lack 
of  both  parents  in  the  household. 

Williams  was  completely  over- 
whelmed with  emotion  and  desire  dur- 
ingthc  meeting  because  he  felt  it  was 
really  great  that  the  local  African 
American  community  could  get  to- 
gether and  talk  heart  to  heart  about 
important  matters  He  also  talked 
about  the  need  to  instill  more  Chris- 
tian values  into  families 

Though  there  were  disagreements 


at  the  forum,  most  participants  did 
agree  on  many  topics.  For  one.  many 
believe  that  the  movie  industry  is  a 
problem  because  often  films  do  not 
portray  the  reality  of  African  Ameri- 
can life. 

“People  are  classifying  us  by  the 
movies."  said  Parker.  "We  need  to  rise 
to  the  occasion  and  address  issues  that 
depict  a better  image  of  our  charac- 

Anothcr  major  topic  was  imagery. 
The  group  talked  extensively  about 
how  African  Americans  arc  viewed  by 
others,  as  well  as  how  integrity  and 
beliefs  in  the  black  community  have 
weakened  over  the  last  few  decades. 


In  the  end.  Marcel 
Fears,  youth  minister  at  Re- 
deem Church  of  God  in 
Christ  and  a junior  at 
Roosevelt  University,  led  a 
group  prayer  with  every- 
body holding  hands.

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Invading  Iraq:  A Necessity  or  Disaster  Waiting  to  Happen

On  Oct.  10,  Congress  gave  Presi- 
dent George  W.  Bush  the  power  to  use 
militaryforcc  against  Iraq  ifnccessary. 
This  action  by  Congress  is  just  another 
step  that  may  lead  to  a major  war  in 
the  Persian  Gulf  to  overthrow  Iraqi 
dictator  Saddam  Hussein  and  his  rc- 
&imc. 

In  fact,  some  military  experts  es- 
timate that  the  best  time  to  launch  a 
military  attack  would  be  from  Decem- 
ber to  February.  However,  despite 
Bush’s  strong  dedication,  there  arc 
many  risks  involved  that  could  seri- 
ously affect  the  United  States. 

The  strongest  case  against  an 
eventual  attack  against  Iraq  is  the 
major  harm  it  could  do  against  thp  all 
ready  unsteady  U S.  economy.  The 
1991  Persian  Gulf  War  cost  the  United 
States  and  its  allies  S60  billion,  but 
the  allies  picked  up  80  percent  of  the 
tab. 

However,  this  time  around  the 
United  Stales  may  have  to  go  into  Iraq 
without  many  of  its  allies.  Plus,  ac- 
cording to  many  economic  analysts, 
if  this  upcoming  war  were  to  cost  an- 
other S60  billion,  then  the  U S.  would 
probably  have  to  pick  up  most  ofj  the 
bill.  This  could  easily  plunge  our  coun- 
try into  a serious  recession,  with  oil 
prices  skyrocketing  through  the  roof. 
This  recession  could  be  even  worse 
then  the  one  after  the  1991  conflict. 


If  Bush  does  invade  Iraq,  he  risks 
alienating  the  U S.  from  many  of  its 
allies,  like  Russia,  Saudi  Arabia, 
France,  Turkey  and  numerous  coun- 
tries in  Europe.  These  countries  have 
expressed  strong  opposition  to  mili- 
tary action  against  Saddam  Hussein 
and  his  regime. 

The  only  two  countries  that  have 
showed  strong  support  for  Bush’s 
policy  arc  Great  Britain  and  Israel. 

Bush's  main  goal  is  to  destroy 
Hussein’s  regime  and  replace  it  with 
a democratic  government.  However, 
with  the  knowledge  that  Iraq  has  nu- 
merous opposition  groups  ready  to 
take  down  Hussein,  two  things  could 
possibly  happen  after  a U.S.  victory. 

Either  Hussein  will  be  replaced 
with  yet  another  brutal  military  leader 
or  Iraq  will  become  a country  of  war- 
ring factions,  each  fighting  for  su- 
premacy. No  matter  what  happens,  the 
United  States  will  most  likely  continue 
to  have  constant  problems  with  Iraq, 
even  after  Hussein  is  overthrown. 

"We  may  need  to  stay  in  Iraq  for 
a long  period  of  time  to  ensure  that 
there  is  some  stability  in  the  region," 
said  Dr.  Steven  Buck,  history  profes- 
sor at  JJC. 

The  hostilities  between  the  U.S. 
and  Hussein  began  about  12  years  ago. 
Despite  our  cooperation  with  Hussein 
during  the  Iran-lraq  War  of  the  1 980s, 
the  relationship  soon  turned  sour  in 
1990  when  Iraq  invaded  the  oil-rich 
country  of  Kuwait.  This  action  forced 


the  United  States  and  its  allies  to  strike 
back  in  early  1991  in  the  Persian  Gulf 
War,  which  ravaged  Iraq  but  kept 
Hussein's  regime  in  power. 

Soon  after,  the  United  Nations 
imposed  a series  of  economic  sanc- 
tions on  Iraq  to  help  limit  Hussein’s 
power.  According  to  the  United 
Nation’s  Security  Council’s  website, 
these  sanctions  have  been  heavily  criti- 
cized by  many  Arab  countries,  as  well 
as  some  Western  countries. 

"Most  of  the  Arab  countries  do  not 
support  these  economic  sanctions,  they 
do  view  them  as  oppressive  to  the  Iraqi 
people,"  said  Dr.  Anthony  Cuvalo, 
history  professor  at  JJC.  "However,  if 
Saddam  would  do  what  we  ask  him  to 
do,  the  U N.  could  lift  the  sanctions 
tomorrow.  So  really,  it  is  Saddam's 
fault.” 

After  the  Persian  Gulf  War,  the 
U N.  also  forced  the  Iraqi  leader  to 
allow  weapons  inspectors  to  enter  the 
country  and  dismantle  any  weapons 
of  mass  destruction  (nuclear,  biologi- 
cal, chemical,  e.g.).  Hussein  allowed 
the  inspectors  in  until  finally  expel- 
ling them  for  good  in  December  of 
1998. 

Since  then,  new  knowledge  of 
Iraq's  nuclear  capabilities  has  been 
fuzzy.  According  the  U.S.  State 
Department’s  website,  Hussein  has 
bcen*f»Srsuing  nuclear  weapons  since 
before  the  1991  Gulf  War.  According 
to  Defense  Secretary  Donald 
Rumsfeld,  Iraq  has  an  active  program 
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to  develop  nuclear  weapons  and  they 
have  the  knowledge  and  at  least  two 
designs  to  work  from.  However,  the 
Bush  administration  cannot  prove 
without  a doubt  that  Iraq  currently  has 
nuclear  weapons  in  its  possession. 

With  the  recent  attacks  in  Bali  and 
Moscow,  many  fear  that  an  invasion 
of  Iraq  could  lead  to  an  increase  in  ter- 
rorist attacks  against  the  United  States 
and  other  Western  countries.  Also, 
there  is  the  fear  that  an  American  in- 
vasion of  Iraq  could  lead  to  major  con- 
flicts with  the  other  Arab  countries  in 
the  region,  like  Iran,  Syria  or  even 
Saudi  Arabia. 

American  citizens  arc  deeply  di- 
vided about  this  issue  with  Iraq.  Ac- 
cording to  an  ABC  News/Washington 
Post  poll,  69  percent  of  Americans  do 
favor  a war  against  Iraq.  However,  that 


number  drops  to  57  percent  if 
America's  allies  decide  to  back  down. 

Also,  out  of  the  57  percent  who 
support  the  use  of  ground  troops,  only 
40  percent  support  it  if  there  could 
possibly  be  heavy  U.S.  causalities. 

It  is  clear  by  these  numbers  that 
most  Americans  support  a war  against 
Iraq  only  if  there  are  no  negative  con- 
sequences against  the  U.S.  Judging  by 
the  rickety  state  of  the  U.S.  economy 
and  the  fact  that  the  U.S.  may  have  to 
attack  Iraq  alone  and  without  many 
allies,  a war  with  Iraq  at  this  point  in 
time  without  negative  consequences 
seems  impossible. 

So  whatever  action  the  Bush  ad- 
ministration decides  to  take  against 
Iraq,  it  will  certainly  have  far-reach- 
ing consequences  for  all  who  are  in- 
volved.

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Transfer  Center  helps  students  move  on

For  many  students,  enrollment  to 
Joliet  Junior  College  is  a stepping- 
stone  for  an  eventual  transfer  into  a 
four-year  university.  A visit  to  JJC’s 
multicultural-transfer  center  in  DI010 
could  help  make  that  transition 
smoother  for  any  student. 

The  center  contains  information 
on  all  matters  of  transferring  credit 
hours.  They  provide  pamphlets  and 
packets  with  information  on  college 
admission  workshops,  as  well  as  in- 
dividual college  specifications. 

Their  website  offers  additional 
information  on  colleges  visiting  the 
campus  and  provides  links  to  appli- 
cations for  schools  and  for  scholar- 
ships. There  is  also  a web  site  that 
can  be  reached  from  all  JJC  comput- 
ers, wwwxgforg.  This  web  site  pulls 
catalogs  for  over  20.000  schools.  The 
user  is  able  to  search  the  database  by 
using  criteria  such  asstatc.  major,  two- 
year  or  four-year  colleges.  The  user 
can  even  search  for  universities  with  , 
a big  or  small  student  body. 

When  asked  about  some  things 
students  should  do  before  entering  a 
four-year  col  lege,  Carol  Hamilton,  sec- 
retary and  advisor  in  the  JJC 
multicultural-transfer  center  said. 
Most  important  is  to  get  your  trans- 


ferable (A. A or  A S)  degree  It  en- 
sures the  student  of  transferring  more 
credit  hours." 

Additional  guidelines  that 
Hamilton  suggests  all  students  should 
try  to  follow  include: 

1 . Choose  your  major  early  on. 
This  will  prevent  a student  from  tak- 
ing unnecessary,  non-transfcrablc 
classes. 

2.  Decide  what  school  to  attend. 
All  schools  have  different  guidelines 
for  acceptable  transferable  credit 
hours.  Knowing  the  school’s  policies 
will  aid  in  the  process  and  help  things 
go  a lot  smoother. 

3.  Follow  the  I.A.I  (Illinois  Ar- 
ticulation Initiative)  for  core  curricu- 
lum requirements.  The  I.A.I  is  a co- 
operative agreement  among  participat- 
ing Illinois  colleges  and  universities 
to  regulate  transfer  of  credit  hours. 
Following  the  I.A.I  curriculum  satis- 
fies general  education  requirements  at 
a majority  of  Illinois  colleges  and  uni- 
versities. 

4.  Work  with  a counselor 
Working  with  a counselor  helps  to 
ensure  that  necessary  requirements  for 
transfer  are  met. 

"Always  work  with  a counselor, 
it  saves  time  and  money,"  says 
Hamilton.

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Three  JJC  students  arrested 


Violence  against  women  more  than

Three  JJC  students  who  resided 
at  a Centennial  Commons  apartment 
were  arrested  in  the  early  morning 
hours  on  Oct.  17  in  connection  with 
the  robbery  of  two  convenience  stores. 
Brandon  Bussey,  19,  Philip  Macklin, 
22  and  Willie  Shannon,  1 9.  each  were 
charged  with  two  counts  of  armed  rob- 
bery. 

According  to  Joliet  police  reports, 
the  first  robbery  took  place  at  2 a.m. 
on  Oct.  16  at  the  7-Eleven  on  3620 
Commerce  Lane.  Two  men  entered  the 
store  and  other  stayed  in  the  getaway 
car.  Terrorizing  the  clerk  at  gunpoint, 
the  robbers  ran  off  with  about  SI  16 
and  15  packs  of  Black  & Mild  Cigars. 

The  second  robbery  was  executed 
the  next  day  around  3:15  a.m.  at  the 
Thornton's  Gas  Station  on  2798  W. 
Jefferson.  Like  the  7-Elcven  robbery, 
two  men  held  the  clerk  at  gunpoint  and 


the  third  waited  in  the  getaway  car. 

Around  15  minutes  later,  the 
Joliet  police  issued  a description  of  the 
getaway  car.  and  a Shorcwood  police 
officer  spotted  it  and  pulled  it  over  near 
the  Fireside  Inn  on  4200  W.  Jefferson. 
When  the  officer  searched  the  1989 
Blue  Lincoln,  he  found  one  handgun 
and  a large  amount  of  cash.  Bussey, 
Macklin  and  Shannon,  the  three  men 
in  the  car,  were  immediately  arrested 
Later  on  that  day  at  around  I 
p.m.,  the  Joliet  police  ap,  lied  a search 
warrant  to  search  Apartm  it  612  of 
1520  Centennial  Drive,  where  the 
three  suspects  lived  together. 

"We  did  find  evidence  to  link 
them  to  one  of  the  robberies,"  said 
Joliet  Police  Commander  Fred  Hayes. 

According  to  the  Will  County 
State’s  Attorney's  Office,  bond  has 
been  set  for  S500.00  for  each  suspect 
and  the  preliminary  hearings  are 
scheduled  for  Nov.  8 at  9:30  a.m.

On  Thursday,  Nov.  1 7,  anti-sex- 
ist  male  activist  Jackson  Katz  let  stu- 
dents know  that  violence  against 
women  is  not  just  a "women’s  issue." 
He  presented  his  program  "More 
Than  a Few  Good  Men,"  which  fo- 
cused on  how  men’s  attitudes  towards 
violence  against  women  need  to 
change. 

At  the  start  of  his  presentation, 
Katz  asked  the  males  in  the  audience 
if  they  had  a mother,  sister,  aunt  or  a 
female  that  they  cared  about.  Since 
every  male  in  the  audience  raised  his 
hand,  Katz  made  the  point  that  vio- 
lence against  women  is  not  just  a 
"women’s  issue"  because  the  violence 
affects  the  women  that  men  care 
about. 

"These  are  issues  that  affect  ev- 
erybody," said  Katz. 


He  also  stated  that  violence 
against  women  affects  both  sexes  be- 
cause men  arc  most  often  the  perpe- 
trators of  violence  against  women  and 
other  men  as  well, 

Katz  then  went  on  to  do  a dem- 
onstration about  the  precautions  that 
people  use  to  safeguard  themselves 
from  potential  perpetrators.  Both  the 
men  and  women  in  the  audience  were 
asked  to  tell  about  everyday  measures 
they  lake  to  protect  themselves.  While 
men  couldn't  think  of  any,  the  women 
in  the  audience  thought  of  enough  pre- 
cautions to  fill  up  an  entire  easel-sized 
piece  of  paper. 

Screening  phone  calls,  carrying 
mace,  programming  911  into  cell 
phones  and  refusing  to  accept  drinks 
from  strangers  were  just  some  of  the 
everyday  measures  the  women  in  the 
audience  listed  to  protect  themselves. 

Katz  wanted  people  in  the  audi-

cncc  to  be  aware  of  the  fact  that  women 
live  in  fear  of  being  attacked,  while 
most  men  don't  even  think  about  pro- 
tecting themselves  from  members  of 
the  opposite  sex. 

Katz  also  showed  scenes  from  his 
video  Tough  Guise:  Violence.  Media, 
und  the  Crisis  in  Masculinity,  to  dem- 
onstrate the  harm  that  over  exagger- 
ated masculinity  has  on  the  male  and 
female  population. 

Katz  was  a former  all-star  foot- 
ball player  and  the  first  man  to  earn  a 
minor  in  women's  studies  from  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  Amherst 
He  received  his  Master's  degree 
from  the  Harvard  Graduate  School  of 
Education,  where  his  research  concen- 
tration focused  on  the  social  construc- 
tion of  violent  masculinities  through 
sports  and  the  media. 

He  is  also  the  founder  and  direc- 
tor of  MVP  Strategics.

These  were  just  some  of  the  many 
attractions  at  the  first  ENLACE  Cul- 


ture Night  in  the  JJC  Theater  on  Oct. 

1 2.  The  night's  events  were  held  by  the 
Engaging  Latinos  for  Continuing  Edu- 
cation Scholars  Program  (ENLACE) 
for  the  celebration  ofDiade  la  Raza,  a 
day  that  coincides  with  Columbus  Day. 
However,  its  focus  is  on  the  Native 
American  cultures. 

Rocio  Zamudio,  an  ENLACE 
Scholars  mcntce.  said  that  Columbus 
Day  is  controversial  in  Mexico  and 
other  Latin  American  countries. 

“Wc'rc  not  celebrating  Columbus 


Day,  we’re  not  celebrating  the 
Conquista,”  she  said.  However, 
Zamudio  is  also  quick  to  point  out  that 
the  Cultural  Night  was  not  meant  to 
stir  contentions. 

“(Our)  main  goal  is  to  still  show 
ties  to  pre-Hispanic  cultures,"  she 
added. 

The  group  Raiz  Viva  performed 
and  gave  a sense  of  what  some  Na- 
tive American  music  sounds  like.  The 
group  consists  of  six  musicians  who 
play  indigenous  instruments  of  what 


is  now  Mexico  and  speak  Nahuatl.  the 
language  used  by  the  Aztecs  They 
were  dressed  in  native  garb,  and  some 
of  their  jewelry  was  used  as  instru- 
ments. 

The  other  group  to  perform  was 
AfriCaribc,  which  had  eight  members, 
including  five  women  clothed  in  tra- 
ditional dresses  from  colonial  Cuba. 
They  performed  various  types  of  mu- 
sic and  dances  from  Cuba.  Their  mu- 
sic is  a mixture  of  many  Latin  sounds. 
However,  they  arc  greatly  influenced 


by  the  African  drums  from  the  slaves 
who  were  imported  to  the  island  cen- 
turies ago.  They  also  gave  the  history 
of  how  the  forms  of  Latin  music 
evolved. 

After  the  show,  there  was  a party 
held  on  the  bridge  where  Raiz  Viva's 
CD  was  available  for  purchase. 

Zamudio  is  very  interested  in  do- 
ing this  event  again  next  year 

"(It’s  good)  to  look  back  and  sec 
where  we  come  from  and  take  note  of 
civilizations,"  she  said.

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Appetite  for  Reconstruction:  Guns  N’  Roses  is  finally  back

Axl  Rose  s flowers  have  not  wilted  since  the 
80s. 

At  a time  when  the  music  indus- 
try has  become  overrun  with  bubble 
gum  and  pretension.  Guns  N"  Roses, 
the  last  great  American  rock  band,  has 
decided  to  come  to  Chicago  on  the  first 
leg  of  their  North  American  Chinese 
Democracy  tour  for  a one-night  only 
engagement  at  the  Allstate  Arena. 

However,  many  reports  say  that 
Guns  N’  Roses  is  not  coming  to  Chi- 
cago. These  reports  are  only  half  right. 
To  be  sure,  Axl  is  out  front;  but  the 
lineup  similarities  end  there. 

The  band  is  now  comprised  of 
guitarists  Buckethead,  Robin  Finck 
(Nine  Inch  Nails)  and  Richard  Fortus 
(Psychedelic  Furs);  bassist  Tommy 
Stinson  (the  Replacements);  drummer 
Brian  “Brain"  Mantia  (Primus);  and 
keyboard  players  Dizzy  Reed  and 


Chris  Pitman  (the  Replicants). 

Does  the  new  lineup  rock?  It 
docs,  very  much  so.  The  new  GN  ’ R 
closed  out  August’s  MTV  Video 
Music  Awards  in  what  was  an  ex- 
tremely well-received  performance. 
Admittedly,  Axl’s  vocal  styling’s 
might  have  been  a bit  off  at  the  be- 
ginning, but  upon  closer  examina- 
tion he  could  be  seen  fiddling  with 
his  microphone  and  earpiece  until 
halfway  into  “Madagascar."  at 
which  point  he  hit  a groove  and 
stayed  there.  The  band  played  loud, 
hard  and  heavy  throughout  it  all, 
and  turned  in  a convincing  television 
debut. 

But  where  did  Duff  McKagan  and 
Matt  Sorum  go?  Where’s  Izzy?  And 
what  about  Slash-  will  Axl  ever  speak 
to  him  again,  let  alone  rock  with  him 
again?  Much  has  been  made  in  the 
press  .over  the  past  few  years  of  their 
legendary  fallout.  Slash  says  that  as 
late  as  last  New  Year’s  Eve  he  tried  to 
attend  a new-lineup  GN’R  concert  in 
Las  Vegas  but  was  barced  from  enter- 
ing. In  an  August  press  release,  Axl 
had  few  kind  words  for  the  man: 

"It  seemed  to  me  that  anytime  we 
got  close  to  something  that  would 
work,  it  wasn’t  out  of  opinion  that 
Slash  would  go  ‘Hey,  it  doesn’t  work,’ 
but  it  was  nixed  simply  because  it  did 
work.  In  other  words,  ‘Whoa,  wait  a 
minute  That  actually  might  be  suc- 
cessful; we  can’t  do  that."’ 

Later,  Axl  added,  "Now  people 


can  say,  ‘Well  Axl,  you’re  after  con- 
trol of  the  band  too.’  You’re  damn 
skippy.  That’s  right.  I am  the  one  held 
responsible  since  day  one.  When  it 
comes  to  Guns  N’  Roses,  I may  not 
always  get  everything  right  but  I do 
have  a good  idea  about  getting  things 
from  point  A to  point  B and  knowing 
what  the  job  is  that  we  have  to  do.” 
And  he’s  right.  Of  course,  any- 
time a Guns  N’  Roses  article  appears 
in  the  media  there  must  be  the  requi- 
site mention  of  Axl  being  an  imma- 
ture, ego-driven  megalomaniac.  But  so 
what?  From  the  beginning,  Axl  Rose 
has  been  the  genius  behind  the  micro- 


phone. the  driving  creative  force  be- 
hind the  writing  and  the  man  who  has 
done  more  to  craft  the  hard-edged, 
gritty  Guns  N’  Roses  image  than  any- 
body else.  The  GN’R  legacy  belongs 
to  him,  both  intellectually  and  legally, 
because  he  has  fought  and  bled  for  it. 

The  new  lineup  has  been  carefully 
selected,  honed  in  the  recording  stu- 
dio and  in  the  sporadic  concert  appear- 
ances of  the  past  two  or  three  years. 
They  have  played  in  South  America, 
Japan,  China,  Belgium,  England  and 
a host  of  other  locales,  always  to  a 
crazed  reception.  Now  Guns  N ’ Roses 
is  finally  returning  to  the  United 


States,  playing  most  venues  on  the  tour 
for  the  first  time  in  nearly  a decade. 

The  nay-sayers  will  say  that  this 
tour  represents  nothing  more  than  the 
"Axl  Rose  Show,’’  a desperate  attempt 
at  glory  by  a vindictive  rocker  past  his 
prime. 

The  truth,  however,  is  simple. 
Guns  N’  Roses,  since  Appetite  For 
Destruction , has  always  been  the  “Axl 
Rose  Show."  And  Axl  has  yet  to  dis- 
appoint. 

Guns  N’  Roses  will  be  perform- 
ing at  the  Allstate  Arena  in  Roscmont 
on  Nov.  18.

Red  Faction  II  blows  away  its  predecessor

When  Red  Faction  came  out  a 
couple  years  ago  for  Playstation  2,  it 
received  critical  and  commercial  ac- 
claim. It  was  the  first  next-generation 
first-person  shooter  (FPS)  out,  and  the 
software-starved  PS2  gamers  gobbled 
up  the  game  immediately.  It  had  above 
average  graphics  and  included  a "de- 
stroy anything”  feature  where  you 
could  blow  a hole  in  just  about  any- 
thing. 

However,  the  market  has  changed 
a lot  since  the  original  Red  Faction 
was  released.  Two  new  systems  have 
been  released  since  then  and  the  FPS 
genre  has  improved  immensely  after 
the  release  of  Halo  for  X-Box  in  200 1 
So  what  docs  Red  Faction  II  do  to  try 
and  live  up  to  the  bar  that  Halo  has 
set?  A lot  actually 

Red  Faction  II  is  much  different 
than  its  predecessor  in  many  ways 


Graphically  it’s  much  better.  The  dark 
look  of  Red  Faction  has  been  replaced 
by  bright,  crisp  visuals  that  are  much 
more  easy  on  the  ?yes.  You  can  still  put 
a hole  in  just  about  anything  in  this 
game,  which  is  still  cool  but  not  nearly 
as  cool  as  it  was  two  years  ago.  The 
game  is  also  much  more  graphic  than 
before  Shoot  a grenade  at  a soldier  and 
you're  left  with  two  bloody  stumps  on 
the  floor  that  used  to  be  legs.  It  sounds 
good  as  well,  with  lots  of  friendly  chat- 
ter coming  from  your  team  members. 

The  Red  Faction  II  controls  arc 
exactly  the  same  as  its  predecessor,  so 
nothing  new  there.  Fairly  tight  controls 
will  help  you  in  the  intense  battles  you 
will  face. 

The  story  in  the  game  is  new  as 
well.  You  now  arc  part  of  a defected 
group  of  soldiers,  who  each  have  a spe- 
cial ability  (sniper,  explosives,  etc  ).  The 
story  has  many  plot  twists  that  keeps 
the  story  fresh,  which  is  another  im- 
provement. Also,  the  finale  is  an  im- 
provement over  the  original 

If  you  own  a PS2  and  arc  looking 
for  an  above  average  FPS  experience, 
Red  Faction  II  is  certainly  worth  a look. 
However,  it  doesn’t  compare  to  the  far 
superior  X-box  game  Halo.

It  only  took  three  months  to  do, 
but  by  golly  its  finally  here.  That's 
right,  the  next  installment  of  the  Rock 
Chicago  compilation  CD  is  now  avail- 
able to  the  public.

Pauga. 

The  CD  consists  of  local  bands 
in  the  surrounding  Chicago  area  and 
suburbs  and  features  music  by  Witroy, 
The  Lost  Boys,  Logan’s  Loss, 
Starstruck,  By  Any  Means,  August 
Premier,  PxL,  Knuckleduster.  Best 
Days  Behind.  Alpha,  The  Plain  White 
T’s,  Braille,  Former  Teenage  Idols, 
The  Skyline  Drawing,  Switchblade 
Romance,  3Dimcntional  Stick  Figures 
and  Farewell  Society. 

"There  arc  thousands  of  bands  in 


the  Chicago  land  area  fighting  for  rec- 
ognition,” said  Pauga.  "I’m  just  try- 
ing to  help  give  a little  promotion  to 
some  of  the  ones  I've  discovered  that 
I like.’’ 

The  whole  concept  of  creating  the 
Rock  Chicago  scries  is  to  help  promote 
local  bands.  However,  the  process  of 
creating  the  CD  was  a little  more  de- 
manding than  one  would  expect 

Each  CD  takes  Pauga  about  three 
months  to  do  and  involves  several 
steps  before  completion.  To  get  the  ball 
rolling,  he  must  choose  the  bands  he 
wants  on  the  album,  select  a song  by 
the  artists,  get  the  music  from  them, 
make  CD  covers,  put  the  songs  in 
some  “rational"  order,  book  shows  to 
promote  the  release  of  the  compilation 
and  finally  mass  produce  the  CD. 

Even  though  it  involves  a lot  of 
hard  work.  Pauga  seems  to  get  a lot  of 
satisfaction  from  putting  out  the  com- 
pilation CD’s. 

“The  most  rewarding  part  is  see- 


ing a band  get  some  recognition  from 
being  on  the  comp  [compilation  CD)," 
says  Pauga.  "Whether  that  being  other 
bands  wanting  to  do  shows  with  them, 
an  increased  fan  base,  getting  offered 
better  shows,  or  recognition  from  a 
label  to  name  a few." 

The  Rock  Chicago  Volume  2 
compilation  CD  is  available  at  Tower 
Records  on  383  W.  Army  Trail  Rd.  in 
Bloomingdalc,  and  can  also  be  ordered 
through  Mark  Allen  at

There  will  also  be  a show  on  Nov 
16  at  6 p m at  the  Elk  Grove  Com- 
munity Teen  Center  on  180  John  F 
Kennedy  Blvd  in  Elk  Grove  Village 
to  help  promote  the  release  of  the  al- 
bum. It  will  feature  several  bands,  in- 
cluding The  Lost  Boys.  Former  Teen- 
age Idol.  By  Any  Means,

Three  CDs  that  nearly  reach  ‘nirvana’ 


Lacuna  Coil 

Comalies

If  you’ve  never  heard  of  Lacuna 
Coil,  you  arc  not  alone  I wasn't  fa- 
miliar with  the  band  until  I received  a 
compilation  disk  from  Discount 
Records  in  Frankfort.  I was  immedi- 
ately drawn  to  two  songs  from 
Comalies , "Swamped"  and  “Heaven’s 
a Lie." 

Lacuna  Coil  sounds  like  nothing 
I’ve  ever  heard  before.  They  find  a 
way  to  blend  heavy  guitar  riffs  with 
melodic  vocals.  On  other  tracks  they 
pick  up  the  pace  and  assault  your  ears 
from  every  angle. 

The  band  uses  two  lead  singers, 
Cristina  Scabbia  and  Andrea  Farro. 
Having  both  a male  and  female  singer 
allows  them  to  do  unique  layering  of 
lyrics  and  give  their  songs  that  mysti- 
cal quality. 

Cristiano  Migliurc  creates  com- 
plex guitar  progressions  and  encom- 
passes multiply  styles  of  play.  Marco 
Cotizclati,  on  bass  guitar,  and 
Cristiano  Mozzati,  on  drums,  keep  the 
music  alive  and  breathing. 

All  the  members  of  Lacuna  Coil 
are  from  Italy,  which  explains  why 
they  don't  get  any  radio  play  here  in 
the  states.  Every  track  is  just  as  good 
as  the  one  before  it,  but  there  arc  two 
songs  that  defiantly  stick  out  on  this 
CD. 

"Heaven’s  a Lie”  is  a perfect  ex- 
ample of  what  this  band  can  do  with 
all  of  their  many  talents.  They  fake  a 
strong  instrumental  introduction  and 
then  add  the  beautiful  voices  of 
Scabbia  and  Farro.  This  song  could 
be  a hit  single  here  in  the  U.S. 

"Angel’s  Punishment"  is  the 
heaviest  song  on  the  album,  showing 
a different  side  of  Farro's  vocals.  He 
can  growl  wfth  the  best  of  the  metal 
gods.  What  makes  this  song  different 
from  most  metal  songs  though  is  that 
Scabbia  keeps  her  voice  calm  and  pas- 
sionate. 

Rumors  have  Lacuna  Coil  start- 
ing a U.S.  tour  sometime  in  March. 
It  should  be  a fascinating  spectacle  of 
the  bizarre. 


Last  year  rumors  circulated  about 
a huge  thrcc-CD  box  set  from  Nirvana 
which  was  suppose  to  hit  the  shelves 
just  in  time  for  the  Christmas  season. 
Then  things  went  bad.  Courtney  Love, 
the  widow  of  Kurt  Cobain,  stepped  in 
and  dashed  the  hopes  of  all  Nirvana 
fans. 

Love  took  the  two  remaining  band 
members,  Dave  Grohl  and  Krist 
Novoselic,  to  court.  She  claimed  that 
they  were  trying  to  make  money  off  of 
her  dead  husband’s  fame,  and  that  he 
would  not  have  wanted  the  box  set. 
Grohl  and  Novoselic  counter-sued 
stating  that  they  were  actually  in  the 
band  and  that  they  want  the  fans  of 
Nirvana  to  have  the  chance  to  hear  all 
of  the  unreleased  material. 

This  14  track  CD  is  the  final  re- 
sult. Only  one  previously  unreleased 
song,  “You  Know  You’re  Right,"  ap- 
pears on  the  album. 

The  rest  of  the  CD  plays  like  a 
greatest  hits  collection.  That’s  not 
such  a bad  thing,  but  when  you  con- 
sider what  could  have  been,  it  seems 
like  a disappointment. 

The  songs  play  in  the  order  of 
their  releases.  A previously  unreleased 
mix  of  "PennyRoyal  Tea"  isn’t  that  far 
from  the  original,  but  sounds  a little 
cleaner. 

"You  Know  You're  Right"  is  a 
very  powerful  song.  It  has  the  unmis- 
takable vocal  sound  of  Kurt  Cobain 
You  can  hear  every  word  as  it  rolls  out 


of  his  mouth  through  clenched  teeth. 
The  sarcasm  and  contempt  is  so 
strong  you  can  almost  taste  it.  It  was 
recorded  on  Jan.  30,  1994,  and  is  the 
last  song  Nirvana  ever  made.  Cobain 
sings,  "Things  have  never  been  so 
swell,  I have  never  felt  this  well." 
Less  than  three  months  later  he  was 
dead.

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Voters  shoot  down  $251  million  JJC  referendum 


Administrators  and 
group  leaders  remain 
optimistic  about  the 
future  of  college

The  voters  of  community  college 
district  525  were  certainly  not  in  a giv- 
ing mood  on  Nov.  5.  The  referendum 
that  would  have  given  the  college  S25 1 
million  to  expand  and  improve  its  ex- 
isting facilities  failed  to  pass. 

There  were  two  questions  con- 
cerning the  referendum  on  the  Nov.  5 
ballot.  The  first  was  a proposition  to 
issue  JJC  S251  million  in  community 
college  bonds.  The  other  was  a pro- 
posal to  increase  the  operations  and 
maintenance  tax  rate  by  two  cents. 

Regarding  the  community  college 
bonds,  about  45  percent  voted  in  fa- 
vor, while  about  55  percent  voted 
against  it.  As  for  the  increase  in  the 
maintenance  tax,  about  31  percent 
voted  in  favor  and  about  69  percent 
voted  against  it.  This  was  the  first  ref- 
erendum that  JJC  has  asked  for  in  25 
years. 

College  administrators  say  that 
the  biggest  reason  that  the  referendum 
did  not  go  through  was  because  of  the 
current  state  of  the  economy  and  be- 
cause of  the  large  amount  of  other  edu- 
cational institutions  in  the  district  that 
were  also  asking  for  extra  funds. 

“This  referendum  did  not  pass. 


nor  did  any  other  school  referendum 
within  our  district.  So  that  tells  me  that 
for  the  most  part  the  no  votes  were  not 
so  much  a vote  against  JJC  or  the  ref- 
erendum, as  it  was  against  the  tax  hike 
at  a time  when  people's  property  taxes 
seem  to  be  increasing,"  said  Roxane 
Gcraci,  Community  Relations  Direc- 
tor for  JJC. 

The  Wilmington,  Union, 
Laraway,  Chaney-Monge  and  Ludwig 
Walsh  school  districts  also  had  refer- 
endums  on  the  ballot  that  did  not  pass. 

According  to  JJC  President  J.D. 
Ross,  even  though  JJC  is  quickly 
maxing  out  its  space,  classes  and  pro- 
grams will  not  be  cut  from  the  bud- 
get. However,  he  does  say  that  during 
registrations  to  come,  it  would  be  best 
for  students  to  register  for  classes  as 
early  as  possible  to  ensure  that  they 
get  the  classes  that  they  need. 

Also,  he  said  that  because  of  the 
limits  on  space,  it  might  be  more  dif- 
ficult for  students  to  get  a full  course 
load  of  classes  during  a given  semes- 
ter. 

Since  the  referendum  was  placed 
on  the  ballot  in  August,  a combined 
effort  of  numerous  groups  and  orga- 
nizations pushed  to  educate  the  pub- 
lic about  its  importance.For  example, 
the  Alumni  Association  had  a “phone 
blitz,"  in  which  retired  staff  and  ad- 
ministrators called  the  JJC’s  alumni 
to  encourage  them  to  vote  and  support 
the  referendum  during  three  nights  at 
the  end  of  October. 


pass. 

Another  major  contributor  was 
the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee.  Al- 
most every  night  from  August  to  Nov. 
4.  the  group  of  JJC  alumni  made  nu- 
merous speeches  and  presentations  to 
various  civic  organizations  around 
the  district,  including  rotary  clubs, 
village  boards  and  chamber  of 
commerces. 

Many  JJC  students  also  helped 
by  encouraging  people  to  support  the 
referendum.  In  early  October,  JJC’s 
student  government  offered  the  stu- 
dent body  a chance  to  register  to  vote 
in  the  school.  They  also  put  on  a 
concert  on  Oct.  30  in  the  cafeteria. 

Though  the  loss  was  disappoint- 
ing, JJC’s  administration  and  the  in- 
ternal and  external  organizations 
seem  optimistic  about  the  future  of 
the  oldest  community  college  in  the 
nation. 

“We  were  heartened  by  the  44 
percent  who  did  choose  yes,"  said  Dr. 
James  Waldorf,  co-chairman  of  the 
Citizens  Advisory  Committee. 

Though  JJC’s  Board  of  Trustees 


has  not  decided  yet  if  another  referen- 
dum will  appear  on  the  April  2003 
ballot,  most  administrators  anticipate 
that  it  will. 

According  to  Waldorf,  the  Citi- 
zens Referendum  Committee  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees  will  work  together 
on  a post-election  analysis  of  the  ref- 
erendum campaign. 

They  will  send  questions  to  vari- 
ous educational,  civic  and  organiza- 
tional leaders  around  the  district  so 
they  can  get  input  and  data  about  what 
they  feel  were  strong  and  weak  points 
about  the  campaign. 

Still,  to  many  who  worked  in  the 
campaign,  the  most  rewarding  expe- 
rience was  to  sec  the  large  amount 
people  who  put  in  their  time  to  help 
ensure  that  the  school  continues  to  be 
able  to  serve  all  prospective  students 
in  the  district. 

“I  think  it  was  gratifying  to  sec 
how  many  people  were  willing  to  work 
for  the  college  because  they  believe  in 
it  and  they  believe  in  what  we  do," 
said  Ross.

Fitness  center  revamps  existing  facilities  for  future  JJC  students 


New  workout  room, 
new  equipment  among 
upgrades  in  center

So  you’re  walking  down  the  C- 
building  hallway  going  towards  the 
bridge,  and  you  notice  that  there  is  a 
lot  of  stuff  going  on  in  the  school  fit- 
ness center.  Or  perhaps  you  are  one  of 
those  lucky  students  who  get  to  par- 
take in  the  daily  trip  to  the  fitness  cen- 
ter for  your  27-niinutc  workout.  In  ci- 
ther case,  you  may  find  yourself  ask- 
ing the  same  question:  What  has  been 
going  on  with  the  fitness  center? 


Well  it  is  of  no  surprise  to  those 
students  who  attend  the  fitness  center 
regularly  that  the  center  was  closed 
down  for  a week  in  early  Novembcr. 
The  reason  for  the  minor  setback  was 
the  first  of  several  different  projects 
that  were,  and  will  be,  taking  place  in 
the  fitness  center. 

The  first  of  these  projects  took 
place  in  early  November  with  the  ad- 
dition of  new  lighting  to  the  current 
fitness  center  room.  This  project  was 
the  cause  for  the  closure  of  the  center 
to  students  for  a week  It  was  re- 
opened on  Nov.  7. 

The  second  of  these  projects  is 
currently  taking  place  just  to  the  cast 
of  the  current  fitness  center  where  a 
whole  new  workout  room  is  being 


built.  This  new  room  will  house  20 
new  pieces  of  equipment,  and  also 
make  the  hallway  outside  of  the  fit- 
ness center  the  new  stretching  area. 

According  to  John  Peterson,  di- 
rector of  the  fitness  center,  the  new 
room  should  be  completed  by  Dec.  5. 
The  new  equipment  will  then  come  in 
during  several  weeks  after  the  comple- 
tion. 

Peterson  stated  that  the  cost  for 
the  renovation  of  the  fitness  center  is 
estimated  at  around  S 1 06,000,  and  the 
cost  of  the  new  equipment  at  about 
S23.000. 

Other  plans  for  further  expansion 
of  the  fitness  center  were  pul  on  hold 
because  the  JJC  referendum,  which 
would  have  given  them  extra  money.

Despite  the  sacrifices  that  these 
men  and  women  have  made,  many 
veterans  have  been  forced  to  continue 
to  fight,  even  after  their  service  has 
ended.  According  to  the  National 
Coalition  for  Homeless  Veterans. 
271,000  of  our  nation’s  finest  arc 
homeless.  Also,  according  to  the 
American  Federation  of  Government 
Employees.  VA  facilities  are  facing 
a S600  to  S800  million  shortfall  due 
to  budget  cuts. 

The  bottom  line  is  that  no  war 
is  easy  to  accept,  and  within  every 
conflict  between  nations,  there  are 
always  conflicts  at  home.

I've  always  liked  the  idea  of  driv- 
ing a 4x4  through  rough  and  danger- 
ous terrain,  like  those  photographers 
in  National  Geographic  specials  who 
drive  it  through  jungle  mud  and  des- 
sert wasteland.  But  now  that  the  sport 
utility  vehicle  (SUV)  craze  is  in  full 
swing,  my  desire  ro  go  ofT-roading  has 
been  ruined. 

SUVs  are  not  entirely  horrible 
because  they  do  offer  some  good.  For 
people  who  live  in  parts  of  the  world 
where  mountains  and  poor  road  con- 


ditions make  driving  hazardous,  an 
SUV  can  be  the  perfect  vehicle. 

And  for  worried  dads  and  moms 
who  want  to  keep  their  children  safe 
and  high  up  off  the  ground  in  places 
where  snow  and  rain  can  accumulate 
quickly,  an  SUV  can  provide  a sense 
of  security. 

Additionally,  because  they  arc  so 
heavy  and  durable,  they  require  large 
amounts  of  raw  material  like  rubber 
and  steel  to  manufacture,  which  helps 
our  economy  grow  and  provide  people 
with  steady  work. 

But  despite  this,  SUVs  clearly  can 
be  bad.  First,  because  everything  is 
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bigger,  when  they  breakdown  the  cost 
for  parts  and  labor  is  probably  five 
times  as  high  that  of  a regular  passen- 
ger vehicle  with  the  same  problem. 
Unless  you’re  rich,  it’s  an  extra  bur- 
den you  can’t  afford. 

Second,  SUVs  are  gas  hogs.  The 
typital  mileage-for-gallon  for  an  SUV 
is  around  10-15.  This  means  that 
you’re  at  the  pump  more  often  and 
wasting  more  and  more  money  on 
gasoline. 

Thirdly,  almost  no  vehicle  is  more 
likely  to  rollover  and  cause  death  than 
an  SUV.  Many  drive  SUVs  as  if  they 
were  regular  passenger  cars,  not  un- 
derstanding the  physics  of  driving 
something  that  may  weigh  more  than 
a dual  wheeled  pickup  truck.  SUVs 
can  not  make  hairpin  turns  or  stops 
on  a'dime!  They  are  big,  heavy  utility 
vehicles. 

On  top  of  this  the  SUV  (think 
sport  ugly  vehicle)  can  be  just  plain 
unattractive.  As  symbols  of  our  mate- 
rial era,  they  give  off  an  aura  and  look 


strangely  similar  to  overstuffed  70s 
station  wagons.  For  example,  the 
Dodge  Durango  looks  like  a stream- 
lined 4x4  hearse.  It’s  a perfect  funeral 
car  for  Alaska  or  Somalia.  And  the 
monster  size  Lincoln/Cadillac  modeis 
seem  to  be  embarrassingly  obvious 
Freudian  symbols.

Lastly,  the  advertisements  always 
seem  ro  portray  SUV  drivers  as  James 
Bond-like  rebels  going  where  no  man 
has  gone  before.  But  few  drivers  actu- 
ally take  their  SUVs  off-road.  They 
simply  go  from  the  garage  to  one  park- 
ing lot  after  another.  And  I've  personr 
ally  witnessed  SUV  owners  swerve  into 
other  lanes  to  avoid  driving  through 
water  and  then  baby  step  over  train 
tracks  for  fear  of  roughing  up  their 
vehicle.  It’s  a Sport  Utility  Vehicle  Use 
it!  Get  it  dirty!  Bust  the  shocks! 

Maybe  I just  have  a bad  case  of 
SUV  envy.  After  all  I don’t  own  one 
and  my  car  is  not  a 4x4,  although  1 
could  go  for  the  Subaru  Outback  or  the 


fun  Jeep  Wrangler.  But  I’m  not  the 
only  one  being  critical.  Articles  on  the. 
internet  and  in  major  newspapers  have 
appeared  continually  pointing  out  the 
problems.  There  has  been,  I believe, 
a growing  consensus  over  the  past  few 
years  among  non-SUV  owners  and 
people  concerned  with  pollution. 
Overall,  SUVs  arc  impractical,  dan- 
gerous. and  not  being  used  for  what 
they  were  designed  for.

Reader  reflects  on  Vietnam  War  veterans;  Coordinator  praises  event  coverage 


Dear  Editor: 

It  seems  that  there  is  much  dis- 
sension among  us  today  regarding 
Bush’s  plan  to  invade  Iraq.  Never 
before  was  I more  reminded  of  my 
childhood  back  in  the  1960s.  I was 
only  5-years-old  when  Lyndon 
Johnson  decided  to  send  ground  troops 
into  Vietnam.  My  brother  Bob  was 
drafted  shortly  after.  I will  never  for- 
get the  fear  we  all  felt  upon  hearing 
the  news,  and  me,  despite  my  age, 
knew  that  Bob  was  doing  something 
very  important  and  he  could  be  taken 
from  me  forever. 

When  he  shipped  out,  he  wrote 
to  us  every  chance  he  got  and  all  of  us 
waited  with  baited  breath  as  my 
mother  opened  up  the  letter  and  read 
it  aloud  to  all  of  us.  He  also  shot  hun- 
dreds of  feet  of  super  8mm  movies  that 
he  sent  back  to  us,  and  we  would  all 
gather  around  the  home-movie  screen 
to  see  what  his  life  was  like. 


I vividly  remember  my  mother 
and  older  sister  crying  themselves  to 
sleep  every  night,  the  nightly  vigil  by 
the  television  when  the  news  was  on 
and  the  readings  of  all  the  names  ev- 
ery Sunday  at  mass  of  those  who  were 
killed  inaction.  1 also  remember,  like 
it  was  yesterday,  one  of  our  neighbors 
who  came  home  with  all  four  of  his 
limbs  blown  off  after  stepping  on  a 
land  mine,  and  another  who  was  ex- 
posed to  the  poisonous  Agent  Orange. 
I remember  seeing  all  that  going  on, 
and  worrying  about  the  day  coming 
when  Bob’s  name  would  be  on  the  list 
of  KlAs  that  was  read  by  the  priest 
every  Sunday.  I will  never  forget  the 
scare  we  got  when  his  letters  came 
late,  and  I will  never  forget  the  huge 
celebration  we  had  when  Bob  finally 
came  home.  Many  of  us  cried  tears  of 
joy  that  day.  Others  were  not  so  fortu- 
nate. 

I also  remember  the  protesters 
who  called  those  men  “baby  killers" 
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and  accused  them  of  being  immoral. 

I remember  it  took  over  20  years  be- 
fore people  finally  recognized  the  sac- 
rifices made  by  my  brother  and  other 
men  like  him. 

Now  perhaps  Vietnam  was 
wrong.  Perhaps  any  war  is  wrong,  and 
believe  it  or  not,  I don’t  want  to  see  us 
go  to  war  with  Iraq  or  anyone  else.  If 
Saddam  Hussein  had  nuclear  capabili- 
ties he  would  have  used  them  by  now. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  possibility  of 
Saddam  Hussein  getting  those  capa- 
bilities is  truly  frightening.  To  be  hon- 
est, I lean  towards  being  against  the 
invasion,  but  I am  not  .very  clear  where 
I stand  on  the  issue  of  a war  with  Iraq. 

I am  VERY  CLEAR  on  one  is- 
sue, however.  Whether  you  believe  in 
the  war  or  not,  whether  you  believe 
it’s  necessary  to  invade  Iraq  or  you 


believe  that  Bush  is  spilling  blood  for 
oil,  there  is  one  profound  truth  that  is 
clear  for  all  to  see.  Those  who  went 
to  Vietnam,  those  who  went  to  Iraq  in 
1991,  those  who  are  in  Afghanistan 
right  now,  and  those  who  may  go  into 
Iraq  in  the  future  all  have  one  thing 
in  common.  They  do  NOT  fight  for 
the  President.  They  fight  for  the 
United  States,  the  Constitution  and  for 
freedom.  So  hate  the  war  as  much  as 
you  may,  but  not  the  people  who 
fought  it.

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DFL  BILL’S  COMPUTER  CORNER 


I would  like  to  begin  by  saying 
that  I was  surprised  by  the  amount  of 
feedback  that  I received.  Thank  you 
to  all  that  responded  and  1 encourage 
all  who  did  not  write  and  have  a com- 
puter question  to  write  me,  even  if  you 
may  think  that  it  is  not  worthy  enough 
for  a valid  response.  A computer  that 
works  will  help  you  out  later  down  the 
road. 

Secondly,  the  most  frequently 
asked  question  that  1 received  is  on 
space  and  memory  on  a computer.  I 
find  that  most  people  are  using  their 
machines  more  and  more  and  that  new 
programs  are  installed  on  them  daily. 

I also  find  that  most  people  are 
spending  more  time  getting  coffee  and 
doughnuts  rather  than  zipping  along 
to  the  next  website  or  program  on  a 
machine.  So,  to  briefly  describe  com- 
mon mistakes  and  corrections,  please 
read  on. 


Some  common  steps  to  follow 
when  cleaning  a machine  include 
cleaning  off  some  programs,  erasing 
some  running  programs  on  startup  and 
preventative  maintenance. 

I would  recommend  that  once  a 
month  you  do  an  evaluation  of  what 
programs  you  are  using.  Some  of  the 
programs  you  may  not  need  anymore 
and  are  taking  up  space  or  using 
memory  on  the  system  cache,  thus 
making  your  system  run  slow. 

When  you  install  a program  on 
your  machine,  the  icon  usually  appears 
on  the  desktop,  right?  Well,  the  pro- 
gram usually  ends  up  in  other  places 
as  well.  These  programs  run  con- 
stantly and  take  up  a lot  of  memory 
on  the  machine.  These  running  pro- 
grams (icons)  can  be  found  by  the 
clock  in  the  lower  right  hand  comer 
of  the  screen. 

The  programs  can  usually  be 


closed  and  removed  easily.  To  close 
the  program,  you  would  just  right  click 
on  the  program  you  would  like  to  close 
and  it  will  give  you  an  option  to  close. 

For  the  more  advanced  user,  there 
is  another  way  to  nd  of  the  program 
from  running  on  startup  for  good. 
Here’s  how:  you  would  go  to  the  start 
button,  then  click  run,  then  type 
“msconfig."  On  the  tabs  move  all  the 
way  to  the  right  and  you  will  see 
startup.  These  checked  boxes  are  pro- 
grams that  start  up  when  the  machine 
boots  up.  When  you  remove  these, 
your  machine  will  run  a little  faster. 

Of  course,  you  cannot  forget  that 
the  common  scan  disk  and  disk 
defragmenter  are  available  for  you  to

Frederick  Winter  shows  JJC 
the  power  of  hypnosis

Sixteen  JJC  students  had  no  idea 
what  was  going  to  happen  as  they  put 
themselves  in  the  hands  of  veteran 
hypnotist,  Frederick  Winters.  After 
they  were  coached  out  of  their  regular 
consciousness,  the  students  demon- 
strated the  intense  powers  of  hypno- 
sis to  a large  crowd  of  about  1 75  people 
on  the  bridge. 

Winters  made  two  students  be- 
lieve that  they  were  kangaroos,  he 
made  one  think  she  had  become  ad- 
dicted to  cigarettes  and  he  made  an- 
other think  she  was  Roadrunner  from 
the  Warner  Brothers  cartoon,  and  ad- 
vised her  to  run  franticly  around  the 
bridge  yelling  "beep  beep." 

These  were  some  of  the  strange 
antics  that  went  on  during  the  Nov.  6 
presentation  of  "Laugh  Your  Stress 
Away."  The  show  was  presented  by 
Peers  Promoting  Wellness  and  was 
funded  by  a Pepsi  grant  to  kick  off 
stress  relief  month.  Winters,  the 
speaker  at  this  show,  hypnotized  16 
students  to  the  give  the  student  body 
at  JJC  a great  laugh,  as  well  as  to  dem- 
onstrate of  the  powers  of  hypnosis. 

Winters,  a graduate  of  Northwest- 
ern University,  is  one  of  the  busiest 
hypnotists  in  the  country.  He  has  per- 
formed 2,000  shows,  entertained 

500.000  people  and  hypnotized 

100.000  people.  He  has  been  nomi- 
nated about  10  times  by  various  col- 
lege associations  as  being  one  of  the 
best  campus  acts  in  the  United  States. 

According  to  Winters,  hypnosis  is 
not  some  mysterious  black  art  used  to 
possess  innocent  people.  Instead,  he 
claims  that  hypnosis  can  be  used  as  a 
form  of  psychology  that  could  help 


people  relax  and  focus  more  clearly, 
as  well  as  conquer  their  fears  or  help 
them  quit  a dangerous  habit,  like 
smoking  or  overeating. 

"It's  like  meditation,"  he  says.  "If 
people  could  learn  how  to  relax,  they 
could  deal  with  their  problems  more 
intellectually.” 

The  students  who  were  hypno- 
tized kept  a good  sense  of  humor 
throughout  the  show.  However,  some 
could  not  remember  what  happened 
to  them  after  Winters  took  them  out 
of  their  trance. 

"I  felt  normal  afterwards,"  said 
Dylan  Peterson,  one  of  the  students 
hypnotized.  “But  then  I took  a nap  and 
when  I woke  up  I felt  embarrassed." 

Another  student  who  was  hypno- 
tized was  Don  Terry,  who  said,  “I  don’t 
remember  anything.  Everything  is 
kind  of  fuzzy." 

Winters  said  that  most  of  the  time, 
people  who  are  hypnotized  do  not  re- 
member anything  about  their  experi- 
ences while  in  the  trance.  He  estimates 
that  around  50-70  percent  forget  ev- 
erything that  happened  during  the 
hypnosis. 

“The  whole  point  was  to  laugh 
and  to  have  a good  time,”  said  Pam 
Dilday,  adviser  for  Peers  Promoting 
Wellness.  She  also  said  that  she  would 
like  to  have  Winters  back  again  for 
another  show  next  year. 

Another  show  that  was  sponsored 
by  Peers  Promoting  Wellness  for  stress 
relief  month  was  “Who’s  on  First," 
presented  by  Balance  Quest.  Former 
JJC  graduate  Kristin  Papp  spoke  at  the 
presentation  about  the  importance  of 
balancing  one’s  personal  problems 
with  the  problems  of  others.  In  her 
opinion.the  best  way  to  help  others  is 
to  first  help  yourself. 

Walking,  reading,  listening  to 
music  and  taking  baths  were  some  of 
the  methods  that  were  discussed.

The  JJC  Agriculture  Student  As- 
sociation is  building  a winning  tradi- 
tion. In  the  state  competition  last  Feb- 
ruary, which  was  the  club’s  First  year 
as  participants  and  members  of  the 
Post  Secondary  Agriculture  Student 
Organization  (PAS),  the  13  members 
of  the  club  were  able  to  attain  three 
top  team  awards  and  Five  top  indi- 
vidual awards. 

At  the  recent  state  competition  . 
held  on  Nov.  7 at  Spoon  River  Col- 
lege, the  team  was  able  to  improve  on 
its  previous  mark.  Twenty-three  stu- 
dents were  able  to  earn  five  top-three 
team  awards,  and  18  top  individual 
awards. 

The  PAS  state  competition  is  de- 
signed to  challenge  the  students’ 
knowledge  about  the  industry  of  agri- 
culture. The  skills  and  knowledge  that 
a student  can  gain  from  these  compe- 
titions can  be  an  invaluable  asset  later 
on  in  their  careers. 

"Not  only  does  participating  in 
these  activities  look  good  on  a 
student’s  applications  and  resumes, 
but  they  arc  also  developing  good  lead- 
ership and  speaking  skills,"  said 
Tammy  Miller,  adviser  for  PAS  and 
the  Student  Agriculture  Club. 

In  the  employment  interview  con- 


test, students  create  resumes  and  go 
through  the  interview  process.  Third 
place  finishers  in  this  section  were  Jeff 
Landers,  for  crop  production;  Shana 
Collier,  for  dairy  production;  and  Sa- 
rah Schwark,  for  feed  and  animal 
health.  Second  place  finishers  in- 
cluded Patrick  Pfingstcn,  for  agricul- 
tural business  sales;  and  Mike  Szydlo, 
for  fertilizers  and  agricultural  chemi- 
cals. 

Among  the  first  place  finishers 
were  Marc  Bauer,  for  agricultural 
equipment  service;  Jared  Finegan,  for 
agricultural  business  administration; 
Johnie  Van  Riper,  for  livestock  pro- 
duction; and  Vicki  Heath,  for  forestry. 

The  livestock  specialist  competi- 
tion consisted  of  a multiple  choice  test 
on  general  knowledge,  a 20-minute 
oral  report  on  a current  issue  regard- 
ing their  specific  area  and  a 20-minute 
problem  solving  issue.

Democrats  take  control  in  Illinois 


Blagojevich,  Madigan 
among  the  winners  in 
Nov.  5 election

As  a lot  of  you  may  already  know 
Nov.  5 was  election  day.  During  the 
month  of  October  candidates  running 
for  office  campaigned  big  since  it  was 
getting  close  to  election  time. 

On  Wednesday,  Nov.  6,  the  results 
were  in.  Beginning  with  Joliet,  the 
proposed  referendums  for  JJC  did  not 
pass.  The  referendums  included  a 
two-ccnt  increase  in  the  existing  tax 
rate  to  support  new  building  innova- 
tions that  would  increase  classroom 
space.  If  the  referendums  had  passed, 
it  would  have  increased  the  taxes  on  a 
S 1 00,000  home  by  about  S40  per  year. 

There  were  two  questions  on  the 
ballot,  one  asking  for  S25 1 million  in 
bonds  and  the  other  asking  for  an  in- 
crease in  operations  and  maintenance 
tax.  Forty-five  percent  were  in  favor 
for  the  bond,  while  55  percent  were 
against  it.  As  for  the  tax  increase.  31 
percent  said  yes  while  69  percent  said 

In  Illinois,  Democrat  Rod 
Blagojevich  won  the  election  for  the 
state  governor  with  53  percent  of  the 
votes  against  Republican  Jim  Ryan. 
Once  Blagojevich  takes  office  he  will 
face  the  issues  of  tax  hikes  and  the 
death  penalty.  Governor  George  Ryan 
plans  to  keep  his  negative  views  of  the 
death  penalty  in  place  until  his  temi 
ends. 

Also  in  Illinois,  Lisa  Madigan 
became  the  first  woman  attorney  gen- 


eral since  1960.  Madigan  had  51  per- 
cent of  the  votes  and  her  opponent 
Joseph  Birkett  had  46  percent  of  the 
votes. 

In  most  elections,  controversies 
are  stirred  when  candidates  attack 
each  other  through  ad  campaigns,  and 
of  course,  this  year  was  not  an  excep- 

Madigan  ran  a full-page  newspa- 
per ad  linking  Birkett  to  the  Maryland 
sniper  shootings.  Chicago  Sun-Times 
quoted  Birkett  indirectly  on  his  re- 
sponse to  Madigan’s  attack  as  “a  new 
low  in  Illinois  politics.”  Madigan  be- 
lieves Birkett  contributed  to  the  sniper 
shooting  through  his  acceptance  of 
contribution  of  SI  . 35  million  dollars 
from  the  National  Riffle  Association 
for  his  campaign. 

Other  winners  were  Democrat 
Dick  Durbin  who  was  returned  to  the 
U.S.  Senate  with  61  percent  of  the 
votes.  His  opponent  was  Jim  Durkin 
who  had  38  percent  of  the  votes.  Judy 
Barr  Topinka  was  elected  as  state’s 
treasurer.  She  had  52  percent  of  the 
votes  against  Tom  Dart,  who  lost  this 
race  with  46  percent  of  the  votes. 

For  the  State  of  Illinois,  the 
Democrats  obtained  control  of  the 
State  Senate,  the  State  House  and  five 
other  constitutional  offices. 

Nationally,  the  Republicans  were 
still  able  to  capture  the  majority  of  the 
seats  in  the  U.S.  Senate.  President 
Bush's  last  minute  campaigning  paid 
off  and  also  helped  his  brother  Jcb 
Bush,  who  also  was  re-elected  as  gov- 
ernor of  Florida. 

Bush  says  Republicans  will  vote 
to  make  his  tax  cuts  permanent  and 
confirm  conservative  judges.

Music,  poetry 
and  storytelling 
highlight  Native 
American  coffee 
house

The  loud  drums  resonated 
through  the  halls  of  JJC  when  the 
Native  American  Club’s  Annual  Cof- 
feehouse was  held  on  Wednesday,  Nov. 

13.  It  was  a night  of  Native  American 
music,  storytelling  and  poetry. 

Oneida,  North  Cheyenne, 
Ojibway,  and  White  Earth  Ojibway 
were  the  four  tribes  that  the  perform- 
ers represented. 

The  evening  started  with  a flag 
song  dedicated  to  all  veterans.  The 
strong  and  powerful  voices  of  Larry 
Lockwood,  R.J.  Smith  and  Mark 
Stevens  could  be  heard  throughout  the 
school.  They  sang  in  the  high-pitched, 
traditional  Northern  style  that  derives 
from  the  Northern  Plaines. 

Lockwood  explained  that  it  was 
important  to  the  Native  American 
people  to  sing  honor  songs.  They 
slowed  the  songs  down  out  of  respect 
for  the  elders,  so  they  could  still  dance 
with  their  tribe. 

After  the  flag  song,  the  charis- 
matic Lockwood  began  his 
storytelling.  He  told  stories  of  the  im- 
portance of  taking  care  of  Mother 
Earth  and  caring  for  our  fellow  crea- 

Mark  La  Roqu  followed  with  his 
own  unique  brand  of  storytelling.  La 
Roqu  read  two  selections.  He  started 
with  a poem  that  his  friend  wrote  about 
the  journey  of  life  and  finished  with 
the  reading  of  a short  story  of  his  own. 

The  poetry  readings  continued 
when  the  witty  Kelly  Gilbrcth  took  the 
stage.  She  shared  her  own  personal 
poems  about  self-discovery,  nature  and 
svanting. 

When  Gilbrcth  finished.  Smith 
took  the  time  to  explain  how  the  drum 
is  an  instrumental  part  of  the  Native 
American  culture.  The  drum  repre- 
sents the  heartbeat,  and  he  said  that 
playing  the  drum  is  the  closest  way  a 
man  has  to  experience  the  creation  of 
life. 

He  also  informed  the  audience 
that  the  drum  is  circular,  so  everyone 
can  be  seen,  and  there  are  no  comers 
to  cut  people  off.  The  drum  is  used  to 
bring  people  closer  together. 

“A  long  time  ago  these  drums 
were  passed  along  from  tribe  to  tribe 
as  a way  of  promoting  brotherhood 
between  people,"  said  Smith. 

The  drummers  finished  their  set 
with  another  honor  song,  which  was 
sung  in  the  low  and  loud  Northern 
style  that  derives  from  the  Northern 
Plaines-Aftcr  the  group  drumming, 
Lockwood  took  the  stage  to  end  the 
evening  with  a song  dedicated  to  his 
daughters. 

"Life  goes  on  and  we  all  follow 
our  paths,"  said.

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‘Everyman’  challenges  theater  audience 


Video  game  review:  Lord  of  the  Rings 
game,  The  Two  Towers  is  ‘two’  fun

Normally  people  go  to  the  theatre 
to  be  entertained  and  to  forget  about 
the  bigger  issues  of  life  for  a little  bit. 
But  the  JJC  Fine  Arts  Department  has 
reached  higher  by  challenging  its  au- 
dience this  semester  with  the  Laramie 
Project  and  most  recently  with  the 
15th  century  play  Everyman , a one- 
act  production  that  ran  from  Nov.  7- 
II. 

Originally  a medieval  morality 
play  anonymously  written  by  either  a 
Catholic  priest  or  a monk,  it  was  fre- 
quently produced  in  the  1500s  and 
used  allegory  to  instruct  its  viewers 
about  morals. 

The  lead  character  is 
"Everyman,"  played  well  by  Derrick 
Trumbly,  who  represents  all  of  man- 
kind as  he  is  called  by  God  and  death 
to  reform  his  life  before  it  ends.  Dur- 
ing his  journey,  he  has  to  confront  his 
own  sins  and  discover  if  he  can  rely 
on  friends,  family  or  wealth,  which  arc 
portrayed  by  various  character  types, 
to  join  him  and  help  him  make  it  to 
the  end. 

The  original  production  of  the 
play  is  considered  by  some  to  be 
dreary,  so  adjustments. were  made  in 
order  to  bring  it  to  the  stage  and  keep 
people  interested.  To  make  the  play 
contemporary  without  changing  the 
focus  or  the  script,  Zach  Bloomfield, 
director  and  associate  professor  of 
speech  and  theatre,  made  the  charac- 
ters more  identifiable  to  a present-day 
audience. 


For  example,  "Fellowship," 
played  humorously  by  Geoff  Arndt,  is 
dressed  like  a rabid  sports  fan  overly 
attached  to  his  beer.  "Strength",  played 
by  Steve  Elmore,  was  costumed  in 
shoulder  pads  with  a blue  superman 
T-shirt  and  introduced  with  the  Fox/ 
32  football  soundtrack.  “Good 
Deeds,"  played  by  Jenna 
Stworzyjanek,  was  portrayed  like  a 
regular  college  student  and  was  placed 
directly  in  the  audience  until  coming 
out  when  called  by  "Everyman." 

But  despite  its  modem  flavor  and 
moments  of  humor,  the  core  of  the  play 
and  its  language  remained  unchanged. 

"What  I wanted  to  do  is  for  the 
actors  and  for  the  audience  to  have  the 
challenge  of  really  grappling  with  that 
language  and  finding  meaning  within 
it,"  said  Bloomfield.  "If  you  keep  the 
language  the  same,  regardless  of  how 
much  we  have  changed  over  500  years, 
you  can  still  sec  what  it's  saying  about 
us.  I think  it  really  gives  a sense  of 
who  we  arc  in  the  entire  historical 
continuum." 

Another  contemporary  element 
was  the  incorporation  of  many  views 
and  different  religions  into  the  stag- 
ing of  the  play.  "Everyman"  is  Catho- 
lic in  its  language  and  theology,  but 
Bloomfield  introduces  visual  and  char- 
acter elements  in  order  to  convey  a 
broader  message  about  society’s  con- 
ceptions of  God.  Hanging  from  the 
ceiling  were  symbols  of  the  major 
world  religions,  including  the  Chris- 
tian, Jewish,  Muslim  and  Buddhist 
faiths. 


The  only  reference  to  the  Catho- 
lic church  is  a moment  when  "Knowl- 
edge," played  by  Elizabeth  Breen  in 
graduation  garb,  advises  the  audience, 
with  a Chicago  Tribune  headline  in 
hand,  to  not  be  turned  away  from  the 
truth  because  of  scandalous  priests. 

God  is  portrayed  as  both  male, 
played  by  Dan  Vergo.  and  female, 
played  by  Leah  Dcttling.  “Confes- 
sion," played  by  Nicole  Giovannclli, 
wore  the  orange  robe  of  a Buddhist 
monk. 

“Although  this  production  makes 
no  attempt  to  teach  the  moral  lesson 
of  a specific  religion,  I believe 
Everyman  asks  questions  vital  to  all 
of  us  regardless  of  our  cultural  or  reli- 
gious background:  'What  is  most  im- 
portant in  my  life?’  ‘Who  will  stand 
by  me?’  ‘Where  am  I going?'"  said 
Bloomfield. 

"Unlike  its  original  medieval  En- 
glish, middle-class  Christian  audi- 
ence, today’s  audiences  are 
multicultural,  and  represent  numerous 
religions  and  concepts  of  spirituality," 
addded  Bloomfield. 

As  the  audience  follows 
Everyman  through  his  journey,  there 
were  many  moments  to  identify  with 
and  opportunities  to  at  least  consider 
ideas  outside  the  realm  of  contempo- 
rary life.  And  given  the  heightened 
sensitivity  to  sudden  death  and  reli- 
gious differences  in  a post  9/11 
America,  Everyman  still  seemed  very 
timely  and  important  for  today’s  au- 
dience. 


Rarely  do  movie  to  videogame 
transitions  ever  turn  out  to  be  much 
fun.  Video  game  companies  often  try 
too  hard  to  stay  true  to  the  movie  or 
instead  they  just  rush  out  a poor  game 
with  a good  license  to  make  a quick 
buck.  Thankfully,  EA  Games  didn’t 
blow  an  opportunity  to  create  a great 
game  with  such  a great  license.  In- 
stead, they  used  it  to  its  advantage. 

Although  the  game  is  titled  Two 
Towers , the  sequel  to  The  Fellowship 
of  the  Ring  in  the  Lord  of  the  Rings 
trilogy,  it  does  feature  the  last  few 
scenes  of  The  Fellowship  to  begin  the 
game.  It  then  takes  you  through  vari- 
ous battles  you  will  be  seeing  in  De- 
cember when  Two  Towers  hits  theaters. 

At  its  heart,  Two  Towers  is  basi- 
cally a hack-and-slash  action  game 
with  characters  from  Middle-Earth. 
But  it’s  a really  good  hack  and  slash 
game.  The  game  allows  you  to  upgrade 
your  character  by  spending  experience 
points.  This  really  makes  the  game  fun 
because  it  allows  you  to  learn  new 
moves,  combos  and  one-hit  kills.  This 
keeps  the  game  fresh  where  most 
games  in  this  genre  fade  fast  because 
of  repetitive  game  play. 


The  graphics  in  Two  Towers  are 
great.  The  backgrounds  look  fantastic 
and  the  character  models  look  abso- 
lutely fantastic.  The  sound  is  also 
great.  Howard  Shore’s  epic  soundtrack 
from  the  movie  is  always  thumping. 
Make  sure  to  tum  the  volume  up  loud. 

The  coolest  thing  that  really  sets 
this  game  apart  from  other  movie 
games  is  that  the  movie's  actors  do  all 
the  voice  acting.  That’s  right,  all  the 
real  voices  accompany  the  games  char- 
acters. EA  Games  really  pulled  out  all 
the  stops  with  this  title  and  it  shows.

Big  changes  ahead  for  the  Bears 


With  dismal  season 
winding  down,  Bears 
fans  look  to  the  future

Sincethe  first  half  of  the  National 
Football  League  2002-2003  season  is 
over,  I feel  it  is  time  to  evaluate  our 
beloved  Chicago  Bears. 

Coming  into  this  season,  the 
Bears  had  high  hopes,  and  even  higher 
dreams.  Players,  coaches  and  even 
members  of  the  media  were  casually 
dropping  the  words  "playoffs"  and 
even  "Super  Bowl"  into  their  vocabu- 
laries. Rightly  so,  since  their  scored  a 
miraculous  13-3  record  and  a trip  to 
the  playoffs  last  season.

But  the  thought 
must  have  never  crossed  General  Man- 
ager Jerry  Angelo  that  both  could  be 
injured  at  the  same  time.  DUH! 

So  what  should  he  do  for  next  sea- 
son. considering  this  one  is  in  the  toi- 


let? They  have  the  choices  of  cither 
drafting,  signing  a free  agent  or  trad- 
ing. 

The  Bears  have  one  of  the  top 
picks  for  next  year,  again  and  have  a 
shot  at  the  top  two  quarterbacks.  Af- 
ter the  Cincinnati  Bengal’s  pick  their 
next  quarterback,  they  probably  have 
the  choice  of  Marshall’s  Bryon 
Lcftwitch  and  USC’s  Carson  Palmer 
Every  scout  is  drooling  over  these  two 
college  players.  They  arc  big,  mobile, 
athletic  quarterbacks  in  the  mode  of 
Donavan  McNabb. 

Or  the  Bears  can  have  their  pick 
of  a weak  free-agent  pool  which  high- 
lights Tampa  Bay’s  Shaun  King,  a 
former  Angelo  prodigy,  or  they  can  go 
the  route  of  a trade  and  put  together  a 
package  for  St.  Louis  Rams  backup 
Marc  Bulger.  Bulger,  who  succeeded 
as  a starter  after  Kurt  Warner  was  in- 
jured, looks  pretty  good. 

The  Defense:  Where  should  I 
start  on  a unit  that  was  the  team’s 
strength  a year  ago,  and  is  now  riddled 
with  injuries?  With  all  the  starters 
except  outside  linebacker  Roosevelt 
Colvin  signed  through  next  year, 
should  the  Bears  implode  and  rebuild 
around  star  middle  linebacker  Brian 
Urlachcr?  No.  probably  not. 

What  they  need  is  to  start  cutting 
some  of  their  over-paid,  under-achiev- 
ing players  like  defensive  tackle 
Alfonso  Boone  and  defensive  end 
Bryan  Robinson  and  re-tool  through 
the  draft  and  free  agency.  General 


Manager  Jerry  Angelo  spent  last  off- 
season getting  quality  depth,  and  it 
paid  off,  to  some-extent. 

But  with  starling  corner  R.  W. 
McQuarters  and  primary  backup 
Reggie  Austin  out  for  extended  peri- 
ods, some  quality  depth  is  still  needed, 
especially  in  the  corncrback-safety 
spots.  Also,  Robinson  has  been  inef- 
fective this  year  due  to  recovering  from 
wrist  injuries,  and  also  getting  pulled 
over  twice  for  DUI,  which  led  to  a sus- 
pension. 

Coaching  As  much  respect  and 
praise  that  I have  for  head  coach  Dick 
Jauron,  he  is  just  too  loyal.  This  qual- 
ity is  usually  a good  thing,  but  Jauron 
is  almost  stubborn  with  his  loyalty. 

He  is  loyal  to  his  assistant  coaches 
and  players,  defending  them  to  a fault, 
even  when  he  knows  something  is 
wrong.  Like  Robinson,  for  example. 
Jauron  knew  of  his  first  DUI  but  prom- 
ised not  to  tell  anybody  and  with  of- 
fensive and  defensive  coordinators 
Greg  Blache  and  John  Shoop,  respec- 
tively, Jauron  stands  by  them  and  their 
decisions  no  matter  how  idiotic  they 
seem,  or  ineffective  they  arc.  Sihce  the 
Bears  arc  going  to  be  in  the  rebuild- 
ing mood  this  off-season,  they  should 
be  in  the  market  for  another  coordi- 

Arc  the  Bears  done  for  this  sea- 
son?

25  points,  and  Eddie  Small,  who  scored

In  Saturday’s  championship  game, 
which  the  Wolves  won  1 06-60,  they  were 
led  again  by  Small,  who  had  18  points 
and  13  rebounds,  and  Earl  Hughes,  who 
scored  12  points.

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Sewage  backup  on  bridge 


Numerous  clubs  and 
organization  on  campus 
disrupted  by  flooding

A sewage  backup  in  the  center  of 
the  bridge  on  Dec.  2 damaged  the 
floors  and  disrupted  numerous  student 
organizations  on  campus,  including 
the  Student  Alliance  and  the  Blazer 
newspaper.  The  cost  of  damage  has 
been  estimated  at  around  S25,000. 

Though  the  exact  cause  of  the 
sewage  backup  is  currently  under  in- 
vestigation, SeavcrTarulis,  director  of 
the  Physical  Plant,  said  that  the  most 
likely  reason  was  because  of  the  in- 
stallation of  new  ejector  pumps  the 
previous  weekend.  These  pumps  si- 
phon waste  from  one  end  of  the  bridge 
to  the  other  in  pipes  underneath  the 
walkway. 

According  to  Tarulis,  because  the 
pumps  that  were  replaced  were  not 
running  at  full  capacity,  there  may 
have  been  a buildup  of  waste  in  pipes 
that  had  been  accumulating  for  a long 
period  of  time. 

With  the  new  pumps  running  at 
full  capacity,  the  excess  waste  would 


have  been  too  much  for  the  sewage 
system  to  handle,  which  may  have  led 
to  the  massive  sewage  backup  on  the 
center  of  the  bridge. 

“This  seems  to  be  the  most  logi- 
cal explanation  of  it  [the  sewage 
backup],"  said  Tarulis. 

The  repairs,  some  of  which  have 
already  been  completed,  include  lay- 
ing down  new  carpet  for  the  Blazer 
office,  the  Student  Alliance  office  and 
the  presentation  area  at  the  center  of 
the  bridge.  The  floor  tiles  underneath 
the  carpet  will  also’  probably  need  to 
be  replaced,  as  well  as  some  small  sec- 
tions of  drywall 

Also,  a major  section  of  the  car- 
pet on  the  east  corridor  of  the  bridge 
was  destroyed.  Because  it  is  a diffi- 
cult style  of  carpet  to  locate,  an  inde- 
pendent contractor  will  probably  have 
to  replace  the  entire  carpet  on  that  side 
of  the  bridge,  all  the  way  from  J build- 
ing to  the  Concourse  area. 

To  ensure  that  this  docs  not  hap- 
pen again,  the  sewage  lines  will  be 
flushed  out  and  a second  check  valve 
will  be  installed  to  prevent  another 
backflow  of  sewage. 

Tarulis  says  that  a majority  of  the 
work  will  have  to  be  done  during 
Christmas  break.  The  repairs  arc  ex-

The  JJC  football  team  won  its  first 
ever  NJCAA  National  Championship 
on  Dec.  7 against  Georgia  Military  Col- 
lege in  the  Golden  Isles  Bowl  Classic 
in  Brunswick,  Ga.  with  a final  score 
of  24-14.  With  this  win,  the  Wolves  se- 
cure an  overall  record  of  1 1-0  and  a 
conference  record  of  8-0. 

Though  the  Bulldogs  sported  a 14- 
0 lead,  the  Wolves  struck  back  before 
halftime  with  a 94-yard  touchdown 
drive  that  raised  the  score  to  7-14 
Then,  in  the  third  quarter,  sophomore 
kicker  Greg  Gunderscn  hit  a 45-yard 
field  goal  that  slowly  closed  the  gap 
with  a score  of  10- 1 4. 

In  the  fourth  quarter,  reserve  quar- 
terback Robert  Sullivan  blocked  a Bull- 
dog punt  in  the  endzone  Back-up  line- 
backer Billy  Glover  recovered  the 
blocked  punt  to  give  the  Wolves  a 17- 
14  lead  with  a little  over  nine  minutes 
left  in  the  game.  Then,  with  just  a few 
minutes  left,  fullback  Dorion  Taylor 
sealed  the  deal  with  the  final  touch- 


down of  the  game,  giving  the  Wolves 
the  final  score  of  24-14. 

There  were  many  reasons  why 
Wolves  had  such  a phenomenal  s 
son.  For  one,  the  team  was  loaded 
with  all-stars.  On  the  offensive  side 
of  the  ball,  two  players  that  really 

shined  were  quarterback 

Jim  Peyton  and  receiver 
Kelvin  Hayden. 

Peyton  passed 
Kevin  Bay-Anderson 
from  the  1 994  team  to  be- 
come the  new  single  sea- 
son passing  leader.  This 
season  he  completed  1 1 3 
of  201  passes  for  2,081 
yards  and  24  touch- 
downs. 

"Jimmy  has  really 
played  well  for  us  all  s* 
son  long,"  said  head 
coach  Bob  MacDougall.  "The  effort, 
concentration  and  poise  he  has  shown 
us  behind  center  has  made  our  team 
that  much  better." 

Hayden  has  been  Peyton's  go-to 
guy  all  season  long.  The  deadly 
combo  has  hooked  up  for  66  recep- 
tions. for  1,176  yards  and  12  touch- 
downs. This  massive  offensive  feat 
has  made  Hayden  the  new  single  si 
son  reception  leader,  surpassing 
Dcmeris  Johnson  from  the  1989  team. 
Hayden  was  also  named  Offensive 
Player  of  the  Year  for  the  North  Cen- 
tral Community  College  Conference 
Defensively,  the  Wolves  have 
stars  emerging  at  every  position.  The 
unit  was  lead  by  comcrback  Derrick 
Phillips.  Phillips,  who  has  recently 
been  named  Player  of  the  Week  for 
the  N4C.  leads  the  conference  v 
five  interceptions,  and  has  notched  27 
tackles.  Phillips,  a sophomore,  has 
been  a leader  to  one  of  the  best  de- 
fenses in  JJC  history.

buildings. 

"The  students  deserve  an  educa- 
tional institution  whose  infrastructure 
is  working  properly,"  said  Hannigan.

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Rape  is  more  than  just  a statistic-it  needs  to  be  addressed 


Take  a moment  to  think  about 
every  female  relative,  friend  and 
acquaintance  that  you  have.  Re- 
flect on  how  much  they  mean  to 
you  and  what  an  important  role 
these  people  play  in  your  life. 

Now  think  about  the  fact  that 
one  out  of  three  of  these  women 
will  be  the  victims  of  rape.  This 
statistic  comes  from  a 1994  FBI 
report  on  rape  cases  in  the  United 
States. 

Rape  affects  all  members  of 
our  society,  not  just  the  victims  and 
the  people  who  carry  out  this  hor- 
rendous act  This  issue  needs  to  be 
publicly  addressed  instead  of  be- 
ing put  on  the  back  burner  or  swept 
under  the  table  just  because  a lot 


people  are  afraid  to  address  this 
extremely  personal  topic. 

While  the  legal  definition  of 
rape  varies  from  state  to  state,  forc- 
ible rape  is  defined  as  sexual  inter- 
course that  takes  place  as  a result 
of  force  or  threats  of  force,  rather 
than  consent  from  the  sexual 
partner.  According  to  the  1 994  FBI 
Report  to  the  National  Victim  Cen- 
ter, only  53  percent  of  the  cases  of 
forcible  rape  reported  in  1993  led 
to  the  arrest  of  the  alleged  perpe- 
trator. This  means  that  nearly  half 
of  the  alleged  rapists  who  were  re- 
ported to  officials  that  year  were 
still  on  the  streets. 

While  the  statistics  may  be 
shocking  to  some,  they  are  all  too 


common  to  others.  Since  rape  has 
the  second  lowest  conviction  rate  (it 
is  second  only  to  domestic  abuse), 
victims  are  oftentimes  reluctant  to 
even  report  the  crime. 

Many  people  mistakenly  as- 
sume that  rape  occurs  only  when  the 
perpetrator  is  a stranger.  Not  only 
is  this  statement  false,  but  it  is  also 
harmful  to  rape  victims  and  espe- 
cially the  victims  of  acquaintance 
rape.  According  to  the  Bureau  of 
Justice  Statistics  from  the  U.S. 
Deptartment  of  Justice,  approxi- 
mately 68  percent  of  rape  victims 
knew  their  assailant. 

Common  myths  also  help  fuel 
falsehoods  about  rape.  Oftentimes 
rape  victims  are  made  to  believe  that 


if  they  know  the  rapist,  then  it’s  not 
actually  rape  or  it’s  not  as  serious 
as  being  raped  by  a stranger. 

Unfortunately,  rape  is  also 
prevalent  on  college  campuses 
throughout  the  United  States.  Dur- 
ing an  average  college  year,  about 
3 percent  of  women  attending  col- 
lege experience  a completed  and/or 
an  attempted  rape  during  a typical 
college  year,  according  to  a report 
by  the  Justice  Department  National 
Institute  of  Justice  and  Bureau  of 
Justice  Statistics. 

That  same  study  also  found  that 
the  women  did  not  consider  about 
half  of  the  incidents  categorized  as 
complete  rapes  to  truly  be  rape. 

While  women  and  girls  account 


for  nine  out  of  every  10  rape  vic- 
tims, men  and  boys  are  victims 
of  this  crime  as  well.  According 
to  the  1996  National  Crime  Vic- 
timization Survey  from  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Justice,  in  1995 
32,130  males  age  12  and  older 
were  victims  of  rape,  attempted 
rape  or  sexual  assault.  And  ac- 
cording to  a 1 994  FBI  report  one 
put  of  seven  men  will  be  raped 
in  their  lifetime. 

| Obviously,  this  is  an  issue 
that  greatly  impacts  our  society, 
both  men  and  women,  and  causes 
damage  beyond  belief  to  the  vic- 
tims and  their  loved  ones.  Silenc- 
ing rape  will  only  do  more  harm 
to  this  already  difficult  issue. 


Nursing  student  fights  back  against  odds 


Brain  surgery  doesn’t 
hold  back  Kelly  Spiewak 
from  graduating

The  hardest  part  of  my  job  is  not 
the  daily  performance  of  professorship 
or  the  nightly  hours  of  grading  and 
studying  - I can  give  up  my  sense  of 
se\f  enough  to  enjoy  it  and  have  never 
really  cared  for  prime  time  television. 

Those  things  do  not  bother  me. 
What  docs  bother  me,  though,  is  con- 
stantly defending  my  boundaries  - the 
rules  students  push  to  their  limits: 
from  late  papers  and  missed  tests  to 
absence  policies. 

I have  to  battle  to  hold  my  bound- 
ary lines,  listening  to  the  excuses  as 
to  why  assignments  arc  not  read,  pa- 
pers arc  not  written  in  time  or  why 
making  it  to  class  has  become  too  chal- 
lenging In  an  effort  to  make  my  class- 
room mirror  some  of  the  culpability 
of  the  real  world.  I dole  out  benevo- 
lent pardons  and  malevolent  penalties, 
attempting  to  sort  the  excuses  I hear 
in  class,  on  my  voicemail,  or  even  read 
in  my  email.  But  holding 
thcseboundarics  can  exact  a price 

When  the  daily  grind  started  lit- 
erally grinding  on  my  nerves,  in  my 
head,  I could  not  ignore  the 
headaches,  that  lasted  for  nearly 
three  weeks.  So,  I consulted  a friend 
in  the  nursing  department. 

"You  really  should  go  to  the  doc- 
tor. It’s  probably  nothing,  or  just  stress, 
but  have  it  checked  out,"  she  paused. 
"I  won’t  tell  you  about  my  student, 
though." 

She  did  tell  me  about  her  student, 
though,  the  one  who  went  into  the 
hospital  with  headaches  over  the 
weekend,  and  underwent  brain  surgery 
the  next  week. 

The  shocking  part  of  the  story  was 
not  the  ultimate  life  and  death  situa- 
tion this  student  so  quickly  faced  and 
overcame.  What  was  so  impressive 
was  the  fact  that  she  did  it,  and  re- 
turned to  school  one  week  after  sur- 
gery, missing  only  one  quiz  and  one 
day  of  clinical  work. 

Kelly  Spiewak,  despite  encounter- 
ing one  the  biggest  obstacles  imagin- 
able, will  graduate  with  her  class  this 
December. 

After  battling  headaches  for 


nearly  three  months,  Spiewak  finally 
gave  in  to  make  an  appointment  with 
an  ophthalmologist,  figuring  she 
needed  glasses.  When  the  headaches 
continued,  she  consulted  another  doc- 
tor, only  to  be  told  the  headaches  were 
probably  caused  by  "stress." 

However,  while  working  at  the 
hospital  one  day,  the  pain  became  so 
severe  she  could  no  longer  stand  it, 
and  checked  herself  into  the  emer- 
gency room  at  St  Joe’s. 

After  several  extensive  tests,  in- 
cluding a CAT  scan  and  an  MR  I, 
Spiewak  was  told  that  she  had  a "1.5 
centimeter  bleed  in  her  frontal  lobe," 
an  apparently  congenital  condition.  A 
vein  in  her  brain  had  twisted,  and  was 
now  incapable  of  handling  the  blood 
flow  traveling  through  that  area 
Eventually,  the  vein  gives  out  and 
bleeds.  The  situation  was  serious. 

"I  was  scared.  I didn’t  want  sur- 
gery," Spiewak  says,  reflecting  on  her 
condition. 

She  admits,  though,  that  one  of 
her  most  pressing  thoughts  was  "What 
about  school?  I’m  supposed  to  gradu- 
ate in  December." 

Spiewak  was  painfully  reminded 
of  this  again,  even  as  she  lie  in  the 
hospital,  soon  to  be  transferred  to 
Loyola  for  brain  surgery.  A nursing 
instructor  of  hers  came  in  to  visit,  leav- 
ing with  a farewell  something  akin  to 
”1  guess  we’ll  sec  you  next  semester." 

This  was  not  acceptable  to 
Spiewak.  She  thought  to  herself, 
"There  is  no  way  I'm  not  graduating  • 
in  December.  I want  to  move  forward 
with  my  life." 

Spiewak  was  determined  to  not  let 
her  health  condition  impede  her 
progress.  “I  kept  thinking,  I’m  so 
close,  and  not  being  able  to  graduate 
with  my  class,  the  ones  I've  been  go- 
ing to  school  with,  to  work  with,  to 
clinical  with. ..I’ve  been  planning  my 
life  around  school  and  I’m  ready  to  be 
done  now.”  Spiewak  even  admitted 
to  holding  off  on  getting  married,  wait- 
ing until  alter  she  completed  her  de- 
gree 

On  Wednesday.  Sept.  1 8,  Spiewak 
underwent  brain  surgery  Her  skin  was 
sliced  from  the  bottom  of  one  car, 
across  her  head  and  to  the  top  of  her 
other  car.  Carefully,  doctors  slid  her 
skin  forward,  so  as  to  expose  the  area 
of  the  skull  they  needed  to  enter  in 
order  to  remove  the  damaged  vein  area 
amidst  the  folds  of  her  brain. 


The  surgery  was  a success. 

Although  Spiewak’s  post-op  con- 
cerns included  such  scary  thoughts  as 
“Will  there  be  any  permanent  physi- 
cal damage?”  and  “Will  I suffer  any 
brain  function  losses  because  of  the 
surgery?",  her  determination  and  drive 
in  school  surfaced  quickly. 

At  Loyola,  her  doctor  told  her  to 
worry  more  about  her  health  and  her 
life  than  school.  But  Spiewak’s  reply 
was,  "You  don’t  understand.  School 
is  my  life." 

Missing  only  one  day  of  clinical 
work  and  the  quiz,  Spiewak  returned 
to  school  one  week  after  having  brain 
surgery. 

“Yeah,  I felt  like  crap,  and  I 
so  tired."  Especially  difficult  after 
brain  surgery  is  dealing  with  the  pain. 
Minimal  pain  medication  is  given  to 
brain  surgery  patients,  as  this  inter- 
feres with  the  functions  of  the  brain 
and  doesn’t  give  physicians  and  pa- 
tients an  accurate  representation  of 
post-op  conditions. 

But  regardless,  Spiewak  sat  in  her 
desk  one  week  after  major  surgery. 
That  was  it  — no  exhaustive  messages 
or  dialogues  about  legitimate  absences 
or  make-up  work.  Spiewak’s  poten- 
tially life-threatening  condition  was 
diagnosed,  treated  and  quickly  sur- 
passed so  that  she  could  still  achieve 
her  goal  of  graduation  this  December. 

What  is  it  this  student  has  that 
makes  her  work  so  hard,  want  an  edu- 
cation so  badly? 

Spicwak's  own  advice,  given  from 
her  new  perspective  on  I i fe  is  to  "Push. 
Don’t  give  up  — and  don’t  be  afraid 
to  try.  I knew  it’d  be  hard  to  get  back 
into  school,  but  I’d  be  more  upset  if  I 
hadn't  tried.” 

So,  I’ll  keep  trying  to  see  through 
my  days  of  headaches  and  excuses 
because  here  is  one  person  who  would 
not  let  something  as  significant  as 
brain  surgery  slow  her  down. 

I,  too,  need  to  push,  to  not  let  the 
stream  of  student  excuses  get  to  me 
and  to  keep  focused  on  the  students 
who  have  this  same  desire  to  earn  and 
achieve.  And.  if  a student  or  two  re- 
ally docs  cause  me  more  stress,  then 
I'll  try  to  remember  how  one  person 
overcame  a much  more  life  altering 
and  stressful  situation,  to  still  att;.in  a 
goal. 

My  headaches?  They’re  just 
stress-related  - nothing  the  semester 
break  won’t  help  to  heal. 
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‘Dying’  to  get  fit  for  the  new  year 


Common  ingredient  In 
dietary  supplements  is 
considered  dangerous

When  the  champagne  bottles 
open  and  the  fireworks  start  cracking 
at  midnight  on  Jan.  I.  2003,  millions 
of  Americans,  as  well  as  thousands  of 
JJC  students,  staff  and  faculty  will  start 
their  New  Year's  resolutions.  The  un- 
questionably king  of  all  of  these  reso- 
lutions is  the  goal  to  lose  weight  and 
to  get  into  shape. 

However,  as  the  fitness  industry 
looks  ahead  to  January  to  March, 
which  is  one  of  their  most  profitable 
times  of  the  year,  the  consumer  needs 
to  be  aware  about  the  dangers  of  over- 
the-counter  dietary  supplements  that 
contain  ephedra. 

Ephedra,  which  is  also  called 
ephedrme  and  ma  huang,  is  the  ac- 
tive ingredient  in  many  diet  pills  and 
supplements.  Indigenous  to  Asia,  the 
herb  works  on  the  heart  and  central 
nervous  system  to  speed  up  the  user’s 
metabolism. 

Some  of  the  popular  weight  loss 
products  that  contain  ephedra  include 
Hydroxycut,  Metabolife,  Stacker  2, 
Stacker  3,  Xenadrine  RFA-1,  Ripped 
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Bewmv  of  products  that  contain  ephedra. 


Fuel,  Metab-O-LITE  and  Herbalife 
Thernojetics  Original  Green  and 
Beige. 

Since  the  early  1990s,  the  use  of 
this  herb  has  increased  dramatically. 
According  to  the  Ephedra  Education 
Council,  a survey  conducted  in  1999 
shows  that  between  12  and  15  million 
Americans  consume  more  than  three 
billion  servings  of  ephedra  products 
each  year. 

Also,  according  to  a study  con- 
ducted by  the  Division  of  Nutrition 
and  Physical  Activity,  the  use  of  non- 
prescription diet  pills  will  increase  in 
the  upcoming  years. 

However,  despite  the  widespread 
use  and  the  popularity  of  these  prod- 


ucts, ephedra-is  both  understudied  and 
dangerous. 

According  to  the  Public  Citizen 
Organization,  a health  watchdog 
group,  about  100  deaths  have  been 
linked  to  ephedra  use.  They  also  link 
32  heart  attacks,  62  reports  of  cardiac 
arrhythmia,  91  reports  of  hyperten- 
sion, 69  strokes  and  70  seizures  to  the 
drug.  Yet  despite  these  documented 
cases,  the  Food  and  Drug  Administra- 
tion has  not  banned  dietary  products 
containing  ephedra. 

To  release  a new  drug,  the  manu- 
facturer must  prove 
beyond  a reasonable 
doubt  to  the  FDA  that 
their  product  is  both 
safe  and  effective.  This 
is  done  through  time- 
consuming  and  expen- 
sive tests  and  experi- 
ments. 

The  only  way  that 
drug  companies  can 
afford  to  go  through 
this  rigid  approval 
process  is  because  they 
own  patents  on  their 
drugs,  which  give 
them  exclusive  ownership  rights  for  a 
certain  number  of  years.  This  in  turn 
ensures  that  they  gain  their  money 
back  when  the  drug  is  finally  released. 

However,  dietary  supplements, 
unlike  other 
drugs,  are  ex- 
empt from 
the  FDA's  ap- 
proval pro- 
cess because 
of  a loophole 
in  American 
laws.  Be- 
cause the  in- 
gredients of 
dietary 
supplements 
occur  natu- 
rally in  na- 
ture and  have  been  in  use  for  thou- 
sands of  years,  they  cannot  be  pat- 
ented. The  same  principle  could  be 
compared  to  a food  company  trying  to 
get  a patent  on  an  apple  or  a banana. 

Without  this  patent  protection, 
drug  companies  could  definitely  not 
afford  to  send  their  drugs  through  the 
expensive  approval  process. 

Congress  answered  this  problem 
in  1994  when  it  passed  the  Dietary 
Supplements  Health  and  Education 
Act.  This  act  exempts  the  dietary 
supplement  companies  from  the  exten- 
sive approval  process  that  other  drugs 
must  go  through. 

It  also  says_  that  dietary  supple- 
ments can  be  sold  until  they  are  offi- 
cially proven  dangerous.  Since  the 


supplement  companies  arc  exempt 
from  extensive  testing,  the  burden  of 
proving  that  they  arc  safe  falls  into  the 
hands  of  the  FDA.  However,  the  FDA 
docs  not  have  the  budget  for  this  type 
of  extensive  testing,  and  because  of 
this  the  supplement  industry  and  their 
products  are  practically  unregulated  by 
the  government. 

Despite  all  of  these  negative 
claims,  the  supplement  companies  are 
quick  to  point  out  that  ephedra  is  safe 
when  used  in  the  recommended 
amounts.  Yet  despite  these  claims  of 


safety,  somebody  could  easily  see  how 
dangerous  these  drugs  are  just  by  read- 
ing the  warning  labels  on  the  side  of 
the  pill  bottles. 

One  ofthese  labels,  which  is  from 
the  over-the  counter  diet  pill 
Hydroxycut,  warns  that  anybody  with 
high  blood  pressure,  a psychiatric  dis- 
ease, nervousness,  liver,  thyroid  or 
kidney  problems,  anxiety,  depression, 
peptic  ulcers,  recurrent  headaches, 
glaucoma,  asthma,  anemia,  a bleed- 
ing disorder,  diabetes,  a seizure  dis- 
order or  a history  of  drug  or  alcohol 
abuse  should  not  take  the  product. 
Does  this  actually  sound  safe? 

So  basically,  even  though  the 
supplement  companies  are  saying  that 
their  products  are  completely  safe 
when  taken  in  the  recommended 
amounts,  these  warning  labels  essen- 
tially say  something  different:  that 
their  diet  pills  arc  only  for  the  most 
healthy  obese  person. 

The  bottom  line  is  that  even 
though  ephedra  has  both  powerful  pro- 
ponents and  opponents,  the  herb  is  not 
properly  researched  and  can  put  a 
user’s  health  (and  life)  in  jeopardy.  So 
when  Jan.  1 rolls  around,  think  twice 
about  listening  to  those  appealing  tele- 
vision commercials  that  advertise 
wonder  diet  pills  that  can  make  you 
lose  weight  in  minimal  time  and  ef- 
fort. 

Besides,  if  you  want  to  really  get 
into  shape,  the  safest  and  most  pro- 
ductive way  is  through  rigorous  diet- 
ing and  exercising. 
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Scrub-a-dub-dub  if  you  don  1 want  germs  taking  over  your  body!

To  talk  about  this  issue  at  all  may 
seem  strange  or  embarrassing,  but  I 
think  the  thrust  of  this  article  is  even 
more  unbelievable.  I cannot  under- 
stand how  grown  people  do  not  have 
the  sense  of  cleanliness  and  self  to  do 
something  as  essential  as  washing 
their  hands  after  going  to  the 
restroom.

Although  the  emphasis  of 
forcnsicS  can  be  the  competition,  it 
can  also  be  a good  experience  and  fun 
Future  speech  team  member  Matt 
Stcffan,  who  attended  the  Lake  County 
tournament,  agrees  emphatically,  “As 
an  outside  observer  I thought  the  com- 
petition was  very  very  intense,  it  was 
a pleasure  to  be  there,  especially 
watching  so  many  talented  young 
people  up  there  giving  it  there  all  for 
their  own  college." 

Coach  Kirkland  felt  the  same. 


"There’s  a lot  of  camaraderie  among 
the  team  members,  they  enjoy  being 
with  each  other  and  we  do  have  a good 
time  at  the  tournaments.  You  get  to 
meet  and  interact  with  students  from 
other  schools  across  the  state  and  the 
region  and  across  the  country." 

Team  members  arc  looking  for- 
ward to  next  semester,  which  will  in- 
clude two  regular  tournaments  and 
then  state  and  regionals  in  March 
where  the  JJC  team  will  compete 
against  four-year  programs  from 
places  like  ISU  and  Bradley.  In  April, 
thanks  to  much  needed  grant  money, 
the  team  will  send  some  of  it’s  top 
available  members  to  Portland,  Or- 
egon for  the  Phi  Ro  Pi  Nationals  - the 
single  largest  speech  tournament  in 
the  nation  that  can  draw  up  to  800 
competitors.

DR.  BILL’S  COMPUTER  CORNER

Video  and  audio  from  DVDs  and 
the  Internet  turn  the  personal  com- 
puter into  an  ultimate  multimedia  en- 
tertainment center.  Most  users  con- 
centrate on  the  latest  graphic  cards, 
while  sound  quality  doesn’t  even  get 
a second  look. 

Wouldn’t  it  be  great  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  audio  systems  that 
make  the  entire  room  sound  like  you 
wefe  in  a battle  zone?  Many  compa- 
nies that  areout  there  make  them.  Cre- 
ative Labs,  for  example,  allows  you 
to  upgrade  both  your  computer’s 
sound  card  and  speaker  system. 

Several  companies  also  provide 
speaker  systems  such  as  the  5 100  5. 1 
Speaker  System  from  Altec  Lansing 
(www.alteclansing.com).  This  par- 
ticular system  provides  users  with  the 
capability  to  support  an  MP3  player, 
televisions,  CD  players,  video  gam- 
ing systems  and  portable  devices. 
Caution:  some  devices  may  need  a 
3.5mm  line  out  / telephone  jack. 

Also  included  within  the  5100 
system  arc  five  satellite  speakers  and 


a subwoofer  Other  features  are  a head- 
phone jack.  auxiliary  input  jack,  cast 
alloy  speaker  stands,  color  coded 
cables  and  a fully  functional  digital 
controller 

Users  may  choose  from  three  lis- 
tening modes,  such  as  the  5.1  mode 
for  six-channel  soundcards  The  most 
commonly  used  for  movie  watching  is 
the  4.1  mode,  which  is  also  for  true 
four  channel  gaming.  Stereo  x2  is  for 
the  popular  music  lovers. 

The  setup  of  the  system  is  very 
simple  and  will  not  take  long.  Setup 
will  only  entail  plugging  in  the  right 
jacks  into  the  sound  card  and  on  the 
other  devices  connected.  Setup  in- 
structions are  included  and  instruc- 
tions are  clearly  defined. 

A small  change  for  a great  sound 
system  will  make  you  wonder  if  you 
are  really  in  the  mood  for  a battle.  That 
small  change  will  only  cost  around 
SI 50  to  SI80and  will  outweigh  the 
sound  that  the  PC  manufacturers  may 
include  with  your  computer.

New  photography  lab, 
new  programs  and  cafe 
service  among  changes

The  JJC  North  Campus  on  Romeo 
Road  in  Romcoville  is  a relatively 
small  and  quiet  facility  that  does  not 
seem  to  gamer  much  attention  from 
the  majority  of  JJC  students.  This 
seems  to  be  slowly  changing,  though, 
due  to  the  recent  and  upcoming  addi- 
tions and  events  in  store  for  the 
35,000-squarc-foot  campus.  , 

One  recent  change  many  students 
are  unaware  of  is  last  year's  addition 
of  cafe  service.  The  idea,  according 
to  Marsha  McCormick,  current  acting 
associate  dean  at  North  Campus,  is  to 
get  more  students  to  stick  around  and 
create  a more  active  learning  atmo- 
sphere. 

"Our  primary  goal  is  to  include 
more  students,  and  to  get  them  to  hang 
around  a little  more,"  said 
McCormick.  McCormick  also  cited 
the  recent  availability  of  COMPASS 
testing  at  the  Resource  Center  and  the 
new  express  e-mail  stations  in  the  caf- 
eteria as  examples  of  this  effort. 

Apparently,  the  plan  has  been 
working.  Some  employees  at  North 
Campus  have  definitely  noticed  more 
students. 

"Oh,  no  doubt  about  it,"  says 
Errol  Wilson,  evening  custodial  asso- 
ciate at  North  Campus.  “Ever  since 
they  added  that  cafd  service  with  the 
pizza  and  what  not,  and  those  e-mail 
stations  in  there,  a lot  more  students 
have  been  hanging  around  here." 

Another  significant  change  in  the 
works  is  the  addition  of  a photogra- 
phy lab  due  in  this  spring.  The  photo 
lab  will  replace  one  of  the  current 
classrooms,  and  will  become  the  first 
and  only  photo  lab  available  to  stu- 
dents on  any  of  JJC's  current  cam- 
puses, including  the  Main  Campus.

This  new  lab  will  be  introduced  along 
with  two  new  exclusive  North  Cam- 
pus classes.  ART  125  and  ART  225, 
also  arriving  for  the  spring  semester. 
This  new  expansion  will  be  North 
Campus’s  second  unique  lab  and 
course  offering  combination,  along- 
side the  popular  Cisco  Lab  and  asso- 
ciated programs  currently  available 

Not  all  of  the  planned  expansions 
for  North  Campus  will  be  imple- 
mented in  the  near  future,  however. 
The  failure  of  a recent  JJC  referendum 
that  asked  voters  to  increase  funding 
for  the  1 0 1 -year-old  institution  has  put 
many  planned  expansions  on  hold. 

Expansion  plans  for  the  North 
Campus  include  renovations  to  both 
infrastructure  and  construction. 
Among  these  proposed  improvements 
was  the  much-needed  addition  of  16 
new  classrooms  to  the  single-story  fa- 
cility. The  referendum  will  likely  be 
up  for  approval  again  at  the  next  elec- 
tions according  to  school  officials,  who 
arc  only  treating  this  as  a delay  to  the 
planned  renovations  at  all  campuses. 

Outside  of  expansion  and 
changes  to  North  Campus,  public 
events  are  regularly  held  at  the  North

Campus.  For  example,  a chiroprac- 
tor was  on-hand  performing  free  mas- 
sages to  any  student  or  employee  in 
attendance.  In  addition,  the  very 
popular  Book  Fair  held  at  North  Cam- 
pus will  be  held  this  spring  as  well. 
Plans  for  a blood  drive  in  coordina- 
tion with  Heartland  Blood  Centers  is 
also  in  the  works.

Distance  Ed.  on  rise  at  JJC

How  would  you  like  to  go  to  school 
naked?  Do  I have  your  attention  now? 
Then  maybe  you  will  be  interested  in 
this.  The  option  of  going  to  school  in 
the  nude  is  made  possible  thanks  to 
JJC’s  Distance  Education  courses. 
School  can  now  be  attended  from  the 
privacy  of  your  own  home. 

There  are  currently  two  different 
styles  of  courses  to  meet  your  needs: 
online  classes  and  tclccourses.  These 
classes  are  essential  to  those  who  work 
full  time,  have  limited  transportation 
or  absolutely  insist  on  not  wearing 
clothes  while  getting  an  education. 
Every  semester,  more  classes  arc  be- 
ing added  to  the  curriculum  to  further 
benefit  those  in  need. 

The  online  classes,  which  run  off 
of  the  Blackboard  system,  require  the 
student  to  have  access  to  the  Internet 
and  an  e-mail  account  with  JJC.  All 
online  courses  meet  the  same  require- 
ments and  have  the  same  amount  of 
credits  as  any  other  class  on  campus. 
Although  a majority  of  the  course  work 
is  done  online,  a few  campus  visits  may 
be  required  for  testing  purposes.  To 
date,  there  are  over  40  classes  to  choose 
from,  including  12  math  classes  and 
five  English  classes.  In  addition,  there 
are  other  required  classes  including 
Psychology  101,  Speech  101  and  His- 
tory 103. 

Be  advised  though,  if  you  are  com- 
pletely computer  illiterate,  the  online 
classes  are  not  for  you.  It  is  necessary 
to  know  how  to  download  files,  attach 
documents  to  e-mail  and  use  word  pro- 


cessing software.  Also,  some  knowl- 
edge of  Power  Point  is  helpful.  De- 
spite the  occasional  bug  here  and 
there,  the  online  classes  arc  becom- 
ing more  and  more  popular. 

In  addition  to  the  online  courses, 
the  Distance  Education  department 
offers  tclccourses.  These  courses  in- 
tegrate the  use  of  videos  with  study 
guides  and  the  selected  text.  There 
are  currently  1 8 classes  being  offered 
with  a wide  range  of  subject  matter. 
American  National  Government, 
Chemistry  104,  History  103  and  104 
and  Astronomy  101  arc  just  a few  of 
the  possible  classes  to  take.

College  credit  for  what  you  know 


Prior  Learning  program 
offers  adults  credit  for 
work  experience

Imagine  earning  three  credit 
hours  for  a class  that  you  never  showed 
up  for.  Believe  it  or  not,  this  is  pos- 
sible with  the  Prior  Learning  program. 
The  program  allows  adult  students  to 
obtain  college  credit  through  the  ex- 
perience they  have  gained  from  years 
in  the  workplace. 

One  of  the  way?  in  which  adult 
students  can  cam  college  credit  is  by 
enrolling  in  the  GSD  (General  Student 
Development)  103  class.  Offered  ev- 
ery semester,  the  class  gives  students 
who  already  have  prior  work  experi- 
ence a chance  to  assemble  a portfolio 
with  essays  and  documents  that  detail 
their  prior  workplace  experience. 

At  the  end  of  the  class  term,  stu- 
dents will  have  built  a portfolio  that 
provides  essays  in  regard  to  the  classes 
that  they  are  trying  to  earn  credit  for. 
For  example,  if  a student  is  trying  to 
earn  the  three  credit  hours  for  Man- 
agement 101,  then  his/her  essay  will 
completely  explain  what  he/shc  knows 
about  the  coursework  discussed  in  the 
management  class. 

The  portfolio  is  then  analyzed  and 
graded  by  a faculty  member,  and  if  it 
is  approved,  then  the  student  will  re- 
ceive the  amount  of  credit  for  that  par- 
ticular class. 

“Studenst  find  out  that  the  port- 
folio not  only  grants  them  credit,  but 
it  also  gives  them  a lot  of  good  skills," 
said  Carol  Gordon,  portfolio  assess- 
ment coordinator  and  instructor  for 
GSD  103 

So  far  there  have  been  many  suc- 
cess stories  coming  from  the  portfolio 
development  class.  One  such  story  in- 
volves Judy  Carney.  She  attended  col- 
lege at  a young  age,  but  was  side- 
tracked. Now  at  the  age  of  50  with  her 
kids  out  of  college,  she  has  decided  to 
return  to  school  to  cam  her  degree  in 
business.  Since  she  enrolled  in  the 
Prior  Learning  program,  she  has  been 
promoted  at  her  job. 

“It’s  been  a wonderful  experi- 
ence," said  Camey.  “The  skills  that  I 
have  learned  from  my  30  years  in  the 


workplace  were  merited  by  the  pro- 
gram.” 

Another  former  GSD  103  student 
is  Toni  Johnson,  who  used  her  man- 
agement experience  at  Empress  Ca- 
sino to  help  design  her  portfolio. 

"I  probably  wouldn’t  have  gone 
back  to  school  if  they  didn't  have  this," 
she  said. 

GSD  103  is  also  approved  as  an 
elective  towards  the  A.  A degree. 

Besides  the  portfolio  development 
class,  the  Prior  Learning  program  also 
offers  adult  students  other  ways  to  ob- 
tain college  credit.  One  such  way  is 
through  the  College  Level  Examina- 
tion Program  (CLEP)  in  which  stu- 
dents arc  given  nationally  recognized 
exams  for  certain  classes.  If  they  pass 
the  exam,  then  they  are  given  the 
credit  hours  that  are  available  for  that 
particular  course. 

Proficiency  exams  are  also  avail- 
able. They  arc  similar  to  CLEP  exams, 
however  they  are  designed  by  faculty 
members  and  are  not  nationally  rec- 
ognized. For  both  the  CLEP  and  pro- 
ficiency exams,  students  need  prior 
approval  by  the  department  to  take 
them.  On  average,  each  exam  costs 
about  S12  per  credit  hour. 

Students  with  military  experience 
can  also  cam  college  credit.  One  year 
of  active  service  allows  veterans  four 
hours  of  physical  education  and  the 
three  hours  from  the  BIO  103  Health 
class. 

According  to  Gordon,  many  adult 
students  combine  different  aspects  of 
the  program  into  a curriculum  best 
suited  for  their  own  needs.  Also,  stu- 
dents can  only  earn  up  to  30  hours  of 
credit  through  the  program. 

There  will  be  a meeting  on  Tues- 
day, Jan.  7 from  6:30  p.rii  to  7:45  p.m. 
in  room  T-1000  at  the  main  campus 
that  will  provide  prospective  adult  stu- 
dents with  information  about  the  Prior 
Learning  program  at  JJC.  Gordon 
urges  those  interested  to  RS  VP,  though 
walk-ins  are  welcomed.

His  vocals 
drive  the  entire  disc  as  he  gives  his 
heart  and  soul  to  make  you  want  to 
listen,  and  you  will. 

The  first  single,  “Disease,"  was 
co-written  with  Mick  Jagger  of  the 
Rolling  Stones,  which  is  a sign  that 
Matchbox  Twenty  is  a pretty  well  re- 
spected band.  It’s  probably  the  fastest 
paced  song  on  the  disc,  but  only  one 
of  many  good  tracks. 

Every  band  needs  a song  that 
deals  with  psychological  problems, 
and  “Unwell"  is  that  song  for  Match- 
box Twenty.  Thomas  sings,  "I’m  not 


crazy  I 'm  just  a little  unwell,  I know 
right  now  you  can’t  tell."  Maybe  he’s 
letting  the  public  in  on  a little  secret. 

“Feel"  is  another  semi-heavy  song 
where  Kyle  Cook  shows  off  his  guitar 
skills.  Cook's  guitar  riffs  arc  noticablc 
throughout  the  disc,  and  it  works  well 
with  Thomas's  vocals. 

If  you’ve  always  been  a fan  of 
Matchbox  Twenty  then  you  will  love 
More  Than  You  Think  You  Are.  If 
you’ve  never  really  listened  to  the 
band,  then  now  is  the  time.  They’ve 
never  sounded  belter  or  more  confi- 
dent with  themselves.  A U.S.  tour 
should  be  on  the  horizon.

One  is, 
for  Mike  Dunlcvy  Jr.  and  the  other  is ' 
for  Brian  Grant. 

Mike  Dunlevy  Jr.:  If  Williams' 
would  not  have  been  there  at  the  num- 
ber two  pick  last  year,  Krause  would 
have  taken  Dunlevy.  Currently,  with 
Golden  State,  Dunlevy  is  seeing  no 
playing  time  and  is  not  fitting  in  with 
head  coach  Eric  Musselman’s  system. 


So  let’s  take  him.  We  could  send  over 
Crawford  since  the  Warriors  have  no 
real  point  guard.  The  Bulls  could  also 
send  over  this  year’s  first-round  draft 
pick,  since  it  is  certain  that  they  will 
get  a shot  at  one  of  the  first  three  picks. 
In  return,  the  Bulls  would  get  Dunlcvy, 
and  to  make  it  salary  cap  feasible,  the 
Warriors  could  send  over  Danny

Wolves  on  fire  with 
eight-game  sweep

The  men's  basketball  team  has 
secured  an  eight-game  winning  streak 
that  started  at  the  JJC  McDonald's 
Classic  on  Nov.  1 5 and  Nov.  1 6.  where 
they  beat  St.  Xavier  JV  and  Olivet 
NazarcncJV.  With  their  overall  record 
currently  standing  at  10-1,  the  Wolves 
have  charged  forward  and  arc  not 
looking  back 

The  Wolves  have  set  a model  of 
blowing  out  opponents  that  is  slowly 
developing  into  their  standard  of  play. 
For  example,  during  their  two  most 
recent  games  against  Oakton  Commu- 
nity College  and  McHenry  County 
Col  lege,  they  won  by  a margin  of  over 
20  points. 

Despite  a slow  first  half  at  the 
Oakton  game  on  Dec.  3 in  Joliet,  the 
Wolves  charged  forward  in  the  second 
half,  beating  the  Raiders  102-71.  Dur- 
ing the  game  against  McHenry  in 
Crystal  Lake,  the  Wolves  proved  again 
that  they  have  what  champions  are 
made  of,  beating  the  Fighting  Scots 
106-82. 

However,  the  Wolves  have  also 
played  games  that  have  gone  right 
down  to  the  wire.  One  such  game  was 
for  the  championship  against  the  Col- 
lege of  Lake  County  at  the  JJC/UPS 
Thanksgiving  Classic  on  Nov.  30, 
where  the  Wolves  eventually  tri- 
umphed 98-90 

Though  JJC  jumped  to  a 1 0-0  lead 
in  the  first  half,  the  Lancers  put  all 
their  effort  to  fight  back. 

By  the  end  of  the  first  half,  JJC 
only  led  by  a score  of  44-36.  Though 
the  Lancers  tied  the  game  48-48  in  the 
second  half,  they  could  not  keep  up 
with  the  Wolves’  11-0  run  later  on  in 


the  game. 

"It  was  good  to  be  in 
such  a tight  game  where 
we  had  to  make  some  plays 
down  the  stretch  because 
ultimately  you're  going  to 
work  a couple  playoff 
games  that  arc  probably 
going  to  be  pretty  tight," 
said  Head  Coach  Joe 
Kuhn.  "So  it  was  good  not 
to  have  an  easy  one." 

The  Wolves  had  won 
their  first  game  in  the  tour- 
nament against  North  Park 
University  JV  the  day  be- 
fore, with  a remarkable 
score  of  114-75. 

Other  victims  of  the 
Wolves’  basketball  blitz- 
krieg include  Robert  Mor- 
ris College  JV  on  Nov.  23, 

99-72.  and  Elgin  Commu-

97-27. 

The  Wolves  certainly 
have  a team  of  all-stars  this 
year  that  arc  willing  to 
work  to  together  as  a team 
to  excel  on  the  basketball 
court.  .
